Hopes Improvement of Army 
May^ Follow Strengthen- 
• " ing of Navy- 



Buffalo, N.Y., Feb. 22.— Wm. H. 
Taft, secretary of war, was the guest 
of honor at tho Bllicott club's thir- 
teenth anniversary celebration of 
Washington's birthday here today. 

Responding to tlie toast, "George 
Washington," Secretary Taft took up 
some of the great political principles 
laid dowir by the first president, and 
drew parallels with present day poll- 
tics to show how far Washington's 
precepts had been followed by those 
who came after him. 

In the course of his address Mr. Taft 
had a word to say as^to the nation's 
unproparedness for war. 

"Washington deemed the prepara- 
tion of the nation for war as of high 
importance," said Mr. Ta£t. "Our hu- 
raUlating experience with reterencc to 
our army , in the . war of 1812 and tho 
Immense losses which wo suffered in 
the- civil war from lack ot preparation, 
show that, in this re.spect at least, we 
have \ not . followed the advicic of tho 
first president. We' are, however, 
making our navy more and more re- 
spectable each year, and I am very 
hopeful that congress will take tho 
steps which will make our arm.y # pro- 
per nucleus for tho rapid enlargement 
of a force for national defense, com- 
mensurate with the population at tho 
country and with tho extent of our 
jurisdiction. We have not completed 
coast defenses in Hawaii, in the 
Philippines or at the Isthmian canal. 
Should war overtake ua our delay in 
this respect would Justify the severest 
condemnation. ., : , • ■ -

MISSOURI DESPERADOES 



Plan to Rob Express Train and Wreck 
Freight Instead — Near Seen* of 
James Robbery 

Sedaila, Mo,, Feb. 22.— An attempt to 
de-rail an eastbound fast passenger 
train on the Missouri Pacific, evident- 
ly for the purpose of robbery, was 
made at OttcrvlUe, 20 miles east of 
here, at midnight last night, a rail 
having been removed. The bad place 
in tho track was struck by an extra 
freight train from St.' Louis. The 
freight was wrecked, tho englnoer, 
fireman and brakemen being seriously 
injured.

Wr|clcera,-fhadj^Tomoved -a rail ■ on Ot- 
tervlHo Hill, a mile and a half east of 
Ottervllle, and built a fire between the 
tracks to bring tlio (passenger train to 
a stop. The freight crew did not no- 
tice the fire until too late to stop, and 
tho engine* and "Several cars were de- 
railed and badly damaged. 

The injured men were brought to a 
hospital at Sedaila. There is no clue 
to the would-be robbers. 

Almost at the exact spot where last 
night's attempt was made to rob the 
train on the top of Ottervillo Hill, tho 
famous James and Younger gang of 
robbers on the night of .Tuly 8, 1S8G, 
held up a Missouri Pacific train and_ 
secured $17,000. As somo of the gang- 
covered the -passengers with their 
guns, others fired volley after volley 
of shots through the train, to intimi- 
date the passengers and crew. Jesse 
James swung aboard the express car, 
vvhiio tho Youngcr's held the engineer 
and fireman submissive. 

The terrified express messenger un- 
locked his strong box and gave up the 
517,000. No one was injured. The 
robbers escaped and none ' of . .the

ROME'S ANCIENT FORUM 



G. D. Kumar, a priest after the order 
of Dev SamaJ, who has spent the past 
four months amongst his countrymen 
In this city. Is now in Seattle. 

His picture and a vvordy article tell- 
ing how tlie guru, Datai Kumar, a 
native of India and an ex-professor of 
Urdu and Hindi in the University of 
Calcutta, was In the 'City to t.al<e up 
work in the University of Washington, 
appeared in the Seattle Times ot Fri- 
day last. The article in part reads as 
follows: ^. 

Guru Datta Kumar/'tffinatlve of India, 
who taught in the 'Ntt'l:iona];?ColleKo in 
.Calcutta for, a number 'of years, reg- 
istered at the 'University of ''Washing- 
ton'; yesterday tO"tako 'work' in the de- 
partment of education. He- arrived in 
Seattle from India Wednesday, coming 
liere for the purpose of learning tho 
American method of pedagogy with a 
view to returning to his native coun- 
try to introduce reforms into the edu- 
eational sy.stem in vogue there. He 
will attend the University of Washing- 
ton a year, going from here to some 
other college In the United States, 

Kumar is -one of five, natives of In- 
dia who came to this country for the 
purpose of learning educational i^rac- 
tlces here in order to better the Indian 
Bystem. The other four will study in 
the University o£ California. Kumar 
rsayff-'all the educated- persons in India 
realize, tlie - need of radical changes in 
education and that he and the four 
other educators have been delegated 
t ) suggest reforms. 

'From' what I learn ot the reciuire- 
ments ot a pupil in this country, every 
boy and girl ought to be glad he is not 
In Itidia and subject to the work im- 
posed there," said Kumar today. "If 
the pupils here think their work is 
hard they are mistaken. In India more 
subjects are taught and if a pupil fails 
to pass in any one of eight subjects 
he is compelled to take tliem all over 
again. No matter if he does splendid 
work' in seven of .them; and fail? in 
the eighth he Is not given i.a<. single 
credit. 

"It takes an. exceptionally -.bright boy 
or' girl to keep fupsto'fithese require- 
ments. The object- is to keep the num- 
ber of school and college graduates 
as small as possible. Furthermore, we 
have practically no science, literature 
or language taught. There are two ^ 
classes of people, the farmers and { 
artisans. The province of the colleges i 
at the present time is to give n-je- 
chanlcal inntruotlon. We want to pro- 
vide a cultural and scientific course as 
soon as iiossible." 

Kumar is a member of Dev Samaj, a 
religious, moral and social .society in 
.Punjab, India, a devout Buddhist and a 
worker In tho cause of . temperance and 
vegetarianism. He Is. a clerk, typist 
and bookkeeper, and vvas:i<vorrespond- 
ent to different daily and.iweekljr pa- 
pers published in English , and in* ver- 
nacular. In India. 'He wa^ formerly 
professor of Hindliand Urdu In Cal- 
cutta. .v;^fHij|2j§?§-iS^

Miss Burdett- 
Coutts," a donation of £250 was an- 
nounced from Mer Majesty Queen Vic- 
toria, and a warm message from the 
Duke of Newcastle, colonial secretary, 
regretting his absence, on account of a 
cabinet council. The spijakers includ- 
ed tho bishop of London and Baniuel 
Wilberforco, bi-sliop of Oxford. In his 
speech, BIshol Hills expressed what 
was then the prevalent belief, that this 
new colony would in a sliort time be

'or perhaps even a million, whereas a 
few years ago there were not fifty 
Europeans in tlie whole of British Co- 
lumbia. 

The expectation of the bishop was 
by no means fulfilled, and now, after 
fiftv vears, there are only 500,000 in- 
habitants in the whole province, of 
which 50,000 are in this diocese, com- 
prising Vancouver island and the ad- 
jacent Islands. Subscriptions wore 
guaranteed to Bishop Hills for five 
years, and he received from this Co- 
lumbia mission fund': £5,000 a year,

But the opening of the Canadian 
Pacific railway changed tho aspect of 
affairs, and today there are four dio- 
ceses—Columbia, New Westminster, 
Kootenay and Caledonia— with three 
bishops and nearly 100 clergy. , 

In November, 1892, Bishop Hills re- 
signed and the appointment of his suc- 
cessor was delegated 'by 'the synod to 
Dr. Benson, '.thet.th.qn '.archbl-shop ol 
Canterbury, who ' selected the present 
bishop, , and the : Rev. W. W. Porrln 
was consecrated in Westminster Ab- 
bey on the festival of the Annuncia-

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A NAVAL BASE. 

The lmpre.«;:ilon. appears to bo gain 
Ing grouiid that the Admiralty will be 
,j;;Xorced ' by ., olroumstanoes' to consider 
■y the establishment of a naval base on 
' this coast of Canada. The following 
extract is from the London Globe: 
The approaching completion of tho 
' Panama Canal and tho tremendous 
naval changes which are taking place 
in the Pacific render it Imperative 
that wo should recast our strategical 
dispositions, both in regard to tho 
distribution of the fleet and the es- 
tablishment of naval bases. Altliough 
It may be undesirable to carry out 
any sensational addition to tlio 
strength of our fleet in the Pacific, it 
must be obvious to every student of 
naval affairs thnt we should have a 
permanent squadron reconstituted on 
the American seaboard of that ocean 
under the comiTKand of a flag otticer. 
, This Is a statementfxof very con- 
siderable Importance.' that 
it may be taken as indicative of the 
opinion hold in certain high naval 
circles, but even if it may not be, It is 
.'unquestionably of great Interest as 
disclosing an appreciation In influen- 
tial auarters of a movement recog- 
nized for some time by the people of 

■ British Columbia.' The growing im- 
' portance from a maritime point 
'of view of the North Pacific 

Ocean is evident enough, and 
it would also seem to be evi- 
dent that the power, which is and 
expects to remain the Mistress of the 
Seas, cannot abstain from participat- 
ing in. naval'development here, ilt* will 
be observed that the Globe apeclflcally 
spealis of "a. permanent squadron re- 
constituted on the American sea- 
board" of the Pacific, and although 
It does not favor any sensational ad- 
dition to the fleet in these waters, it 
would follow as a matter of course 
^•that a reconstituted permanent 
i;Squ4aron would be something very 
Kdlrf^ent from 'that we have had here 
s ln itne past.

SOME BRITISH QUESTIONS. 

-»omestic questions are very much 
to the fore in British politics. Two of 
them especially are creating a goo<?. 
deal of discussion, and not a little 
fcjixiety among those people who dread 
anything which can by' even Indirect 
means be identified with Socialism. 
One' .Of those Is the housing of work- 
Ingmcn and the otlier is a provision 
;for'-'Old age pensions. The govern- 
ment-has promlsedf t^, hrjiig,^^^^^^ 
■ to relieve the wretched' conditions ex- 
. iatlng.in the crowded sections of cities. 
'■"In- recent years," says one writer, "a 
great deal has been done toward solv- 
ing the housing question. Cheap olec- 
trio trams and workmen's trains are 
run far into the districts known , a,s 
'Greater London,' but there are thour" 
sands of workmen who have to reside 
near their work in wretched, squalid 
rookeries, in courts_ and -blind alleys, 
: wher^e the sun ■never- penetrates, -which 
means Ian. enormous -waste 'of life in 
: infancy, a groat wa.stc of physical 
•condition after Infancy is passed and 
a waste of stamina In the present 
generation and In the generation 
which springs from it. County and 
• borough councils have swept away a 
large number of unhealthy areas,' biit 
there are still many left." The de- 
struction of buildings for sanitary 
reasons has had the effect of increas- 
ing the congestlpn--;lnisgther localities, 
so that the ultimate gain has not been 
very great. Tlie government has good 
reason to believe that, if its pro- 
srainme is not too far-reaching, it will 
meet with sulllcient support from ^11 
political parties, although it is 4i?ertaln 
to be opposed by,,.|h.e jel^mept "^Jabove 
referred to, which is riot b'y'any means 
confined to one party. 

Mr. Asquith has definitely promised 
an old-age pension scheme, and it 
Will be. outlined In-hls Budget speech. 
All parties favor a measure of this na- 
ture, sllhf/ugh they are by no means 
in accord n.s to Its dotalLs. The Con- 
Bervatives as.sociate these pensions 
with tariff-reform,: ifpr^jthey); say; that 
tho rovenuK will lie greatly increased 
by protection and tho money not 
needed for the ordinary purposes of 
the government might yery well be re- 
turned to'^ the ;/peopJe, Mn/. form of 
old-age pensions. This is a very tak- 
ing proposition, but it will not meet 
tho view:; of the Socialists, who In- 
Ki.31, that tlio pci .'=!on fund must be 
cr-;at3d by a dirr-ct levy upon accumu- 
lated wealth They say that every one 
above sixty-flve years , of age ' should 
rt-.ceive a pensJt n as, a matter of iright, 
and that no one should be asked to 
contribiito to iJie fund in anyway ex- 



PUBLIC NUISANCES. o 

"We have again to refer to thesubur 
ban saloons. Some of these arc fast 
becoming public nuisances. They de- 
preciate the value of all property in 
their neighborhood. They are, in some 
instances, the scenes of orgies, of 
which at all hours of. 'the -:!, day and 
night and sometimes'' oven'" long after 
dayllglit residents along the roads 
leading to them have only too painful 
evidence. Recently about ten o'clock 
In the morning a conveyance came In 
from the suburbs loaded with men and 
women, whose appearance and the lo 
cality in the citj' to which they weri 
taken Indicated that, they ^wej;e ^return 
ing from an all-night dejavioh^.soijje 
where out" of town, It^s time" that 
this sort of thing was stopped. We 
do not suppose that men and women 
can bo made moral by legislation, but 
they can be kept from flaunting their 
immorality in the faces of respectable 
people. Public opinion must be arous- 
ed on : the iisiibj^ct .until step.<3 ,are taken 
to correct the gro\ving abuse, Superin- 
tendent Hussey of the provincial police 
may be relied upon to his duty: in all 
localities under his jurlsdiotlonj^ which 
we a-3sume 'extends for some .purpose 
even into the organized municipalities. 
But he cannot be expected to move in 
advance of public opinion, and as long 
as people tolerate such abominations 
as we refer to, he Is not to be- blamed 
If he does not Interfere. Whatever 
may he said In excuse for saloons 
within the city, there is absolutely no 
beneficial result from the so-called 
"road houses." They are wholly un- 
necessai^; vthey: ar^ iUm^.<^^ of; much 
evil. We' are not' ' urinilrid 
fact that some of these houses are 
conducted respectably, and it is un- 
fortunate that these . must feel the 
weight' of : publifr. liiaigriatlpn wliich is 
caused by trie manrier lri which others 
are conducted. But we see no help for 
it. Complaints constantly reach us of 
disgraceful scenes in the neighborhood 
of the city. There is never a Sunday 
in the year that any one, v.-ho chooses 
to look, ripaiinot get. evidence ithat-men 
and ^Vomeri resort to the sutiurlis :and 
return very much the worse for liquor. 
To any self-respecting person it is ap- 
palling to see the number cf apparent- 
ly; dSeent, young men, at least one 
;would suppose them to be decent if 
they were met under other cir- 
cumstances, who come into town on 
summer evenings, and' especially on 
Sunday, with female companions in an 
ad-vanced stage of Int&icattbn'. 'Th^re 
may be other parts of the world where 
this sort of thing is practiced with the 
same brazen effrontery as in Victoria, 
but we have yet to learn where they 
are. This Is not a pleasant thing to 
say, but we cannotj^ always; speak in the 
smooth 'language of flattery. , "We tell 
the people of Victoria that the tlrrie 
has come for a change. There has 
been an Improvement within the city 
during; the lastji.ten years. People who 
resideli here a'decade ago will remem- 
ber things that were the subject of 
much comment among visitors and oc- 
casioned much disgust to our own 
people. Few porhap.s fully appreciate

COST OF THE TUNNEL 

Mr; Adams made an estimate of the 
cost of the proposed tunnel t" bring 
the water of Sooko Lake into tho city. 
He put it at $18 a foot, and this for 
29,000 feet ^ would .Involve an outlay 
of $552,000. Mr. Roberts-oni'" provincial 
mineralogist, told the Private Bills 
Committee that the cost would bo $33 
per foot, wliich Vv^ould como to $95.7,- 
000. Mr. D. G. Forbes, a; welli.ltnojvn 
mining engineer, who has done a'good 
deal of work in the province, said that 
Mr. Robertson's est! mate was about 
the minimum figure. Both Xh^- \a.at 
named gentlcimon s.i.v that .their esti- 
mate of the cost IS based upon tho as- 
sumption tlmt the-fornmllon is ^njform 
throughout ' and thaf iia -faults 'or ;fls-- 
suies, such as are encountered In al- 
most every country, arc met with.

The words "from the nature' of tho 
work" qualify tho authority conferred 
by the latter clause of the section, and 
make it very clear :th3,t nothing can 
be done by days' work, except in casse 
of emergency, unless it is of a class 
which cannot very well be the sub 
ject of tender. The erection of the 
reservoir would certainly not,; be of 
that nature, for It would be absurd to 
say that a responsible contraotox" 
could not complete it more expedi 
tlously than the Commissioner could 
or that he could not do It more econ- 
omically. The question of economy 
could npt be determined without first 
fec'teiving ■ tenders for the work. We 
suggest, therefore, to the City Coun- 
cil that full effect shall be given to 
the section quoted. On the general 
proposition it may be said that a 
municipality cannot do its work- a: 
cheaply or as expeditiously, as ia.con 
tractor, and for reasons' into -.which it

Wo accept the correction made by 
the Times last evening of our state- 
ment that tho Chief Justice had de- 
clared tho Immigration Act ultra vires. 
Our contemporary refers us to our 
news columns for proof that -vVe' were 
mistaken. Our error was due to the 
fact that we supposed the Times was 
right when it said editorially on tho 
previously evening: "The Bowser Act 
has been declared : ultra ylres of the 
Dowers of the province by Chief .Tustice 
Huntor." We have no excuse to offer. 
We should have known better than to 
have accepted tho statement of our 
contemporary without waiting- for our 
own correspondent to send in the facts. 
Our contemporary , shows Its wisdom 
in- looking-tb the Colonist for accuracy 
in preference to its own columns. But, 
a matter of fact, neither of us was 
far. wrong. What the Chief Justice has 
decided is .that the' Act . is ultra vires 
so far as relates to Japanese. In' other 
words, for this Is what tho expres- 
sion "ultra vires" means, it is not In 
tho power of the province to legislate 
against the entrance of Japanese into 
this country because of the provisions 
of the Japanese treaty. So both the 
Times and the Colonist were rlglvt in 
what tho former now says was wrong. 
The differoncQ between us lay in the 
fact that, whereas the Colonist went on 
to explain that - the decision seemed to 
be that the excess of jurisdiction at- 
tempted to be exercised only applied to 
Chinese and Japanese, the Times took 
It as being of general appllcabillt.v, an 
error which .our.j.cQntemporary would 
not have mado:if if had consulted its 
own news columns, disregarding its 
head-line "Immi;:ration Act Worthlcs.s." 
Wo extend to our conicmiiorary our

town fogs is, the most ,'hopeful and 
feasible; ) One would natuifajly, Imagine 
that avf6g which consists entirely of 
aqueous vapor ought to be evaporated I 
and cleared away by tho warmth of a 
(•hy. -Those vi: > live in well-drained 
toivns ougnt to suiter less from fogs j 
than those who reside in the open j 
country or close to the sea; but, is I 
Sir Oliver Lodge remarks, as a matter ' 
of fact fit tile present time — "That 
town fog Is intensely worse than coun- 
try mist is due, as everyone knows, to 
its composition; it is not composed of 
water globules alone, but is adulter- 
ated with smlphurous and tarry com- 
pounds and other products of imper- 
fect combustion, usually in fact i)ro- 
ducts of the destructive distillation of 
coal. A great part of tho coal thrown 
:liito furnaces or on open fires is not 
burned at all. bi.t is merely distilled 
up the , chimney. The waste of un- 
burnt material Is prodigious, and is 
fortunately emphasized by tho un- 
pleasantness of the, resulting products, 
their remarkahle • condensing power 
on aqueous vapor, and their perpetua- 
tion of It In the condensed form by re- 
tarding evaporation.'' Anyone who 
ii.i.s given the matter a moment'.s 
thought must have been impressed 
with tlio fact that the present system 
of canibustlon leads to great waste, 
and, as tsir Oliver liOdgc now points 
out, lielps to create fogs. After every 
.-itoking thero is great waste, and In' 
many fireplaces combustion is never 
perfect. The worst si'iners, he says, 
are tlie furnaces u.sed to boil water 
for power, and a fact ho mentions 
which Is not generally known is that 
waste goes on through tlic emission of 
Invisiblo gases. Boilers and inelal 
tubes, .Sir Oliver Lodge tolls us, are 
bound to bo both wastclul and smokv. 
The romeay for this is never to lot 
tho flumes bo put out by coming in 
contact with a cool .surface, but to 
preserve them for their full length in 
a fireclay or other red-hot tube which 
siiall permit full combustion, and sliall 
radiute the heat thus collected to the 
boiler surfaces. "When the llame is 
complete and nothing left;. but really 
burned gases, then' .these -can be car- 
ri(3d through metal flues and their 
residual heat •oxtrp.cted by direct con- 
tacti but. It Is hopeless, tp. attempt that 
with flame.". -'Sir Oliver thinlci3 all-this 
will soon Ije put Into praotlop. This, 
however, does not touch -open- ilres or 
the ordinary closed stove; ■ The stovo 
often suffers for lack of alr.-:J,''I£;;after' 
each stoking the lid is shut the -flkme 
Is necessarily extinguished, and the 
stove become.^ a mere gas retort for 
sending unburnt gas up tho chimney," 
says ' Sir Oliver Lodge. "In /boiler 
stoking this fact is understood, and 
every stoker, whether iiumaii or; au- 
tomatic, allows for it; but by the Ig- 
norant attendant on an ordinary stove 
it is constantly and completely ignor- 
ed. Sometimes when tho lid of such a 
stove is opened a little time after stok- 
ing the unburnt gas bursts into ll.'ime 
with a small explosion, a fact which 
causes the attendant to be careful not 
to open the lid in order to admit tiie 
nece.isary air. It ought properly to 
have been left partl}rioi3e|r,"aill tlie time 
until the first vloletlt'^emisSlori -'o'li gas 
Is exhausted." 

By improving the fireplaces and pay- 
ing more attention to stoking much of 
the evil caused by the burning of solid 
coai can be mitigated, but no Impor- 
tant' success will be achieved .so long 
as crudo coal is burned in towns. No 
matter how perfect tiie combustion 
may bo, there are impurities which 
arise from combustion and foul the 
air and servo as a condensing luodiuni 
for fogs. Sir Oliver Lodge argues tliat 
tho remedy is not to allow the im- 
portation of coal into . large towns, but 
to have it cOiWerted into pa'rtlally- 
purilled gas outsldo; To. give effect -io 
tills idea would bo to create a regular 
revolution- in towns. In.tmany jilaecj 
if would do away with . the necessity 
■Of convoying by road or rail fuel in 
■ solid form. The. gas, which could bo 
mado at the -coal-pits, would be> con- 
veyed to many places through jdpc.-!. 
"It can be mado in such a way as -.0 
economise the valuable products of its 
distillation, and to give a useful kind 
of coke, and then the non-illuminating 
heatln;i gas thus very cheaply pro- 
vided, after such a minimum of purifi- 
cation as may be thought suliicient, 
can be forced along inimen.<e mains 
to tlie distant towns, just as water is 
at present supplied." Country and sea 
fogs are dangerous to travelling, and 
liave caused many deaths. Tlu; man 
who will llnd the means for di.ssipat- 
ing them will earn the cvcrlastin,? 
gratitude of mankind. Sir Oliver Lodge 
evidently favors tlie view that by tho | 
use of electricity tliesc fogs can be 
dispelled. Ill ■' smuil laboratory ex- 
periment fog was dissipated ijy cloc- 
tricity. It condensed a solid fog into 
black snow and a .steam fog into rain 
or Scotch mist. While this method is 
well suited to df-aliug wilii natural 
fogs, it seems- ab.surd in towns to cre- 
ate fogs and tlien pay fpr. dispersing 
them. The natural fogs are diKerent ; 
they produce themselves by' natural 
f.'iu«es, and if a way „ot, getting rid o-i 
them' can bo found jib will! be a great 
051ver:"" Lodge

A considerable apiount of business 
on insurance against tho risic of war 
between the United' States and Japan 
continues to come- into the hands of 
dio brokers, says tbCi Syren and Ship- 
ping, largely from tlie Stock Exchange 
The rate now tiuqtod is 3 per cent for 
twelve months. 

Two more vessels have just been'of- 
liclally posted as "missing" In the room 
at Lloyds. The larger of those, the 
four-mastod ship Arthur Sowall, of 
3209 tons burden, built and owned by 
Messrs. Arthur Sewall and Co., 
Bath, Maine, left Philadelphia on 
filarch 30 last, bound for Seattle. She 
was off Delowaro Breakwater on .\pril 
3, and nothing whatever has since been 
heard of tlio vessel or her crew, num- 
bering some 30 hands. Slie had on 
board a cargo of coals, and including 
all Interests, represents a value of over 
£25,000. The other vessel posted as 
"missing" was the small Duwdec 
steamer Neptune, belonging to Messrs. 
D. and J. Nlchol, which sailed from 
Garston on January 1 last for T'ar, in 
Cornwall. Since leaving the Jlerscy 
there has been no further news of her. 
She had on board a crew of a dozen 
hands, and carried a cargo of coals. 
The Neptune is of 364 tons burden, and 
the hull was insured for £7,500. 

The British steamer "SVindsor report- 
ed wrecked, ship and cargo, at Abral- 
hos reef, was insured in Lloyd's and 
the London-dnsuranco companies at a 
valuation of. £20,000, exclusive of car- 
go. The vessel wa.s last reported as 
liaving left Kremantle on February 1 
for wongltong. 

The improvement of salvage condi- 
tions today are tending to minimi/.o 
tho losses of the underwriters to somo 
extent. Tliis was lllustratocl some 
davs ago by the salvage of throe valu- 
abio steamers under circumstances 
where losses 'u'ould previously have oc- 
curred to tiheir owners. Tho Craigel- 
lachio, In ballast, stranded during a 
lieavv gale on Ergastoria shoal, and 
was 'lloated after a very bad report 
Iiad been wired to London. She was 
valued at £28,000, and fully Insured 
at Lloyd's. Tlio Eleni, which went 
ashore near Jcddali, \vas rclloatcd af- 
ter 40 guineas liad been paid on her, 
and wlien many uridorwrlters wore 
looking upon her as a probable total 
loss. The lloatinR- of the Tliodo l''a- 
geluiid, which went iishore near Syd- 
ney, was another pi<ico of excellent 
news.. There was £40,000 at stake, and 
underwriters had paid 45 guineas on 
hor total loss only. 

Against these successes, howovei, 
must bo placed the total loss of the 
ITuddersneid, near Bideford, and the 
still more seriouK di.sastor of the wreck 
and subsequent total loss of the French 
steamer Clias, Tlbcrgheim, Tills lat- 
ter vessel was 18 days ovo-Zdue on a | 
voyage from Sab.ing to ,T)cihiy, audi 
underwriters were paying 60 to «.'> per 
cent, on her wiien new.s arrived that j

The finger betweeA the 
long and llttle finger- was used by the 
Romans as'a rlng flnger-from the be- 
lief that a nerve ran through It to the 
'heart." Hence the Greeks and Romans 
used to call it the medical finger, and 
used it for stirring mixtures, ;. under 
the notion that nothmg noxious could 
touch it without Its giving?' Instant 
warning to the heart. ^ ^ . 

I Is istill a'' very jgeneral 'notion in 
England that It is bad to rub on salve 
or scratch the skin v/Ith any but the 
ring finger. The fact that there was 
no such Intimacy between the finger 
and the heart was not discovered till 
after the notion was: deeply; rooted;, ; 

The medieval apothecary or barber 
salved - cut : chins or sore .eyes with 
the unguent, poised on the tip of the 
deft ring finger, To have 'salved with 
any other finger would evidently have 
been crude work, unworthy of an ac- 
complished barbor-.surgeon. The habit 
of using the ring finger to touch the 
face porsists to this day, among many 
who could not find a reason for the 
trick, and would, Indeed, have no reas- 
on save that they learned tiie way 
when children by imitating elders of 
the family, who in turn no doubt 
pfught the habit from the elders of.

She studied nursing in order 
to bo!..9.ble ..to help her poorer neigh- 
bors,'-'''and'''''s'o . determined was she -to 
aiqulrc^va' thorough, training that she 
went to Germany and lived for some 
time with the Sisters > of Mercy at 
Kalset'worth on' the -Rhine,, On her 
returnr, she gave not only; .her . means 
but hqrpersonal.Jielp to reforihv a- sana- 
tarlum' for governesses which had been 
sudly mismanaged. 

AVhen news reached England that 
the bravo fellows who had gone to 
fight their country's battles in the 
Crimean were dying by hundreds in 
tho wretchedly managed hospitals, 
Florence Nightingale offered to or- 
ganize a band of nurses and to go to 
the scene of war. By lier ability, de- 
votion and zeal, a revolution was ac- 
complished. She and bor sister nui-ses 
became tho*Idols*of the soldiers whose 
lives - they -save&.%r.',The ■ fears ►jvhlch 
would have prevented 'women from 
risking the . dangers (ift.camp • life were 
shown to be utterly groundless. Ever 
since, women have been the most val- 
ued allies of tho army surgeons. They 
have proved that the husbands, 
•brothers and fathers of British women 
have not lost their tenderness or their 
chivalry when their country called 
them to its defence. Other nations 
have followed this example with the 
result that war has been robbed of 
sop.io, at least, of its horrors. 

England was not ungrateful to the 
woman wlio came to the aid of her 
sons in their hour of need. After the 
war -was over. Miss Nlghtlngalq ivas 
rewarded witli a grant of a= quarter of 
a million dollars. This . great , sum she 
used -not for ..heryown r.benofit-. but to 
found a home ? for ..C the ^ draining of 
nurses. • ^ . - 

. iiMany times since, the advice of this 
■wise, iDravc woman has been sought 
by the rulers of England in time of 
war and she has written several hooks 
on subjects competed with nursing 
and hospitals. Since her return from 
the Crimea she has never been very 
strong and has lived a quiet life. >So 
much has this been tho case that when 
the King recently conferred on hci- 
the Order of Merit, many persons 
wore greatly surprised *.'.> le.-irn that 
Jliss Nightingale was still living. 

The Order, of .Merit is , an . association 
established by i^lng Edward rVH. at 
the time of bis coronation.- *.Out of the 
whole empire only twelve men were 
xionsidered worthy., of -.the decoration. 
It Was confined to those who: -^von 
:great distinction in naval or military 
'seWIce and those particularly illus-: 
trious as men of letters, art or scl- 
enro . It was felt that it should be 
made to include any person who ren- 
ders high public service of a. non- 
party character. With this the King 
agreed and it was then .', that Lord 
Cromer and Florence Nightingale 're- 
ceived the decoration. 

Ktlll another, and perhaps more 
gr<-atlv coveted distinction, has been 
bestowed upon tnis oia, oid lady. Tne 
city of London ha« offered ijor the 
golden key and casliet which contains 
the freedom of tlie city. This Is an 
honor whicb London very, seldom be- 
stows and then only on the greatest 
of men. : 'That a-^woman was deemed 
worthy 'Of receiving these high honors 
ls.''a;matter of which women may well 
be proud. That they have been be- 
stov,-?d on one whose life has been 
r.spent for the good of others, shows 
that the dav has gone by vJion the 
highest titles to honor and pref(-r- 
ment are won by, the.,,warrIor or-the 
politician. 'r ' . ' < < .

The lollowlrig/paper/.' was read by 
Mrs. Rocke Robertson; in the " Gfttho- 
dral schoolroom at a meeting held to 
discuss subjects to come up before tho 
Pan-Anglican congress: 

' In speaking of tho question of the 
liquor traffic, In its relation to women, 
I propose to consider tho subject un- 
der three lio.ads — the physical, the mpn- 
tal, and the -sjilrltual effects of the iiso 
ot alcohol, either as a bovorago or as 
a stimulant in certain conditions of 
health. 

"If one llilnks of the delicate organ- 
izution possessed by women in com- 



parison with man, and tlie greater in- 
door life led by them, one can roadly 
understand how much more sensitive 
their nerves must be to all Influences, 
and liow mucli less resistance their sys- 
tems possess in battling against an- 
tagonistic influences. It the stamina 
ot tho future men and women of oiir 
country Ig to be governed by^t^e prea-, 
'ent* parents of our. ra'ce,-.'lt;,ls,'re0dlly 
seen that we In our 'day should closely 
question any and "all usages as to tlio 
•probable ';ef feet not only on ourselves, 
but on those whoWill take our places 
when we liave passed away. 

'Each and every woman is a sphere 
of influence, either for progress or 
retrogression. Which shall it be with 
us? Different constitutions are dif- 
ferently affected by tlie use of alco- 
hol. Instance tho delicate fibres of the 
brain become diseased — In some the 
muscles of the heart are weakened, 
and in others the digestive system in 
all lis ramifications may be allected — 
in so many various ways the injury 
may be permanent or transitory. I 
dkn not , now speaking.of .-yvhat ,may bo 
termed "excessive drinking,"..', for" .'yvhich 
no one '^could 'firid.a "dgfender, but. of 
that insidious , habit ■ qalled-the ' 'mod- 
erate use' of wine and other stimu-. 
laiits. Many years ago X was told by 
a doctor, whose jiractice was a large 
one, and ^vho had a wklo experience 
from which to speak, that many per- 
sons had been treated by him tor dis- 
eases which had been the direct re- 
sult of moderate drinking, in which 
there had never been the slightest sus- 
picion of excess. I am not expresfilng 
an opinion upon cases where in severe 
illness the use of alcohol is; distinctly 
indicated, such' as pneumonia, heart 
failure in typhoid fever, etc, in which 
it may be employed so successfully, 
but I venture to express 'my conviction 
as bne who can speak from toany years 
of observation, that the ' uses of alcohol 
Is a menace: to" the individual and to 
the nation. 1 will quote the opinion 
of a strong American authority, Dr. 
Bergay. He says: 'The principal ob- 
jection to the use of alcoliollc bever- 
ages is tho fact that their constant use 
tends to the acquirement of the drink 
habit. The constant iise of large 
amounts of alcohol leads to grave de- 
rangement of the health, and for this 
reason the use of alcoholic oeverages 
is to be condemned, except under spe- 
cial conditions in disease, where such 
a stimulant may be reqiiired.' 

"The great danger to "the moderate 
drinker is that it may develop into 
the immoderate- stage,, and.no ..one can 
possibly tell - whether ,i he- or she will 
have the necessary power' to resist the 
In: Idious advances of this foe. 

"1 couia array a long^Ust ^£ statistics 
to prove the loss' in the community: In 
each year from the ravages : of this 
habit. Perhaps a statement of the im- 
mense amount spent in. the year 1900 
In the United States may form some 
Idea of the amount spent on alcoholic 
beverages m that country, and that 
statement 's\'aa accompanied by con- 
gratulations that the per capita con- 
sumptipn liad fallen from 5.'4 liters in 
1890 to.4.S liters in 1900. The astound- 
ing amount of money spent in alco- 
holic drinks was one billion fifty-nine 
millions three hundred and sixty-three 
thousand seven hundred'-, and. .eighty- 
seven dollars ($1,059,563,787)!, c - _ 

"This sum distributed ; : In T charity 
would rescue every man,; woman,, and. 
child fron? 'the, sluma4rfrom'.vstarvatIon, 
despair and"; death!' ' ".f ' , , . 

"It. we' turn ±0 thel,mental slde'of our 
nature 'Jt will be ;fOund .that, the '-best, 
work-is done'.without the aid of-alcohol. 
No 'surgeon;;would trustihis J^andrln a 
delicate operation . while •t.under ' its 
stimulus; no merchant would, trust his 
Judgmenf,wjien warped' by'-'the shifting 
views produced „by Its effects, and It 
Is becoming more and mT)re the habit 
In employing men to inquire: 'Is iie .-x 
total abstainer?" And it is a recog- 
nl/od fact tliat he who can answer 
'Yes' to tills question ha^ the better 
chance of employment. I bring these 
facts before you .that you wlio arc 
mothers may thinlc of them in connec- 
tion with your children. 

"Women have so much in their pow- 
er in forming the opinions and prac- 
tice of each generation that they can- 
not tlilnit too seriously of tliis ques- 
tion, and by precept and example do- 
ing ::their,..utmo3t. to .help ;:to eliminate 
It frOm''the.,dally use of ,tlielr*f&ihiliei;. 

•'What'cari"! say.'as'to the dead'ening 
effect?: of 'the /.dependence upon alcohol 
to the spiritual part of our nature'' A 
Christian woman' ought not to seek 
that antidote for low spirits which is 
so dangerous to lior health and charac- 
ter, and such a reproach to the foun- 
tain of all Joy, the Lord and Savior. 

"I will not venture to express an 
opinion upon 'tlie Increase of drinking 
and drug-taking among women,' for 
my view is a limited one. I nm very 
strong In my opinion as to the danger 
to women in the use of wine or any 
■o-called tonics whose principal in- 
gredient is alcohol, for two renson.s — 
the menace to herself, and tho example 
which she may be to her family and 
friends. ^ ^ • " "

ently 'old, stlff.ijrheumatlc and -ailing 
in other ways — few of us, even then 
suspect that tho principal. }f not the 
only, cause o£ our- trouble, la just that 
"throe square meals," which is the 
common practice of our time and 
country, 

: Of air the many causes leading to 
human weakness and disease, tho 
most common is undoubtedly over- 
feeding. Practically everybody eats 
too much. "Whv, then," you ask, "are 
there so many men and women with 
thin, undeveloped bodies?" 

In answer ;to this I may .say that the 
feeding! and', upbuilding of the body 
depend not'60' much on the quantity of 
food eaten, as on the quantity digest- 
ed. The digestive powers ot the body 
ot anv man or woman are a fi.\od 
quantity. If that man or that woman 
is so careless or so ignorant as to 
t.ako more than the quantity of food 
needed, then little or none ot that food 
will be digested; tho whole mass will 
ferment, and tho body will not only 
be deprived of tho nutrition which it 
needs, but will bo poisoned — poisoned 
because the fermentation of the undi- 
gested food produces matter which, 
tibsorbi-id Into the blood, will disturb 
tho operation of every organ In the 
body. 4

; In^ the. treatment' of ;nlghti terrors a 
simple diet should always-: be tried in 
the first Instance, as digestive disor-

Feed regularly, ■give no' snacks no 
sweets, and no heavv meals at bed- 
time. For children of six or seven try 
the efteet of stopping butchers' meat, 
and rely upon bread and milk, por- 
lidge, eggs, llsh, and simple nursery 
puddings. 

Eye mischief i.5 perhaps the next 
most probable cause. 

The eyes should always be examined 
by a doctor when night terrors persist 
in spite of attention to diet. Errors 
of refraction, such as astigmatism, 
long sight or short sight, squinting, 
double vision and other defects, by 
producing fatigue and irritation of tlio 
nervous system through the nerves of 
tho eyes, will certainly cause night 
terrors, dreaming- and fits of crying 
during sleep .which can be cured by 
proper glasses. 

"Unsuspected ear affections following 
upon measles, scarlet fever, etc., will 
cause ' reflex irritation"; of the brain; 
and earache and night ' terrors are of- 
ten the only lndlcatIons-::6f:;inflainma- 
tion of the ears, In. the early stages. 
Early discovery of ear, disease Is most 
Important, as permanent deafness niav 
result from neglect;: of. trep.tment,; 'so 
that it is evident that^ .night^'i terrors 
should never be disregarded by moth- 
ers or those in attendance on children. 

The mother who casually remarks 
that tlio children " will grow out of 
it in time" I's evading her responsi- 
bilities, and Ignoring the fact that 
permanent damage to the child's 
health may result. 

Other causes of night terrors are 
falls on the head, worms and terror!:! 
of. the child by ignorant; or unscrupul- 
ous people. 

Ghost stories or exciting tales at 
bedtime, and anything calculated to 
stimulate tlie Imagination of sensitive 
or nervous children should be strictly 
forbidden. ' 

Over Cnt!n;ue whether nervous or 
physical will cause disturbed rest, 
dreaming aiul starting in tne sleup. 
Cluldren should not be allowed to over 
tire themselves at gamos or play, or 
to take up mental work al school 
'Which is too much for their health and 
strength. 

And lastly, adenoid growths of the

At: the same time a child with ade- 
noids Is constantly swallowing septic 
discharges from tho soft, spongy 
throat and nasal growth, and the blood 
1,5 poisoned through " tjils source, also 
by absorption from tho stomacli, so 
that prompt removal of existing ade- 
noids may bo tho onlv tr(\'i,tment nee- 
essay to cure night terrors as well as 
the other symptoms ot adenoid disease, 
a , most common affection nowaday *i 
among young children.

and prizes liave been too great. They 
have, tacitly encouraged -when they :: 
have not actively initiated those vlcr 
ious and criminal relations with poll-^: 
tics which have been the gravest : 
menace to, our, citizenship, and they 
have openly' permitted such' evil as- 
sociations' to cluster around the sa-'' 
loons , as to. bring; us all to a position 
in which -we' can sympathize -\vitli th'o 
Indiana Judges who have declared tho 
saloon: so essentially an evil, so des-r, 
tructive and antl-soclal, that any la^v 5 
legalizing its existence is, ab Initio, 
void and unconstitutional. It is said 
that the liquor interests have not 
thought it prudent to appeal , froim 
these decisions and to test the ■ ques,--.! 
tions ral.?ed In them in tho hlghe^*,'.

"Sir Mackenzie Bowell said that the 
remarks of the secretary of state led 
him to the conclusion that the Cana- 
dian government was prepared to ac-

pared by him for the vessel have been 
accepted. The government is prepar- 
ing to award a contract for the con- 
struction of llie steamer, and efforts 
are being made to bring pressure on 
the government to endeavor to have 
the vessel built in Canada. The new 
cruiser,' which will mount two quick- 
firing guns, will be a twin-screw vesr 
sel of 1,400 tons displacement, with 
two masts and two funnels. .She.wlll 
bo 250 feet long,. 32 feet beam' and 17 
feet deep, with a draught of 12 feet. 
She will be built of • steel ' throughput. 
She will have two sets of triple ex- 
pansion engines with cylinders 20 
32 and 50% inches diameter. 

The new cruiser is not to have the 
speed recommended by Capt. New- 
comb, of the Kestrel, in his report 
submitted in 1906, when he said: "I 
would respectfully recommend that 
the solution of the predatory fishing 
In the coast waters of British Colum- 
bia is, viz, one first-class upto-date 
cruiser, about 200 feet length of keel, 
with a speed of not less than 20 to 22 
knots (not miles) be- placed in com- 
mission and ready for service within 
the next six months and be equipped 
for general service and to carry , at 
least four fast motor^^ launches with 
which to protect ' the 'coabt.' harbors 
against foreign fishermen cleaning 
their fish in said harbors." 



STRATHSPEY ARRIVES 

FROM CHILIAN PORTS

RESERVATION OF 

COASTWISE SHIPS 

Canada's Action Opens up 
Question of Protecting Em- 
. pire's Gpastal Trade 



With regard to the recent order-in - 
council in consequence of whicli the 
coastal trade of Canada will bo re- 
served from Norwegian and other for- 
eign shipping from the end of this 
year, Falrplay publishes an Interesting 
article. It says: "It looks as if Can- 
ada were going to initiate a new code 
on navigation laws within the Empire, 
Just as she actually Initiated a system 
of int^r-lmperialt; preferential turlffb 
By an order-in-counoil the govcrn- 
knent have notlfied' that' after the end 
of the • present- year - of ." grace . foreign 
vessels will no longer" be allowed to 
engage In the coasting trade of the 
Dominion On and after January 1, 
1909, the privilege ' of the Canadian 
coasting trade will bo restricted to 
British ships. Thua the existing privi- 
lege will at th.'it date be 'wltlidrawn 
from the vessels of Italy, Germany, 
Holland, Norway, Sweden, Austria- 
Hungary, Denmark, Belgium and Ar- 
gentine. This proclamation is the re- 
sult of the complaints of the Maritime 
Provinces of Nova Scotia and New 
Brunswick against the monopoly 
which foreign vessels were obtaining 
in the coastal trade to the detriment 
of Canadian vessels. But it seems also 
to be a concession to shipbuilding in- 
terests, vvhicli is not at present in a 
very flourishing condition, and has 
been agitating for bounties on the 
production of new ships. A combine 
has been proposed between several of 
the shipbuilding and iron manufaoturr 
ing concerns, but whether that is car- 
ried out or n<H shipbuilders are ex- 
pected to derive considerable benefit 
from the exclusion of foreign vessels 
from the port to port cargo and pas- 
senger carrying trade. - 
' : "It will 'be observed' that among the 
vessels ; to ;:be.i excluded.v f rom the coast- 
al trade. by ,-the decree"are not vessels 
of America '■ or. -France.- That- Is be- 
cause the ves.sel3 of- these two coun- 
tries are not at present in it. This 
is no new departure on the part of 
Canada. For many years past she has 
had on her statute book a law exclud- 
ing from the privileges of her coast- 
ing trade the vessels of all countries 
which do not grant reciprocal privi- 
leges to British vessels. The gover- 
nor-general may by order in council 
proclaim the countries whose ves.sels 
are to be admitted. And permitted till 
now to engage in the coastal trade are 
Italy, Germany, Holland, Sweden and 
NoifWay, Austria-Hungary, Denmark, 
Belgium and Argentina. • 

"Now these are countries which open 
their ov/n coasting trade to us, either 
unconditionally or on condition of 
reciprocity. Thus.' Italy admits under 
the treaty of 1S83 British vessels to 
her coasting trade subject to the laws 
which may be in force with regard to 
national shipping. It is true- that by 
the law of 1885 the coasting trade was 
specially reserved to Italian vessels, 
■neyerthelpss Italy continues, .to adpnit 
the principle of recipr6(aty;i^and.^;thus 
her vessels have -been free to enter 
ti^BA Canadian trade,\'Just as they are 
free*^: to- 'enter : the , Brltjs^i ; and 5 ntcr- 
Colonlal trade. Germany by; thti law 
of 1881, reserved her coasting trti.de, 
but, by the law of 1901 granted the 
most favored nation treatment to 
British subjects and products. There- 
fore, her coasting trade being free to 
British vsesels, her vessels have been 
admitted to the Canadian coastal 
trade. Sweden in 1854 proclaimed her 
coasting trade to be open to us con- 
ditionally, on the coasting trade of the 
United Kingdom remaining open to 
her— as 'it is. Holland, by treaty of 
-1S37, grants us the most favored na- 
tion treatment in everything, with- 
out specific mention of but inclusive 
of her coasting trade, but by the law 
of 1871 reserved the trade between 
Holland and Sumatra to Dutch ves- 
sels. But as her coasting trade has 
been open to British vcsselsi she has 
been admitted to the Canadian coastal 
trade. Austria-Hungary, by the treaty 
of 1868, accords national treatment to 
our vessels, and therefore her coasting 
trade has been open to us and Can- 
ada's to her. The- same is the Case 
with Belgium under the treaty of 1862, 
confirmed by an exchange of notes in 
1898. Denmark, by the law of 1865, ad- 
mits British vessels to her coasting 
trade on condition of reciprocity, and 
in 1868 extended the same conditions 
to the trade between T3enmark: arid 
Iceland and. the Faroe' islands. V Bel- 
glum,: by the treaties of ' 1862 and 1898, 
gives us national treatment, I. e., free 
entry into her coasting trade. And 
Argentina grants us most favored na- 
tion treatment, in return for which 
Canada lias allowed her the privilege 
of the Dominion coasting trade. 

"The countries whose vessels have 
not till now participated in the Cana- 
dian trade either do not reciprocate or 
have not negotiated. America, for in- 
stance, by strict legal enactments ex- 
cludes the vessels of all other na- 
tions from the whole of her coasting 
trade, right round from the Canadian 
boundary on the Atlantic to the Can- 
adian boundary on the Pacific sea- 
board. There is no provision in her 
laws to enable her to give reciprocal 
treatment in any part of her coasting 
trade. Now American vessels have not 
been allowed to enter the Canadian 
coasting trade, although they may en- 
gage for all they are worth in the 
coasting trade of the United Kingdom 
or '4n the trade bet-ween,.. thcUnlted 
Kingdom and any • of our '- colonies. 
(The White Star steamers are regu - 
larly in the Australlan-jtrade, and they 
arc American though , ■ they fly the 
British flag. How^ WpuM; the White 
Star liners fare if'. they, entered the 
Canadian coa:s|lri&Sttftde;?)"p£Spaln re- 
serves her coasting trade, and has no 
treaty provisions with us with regard 
to it. Russia reserves her coasting 
trade a,nd als6, the trade between her 
BuropeanVfind her Asiatic ports. Por- 
tugal reserves, her coasting trade, al- 
thouBh'she leaves open'the; trade with 
hor colonies. France reserves the 
trade between her Atlantic and Medi- 
terranean ports, and also between 
France and Algeria. We have treaties 
under which navigation Is regulated 
between Greece, Mexico and some oth- 
er countries, but from the provi.slons 
of thCsc '^treaties Canada is specilaly 
•ypmpt'. ■ ■' ' ► 



"What then Canada is now about to 
do is not to reserve lier coastal trade 
for .the first time, but to abandon. the 
principle of reciprocity In respect to 
shipping, although that principle re- 
mains In her fiscal laws. This form 
of protection , is extended to shipping, 
as we have. -said, partly in the interr 
ests of Canadian shipowners- and part- 
ly to encourage Canadian ' shlpbuild-. 
in,s and iron manufaaturlnK. The new 
regulation' will i not^ --fli^ ■: qourHe»,.-appiy 
to. veseela LOwnod.vlnM^«t^Br{tlshr, t«I«a 
or in, ,any other -'Br|UBt>;<'.ppHeB*lon. 
But ^^onhc}. people ' thlnlc>^,tliatii Cana'da 
will be the 'wotMra- shlpbull.dorS '.Jn.the 
future, and that; her iiners. and^tramps 
will swarm the ocean in the future as 
the old C^uebeckcrs used to do in the 
i51d days of wooden walls. If that bo 
BO (which we doubt) then the present 
step for the encouragement of Cana- 
dian shipping Is not in the Interest of 
British shipbuilders. :But (as' usual) 
they will not complain, and they -win 
be only too pleased meanwhile to re- 
ceive as many orders for coasters as 
possible from the Dominion. 

"At the conference of colonial pre- 
miers In London in May last, a reso- 
lution was passed to the effect "That

the governments of the colonies and 
of the United Kingdom should be call- 
ed to the present state of the naviga- 
tion laws of the eihpli-e, and in other 
countries, and to the advisability of 
refusing the privileges of coastwise

- But it was 
supported on.. behalf of Canada by Sir 
Wilfrid Laurier,; who argued that they 
were considering, a policy for tne em- 
pire, not for',.;:the- United Kingdom 
alone, and .that :alth,dugh the United 
Kingdom miglit-ribt' have serious in- 
terests In the matter and might not 
care about exchanging the existing 
state of things, Canada, with interests 
In' the Pacific, was adversely affected 
in a very direct and serious manner. 
The United States, he said, had ex- 
tended their coasting trade to em- 
brace trade with Honolulu and the 
Philippines, and although Canada had 
offered to reciprocate in connection 
with the coasting trade, the .' United 
States would not listen to the pro- 
posal. ■;.---.;-.!.i.-; 

"It is interesting to recall this/':dls- 
cussion because from and after it has 
arisen the Canadian decision to refuse 
even reciprocity in coasting trade. 
This she can do without much loss; 
not having any shipping to .spare to 
send to Kuropc for coasting trade; 
and not being able to get Into the 
American coasting trade at any price, 
she wants, not- -uhnaturally,,. to secure 
employment foK'her ''ovvn- ships within 
her own ports.^ 

"But how does the Canadian move- 
ment square with the -report of the 
select committee on steamship subsid- 
ies, the concluding clause of which 
was the roconiinendation that "means 
should be takeii to obtain the, removal 
of foreign laws!.and reguiatipri8,,>\rhich 
exclude BrItjslt''5;hipow5ng^§^^'f^^^ 
t rades ■ ■ appro^ if lat'ferf ' by '■;'-van.on8*^or- 
elgn , powers , to. .theli?, own shipping 
wlth'.-'coastwis.er.ti'ade,' and .that, it 
ne'ed -liie,-' regul'ations'for the admission 
of- foreign yesWfelSiitd^iithe Bfitlsh and 
colpnial-; tradb ^of jUhe,'- empire should 
be ; used'.with- :the object of securing 
reciprocal advantages for British ship- 
owners abroad ?f'; 

"Canada has chucked reciprocity 
overboard, and this Is to be regretted 
from an imperial, point of view. For 
it is to be remembered that British 
vessels do far more of the coasting 
trade, however open it may be to 
theirs. We - have much too large a 
tonnage of mercham shipping ever 
seeking employment *<> be able to af- 
ford closing up any actual or possible 
avenues of trade. It does not follow 
that because America has refused to 
reciprocate with Canada in the matter 
of coasting trade she may not hereaf- 
ter find it desirable to enter into a 
reciprocal arrangement with the Brit- 
ish empire which would give our ships 
a chance of having a share of tlie long 
line of American coasting traffic. The 
time for making a stand on that point 
will be when congress actually passes 
a comprehensive subisidy bill, but that 
time has not come yet..^But the pres- 
ent attitude of Canada brings once 
more to tlie front the question raised 
by the late Mr.: E. H. 'Watts, both in 
the chamber of shipping and in Fair- 
play, the question, namely, of defining 
by law, that all. the trade, between the 
mother country.; apd. her icojonlesv and 
possessions,' an<l- between those- 'pos- 
sessions themselves and mr ' 'vther 
coasts, is , British . : 'coasting trade.' 
When that is done the conditions .pf' a 
restrictive' policy will emerge with 
greater clearanri' *^.an they can now. 
Mr.- Watts did ' not propose that wo 
should exclu.^ively reserve the British 
coasting trade, or the coasting trade 
of any British possession, to British 
vessels, but that we should liave a 
clearly defined Imperial coastal trade 
which we can protect as a whole if 
protection becomes necessary. This is 
the first step towards the defence of 
the British mercantile marine. We 
are under no treaty obligations to al- 
low the foreign ships of any country 
to participate in the coasting trade of 
all our colonics. We open our colonial 
coastal trade of free will and not by 
barjrain, except in a few cases of no 
great Importance. It is open to us to 
close it at any time— not even by act 
of parliament, but by mere order-ln- 
council. But it is not desirable to 
close any of It except on reciprocal 
conditions."

It was the case of . the -steam er.. Yer- 
onese, which with a Very.' valuable cari^ 
go . on .b'oard, .isaulc - in consequenc'&j of 
a-.hole ;ln";her...bqw.. The question •>va8 
whether 'the -old "method of discharging 
the cargo . -and patching the vessel 
from the Inside would liavc to bo 
adopted. ■ It was decided, however, to 
utilize pneumatic tools that liave re- 
cently come into use,i;..i>and.': thanks to 
those and the versatllltis" of ' the of- 
ficer In charge, tho now record was 
made. Divers took the measure of the 
damage below and drew out what was 
required. A steel patch was mado on 
board the Ranger (the salvage ste.mi- 
er) and liolcs drilled in it, and divc-r.-i 
working on a platform twenty-oight 
feet belov water, drilled the necessary 
holes in tho ship. The plate wa.s then 
sent down and lltted and fixed at once 
by patent bolts invented by the asso- 
ciation's surveyor. 

The cargo was not disturbed, and 
tho ship was brouglit back to Liver- 
pool through the Bay of Bl.?cay in 
vari.'iblo weather without making any 
water.

To tho casual observer viewing a 
Dutch landscape there is nothing to. ar-

codes known only to the mller's them- 
selves. 

Tlicse codes ■ liave been handed dov.'n 
from generation to geueraiion and jeal- 
ously guarded from outsiders with all 
the intenise conservatism for which the 
provincial Dutch are proverbial. Apart, 
however, from those secret codes, under- 
stood only b.v the iiiilU'r.s and local 
groups oC inill ownor.s, tliero exi.stn a 
series of windmill signals with whicli 
every one of the Inlmbitants, of the coun- 
ti-y distrlots Is familiar. 

At times, for instance, a mill may 
stop working suddenly and tlio mlllov 
be seen to como out and with the aid of 
a long polo v/ith an iron liook at tiio 
end like a gigantic boathook, reach up 
and down the dejjoendlng sail until tho 
and drag down the descending sail until 
the arms assume a certain position. Ev- 
eryone knows immediately that some a<:- 
cldent has happened to the wooden ma- 
chinery of the mill and that tho services 
of tho local carpenter, arc r^iquired. —

TREATY BIBHTS 



Mr, Cassidy's Contentions and 
Chief Justice Hunter's 
Interpretations 



Vancouver, Fob. 22.— Cliiot Justice 
Hunter directed tliat the two Japan- 
ese now lying in New AV'cstmiiiater 
jull for violating- tlie recently passed 
Natal act- of tlie provinco should be 
immediately discharged from custody. 

On ,a demand being made by Mr. 
.l^obert Cassldy,' K. C, representing the 
■■pTOivlnce, that a recognizanco bo de- 
; iWanifi.ecl from the prisoners . pending 
thb appeal which "Was^tn6tantiy itaken," 
His Iiir0sh|p vefused to entertain, i the 
reiiue^t aiid .Stated '.iii' cbihrherit oil the 
inafler, that the two Japane-so were 
j>eacettb|le subjects of Japan who h-icl 
been illegally detained, As ' far as lie 
could see they evidently had a good 
ticiion against someb.ody,#.fTtto chief 
Justice gave his judgm-eji-fiii-'tMe terms 
uli-endy reported, 

luimediately the judgement wri.=> given 
Jlr. Cassidy gave notice of appeal and 
risked that the case- bo viewed -as an 
urgent one, and tho argument heard at 
the earliest possible moment in order 
to expedite the later appeal to the 
Iirivy council. 

The chief justice replied that had 
ha the power he would give the in- 
stant right of appeal to .the privy 
couiicil,' .-as it 'Was aavisaljl6 .that tlie 
Question be' settled at ail 6arly irio- 
: ment. He thought that the case 
;rnlsht be argued before-thq Jull cotirt 
'as .soon as the PIunttlhg-MbAaam'ap- 
pcal was concluded. ^ 

Mr. Cassidy then asked that tho Ja- 
panese be compelled to enter into a 
recognizance pending the appeal, but 
His Lordship strongly objected to the 
Idea, stating that the release was to 
be made without conditions. 

The argument of Mr. Cassidy in 
support of tlio Natal act Avas an able 
one, occupying over two hours in de- 
livery. At the very outset ho made 
the point that the fact that the men in 
cusody were Japanese was entirely ir- 
relevant to the case, but His Lord.shlp 
instantly replied that he wa:: bound to 
consider the fact that there was a 
Dominion statute ratifying a treaty 
with Japan. The point' before tho 
•bench ho understood , to , bo especially 
AVhiather the priaQners had -the right 
■ .t'djiBnter . tlie, cqtiiitry; vui]dcr.:tlii9 treaty 
enactmeht, and' he Was riot called up- 
on to decide whether the entrance was 
made in contravention of the general 
immigration law.3 of the Dominion. 
Tile question of the constitutionality 
of the provincial Natal act need not 
be dc-cidod in the ijresent instance. It 
might cn^iuo that the act was merely 
inoperative us regarded the subjects,' Of 
Japan in view ot the treaty a.6t*'b£ tho 
Uominlon parliament. 

IMr. Ca'ssidy then turned hi.s atten- 
tion to the more limited field, and 
i.-untested the !cgalit,y of the IJomin- 
iun act sanctioning the treaty witli 
.'lapan. He claimed th.at the original 
treaty entered into by the imperial au- 
thorities in 1S94 expressly- stated that 
l^anada was not subject to its terms 
save upon its offl-ctals ^vlthlri 'two years 
;frorti lt^^ ratiflcat^o^n 'making-, applicu- 
'tlbri,! '".i'his-il^w^ Mnevot' 'd<?nolr anij j in 
19061 tfie,;;,iijatteifTA^a4 taken tjp aii^vv. 
■'.pile I -t^b'niinlon ' #arllariierit was dc- 
.icslarecl:: to ha-ve no. moro right to ratify 
■^a' treaty than'the governor-general to 
make one. The sanction of parliament 
added nothing wliatever to tho force 
of the compact, and the entire legisla- 
tion on the tiuestion was so much 
"waste paper." 

The-"full liberty" guaranteed by the 
treaty was then touciied upon and it 
was argued that tills was only general 
In its scope and was not meant to fa- 
vor Japanese subjects above other 
persons. ' If tho words "full liberty" 
wore taken in an ab.solute ' sense - -as 
found in the legislation of 1906,. .It set 
aside the prevlpus Dominion legisla- 
tion barring idiots,, paiipers, -6tc. .from 
entrance into' ttfg •country.' ■ ■ ' 
- Chief Justice Hunter' replied at this 
juncture that legal: authorities wore 
e'fnphatic on tlie point that all legisla- 
tion of the sa,nie power should be 
read as one continuous act, and under 
this view he must take into account 
the previous disabilities sot out by 
Dominion legislation acting as a bar 
to immigration. Ho could take a Do- 
minion act with another Dominion act, 
but he could not take a provincial act 
with a Dominion adt; ' '

Shortly afterwards 
his condition became acute and a phy- 
sician was .ca,lie4 in. „ During the early 
part of the Av^^k liei impjPOVed vVspmb- 
whaL and ;lt ' was ■ thought ho wdiiTd 
speedly 'recoVSr/^.bnt ;pheumonli deve 
oped ahd%f6r.'sey<jraV'dS.ys his con 
tion cauaod .cbnoferh'.'' He died 'shortly 
befo/o 8 o'cloclc this morning. 

Bishop Satterlee was formerly rector 
of Calvary church in Now York. He 
was a religious writer of some note 
and had been elected but declined to 
accept the Bishopric of Michigan and 
the Bishop-Coadjutorshlp ol Ohio. 

Tlio funeral will probabljr-.be at., the 
pro-cathedral church here next Tties- 
day. y 

Tho illness which resulted in the 
Bishop's death is attributed to an ex- 
perience in iVow York harbor, when a 
transfer boat 011 which lie was a pas- 
senger on his return trip from Provi- 
dence to AVa.-jhlnstun, a week ago 
Thursday night, was detained in the 
fog on Ba.it river for i;evcn hours.

GAME oFpATIENCE 

The following is a description of a 
game of Batlencc that has been re- 
commended for the amusement of the 
convalescent or tlie invalid on whose 
hands tlir.e is so apt to hang heav- 
ily. 

Caufield is the name of what is per- 
haps the most popular of patiences. It 
is played with one pack of cardF, 
which are dealt out in the following 
manner Deal one card face up, then 
six more face down, then on tho sec- 
ond card deal one face up and then 
tlve face down; then on the third pile 
deal one face up and one face down 
on all the other piles. Continue until 
each pile is ended by a card face up. 
This win give up seven piles as fol- 
lows: First, one card face up; second, 
one card face down, one face up; third, 
two face down, one up; fourth, three 
down one up; fiftii, four down, one 
up; sixtli, five down, one up; seventh, 
six down, one up. Now you have them 
all arranged to start. You can now 
begin your building, which Is done hy 
moving any card to the next highest 
of a different color. Thus you can move 
a live of hearts on to a six of clubs. All 
tlie aces are removed from the piles 
as they occur and put out in tho cen- 
tre of the table to build on. Kings 
can be only moved when one of the 
seven piles is exhausted and tl'iere is a 
vacant space where it can be moved 
to. Queens go on kings and so on, re- 
membering al'.vays that the color must 
be different. When you move a card off 
a pile, you turn up tho next card. Wlien 
building on the aces you init cards on 
those cf a less denominatl.j. but of the 
same suit. Thus tho two of spades is 
put on the ace of spades, and tlic thvee 
on the two and so forth The game is 
to get all your aces built right up to 
the kings. 

Now, that you have started take the 
remainder of tlie paclt, and, counting 
three cards, turn them face up on tho 
table, if you can build the card faceup 
on any of the piles or any of the 
aces, do so. Then take three more and 
do the samo, right tlirougli the pack- 
When finished, go through it again and 
again until you are either stuck or 
have all the piles, built up, When your 
four aces are all built up to the kings 
you have\ the game. I find playing 
Can(ield"that .'I get It-,- about once in 
ten. If these directions are not explic- 
it, write again and enclose a stamped 
and addressed envelope.- Or send to a 
bookseller for a book of "'patiences. 
When moving cards from the different 
piles you must movo all- of. them. For 
nstance, if you have : g "cjtleen 'of dia- 
monds on one pack and': a Jack of 
clubs,,, ten of hear.ts,' nine, of ifipades of 
another you can -move the whole pile 
on to the queen.-but you cannot move 
simply the nlno on to a red ten.

Whether this sehenie will be lu- 
i-M-f. red with bi- the debenture holders 
riui-iins to be se.m altliougli on the 
f.-iee of the matter it is unlikely that 
they will pass up any reasonable propo- 
sal for the bettevmcnt- of their hold- 
ings. 

As to tac smelter ilsolf, that is also 
a valualite asset ami it is (piite po,'5sil)le 
tliat under certain conditions iliat it 
v.-ill lie restarted with every prospect 
of making a commercial succe.ss. It is 
gen. "rally rumored that an expert will 
pass on the whole condition of affairs 
in the near future but this rumor is 
apparently based on general likelihood 
than upon solid basis of fact.

IlinS'y t^lewB, of the prominent : New 
York -bankers, in i-oviewing tho present 
financial situation and outlook says: 

.Stock exchange opei'atlons have been 
more or less cheeked by politictil de- 
velopments. We are now entering upon 
the discassional and really critical stage 
of the presidential campaign. This is 
tho time when all sorts of disturbing 
issues wil Uie raised and discussed with 
more or less vehemence. The new poU- 
cles recently advanced must now stand 
tile test of the political furnace, and 
tile development of public opinion will 
he watched with keen Interest in or- 
der to ascertain tho issues and the men 
that will suooeed In tho .- coming cam- 
paign. The orus£ide .against corpoi-a- 
tloiis' and great wealth -makes this com- 
palgn one of supreme importance. The 
political almospliere in tlils respect has 
fortunately been mueli cleared. Public 
opinion has been thoroughly aroused, 
and tho agitation In- this respect has 
probably seen Its worst ,l>hases. It is 
now settled that the great tjorporatlons 
must obey the law. and hereafter show 
a decent regard for public Interest. Tlio 
latter they are beginning to do, in many 
cases voluntarily; having recogni.-'.ed the 
necessity of palliating public opinion. 
As for tho misdeeds of socalled "high 
linance," those are already mooting witli 
deserved retribution: sometimes In tiie 
courts, liiit more frequently through 
linancial collapse and public ostracism. 
We liave many striking examples lately 
tliat there ,-ire numerous evils difficult 
of su]ipreKslon by law, wliich disaiipear 
(iniekly under tlie influenci' of an 
aroused and sound public opinion. Tlio 
latter is a power of tremendous forc.^ 
when exerteil, and 11 is safe to sav That 
many of the d.-als and traiisa'etions 
which u'l-ri- p-isscd over without chal- 
li-iige t'Ao or tlir. e y.-ars ago would not 
he repcited in the liiiaiicial dislrict to- 
day. Comparatividy litth- reform has 
thus far been secured either tlirougli 
legislation or cnl'orclng tin- law; y.-t 
everyone within the precincts of Wall 
Street knows that business standiirds 
there are on a dlBtinCtly higher level 
than twelve months ago. 

The future of tile market Is somewdiat 
uncertain Willi iii-os|iccts of no extreme 
fluctuations in either direc-tioii. Values 
have already undergone so severe a 
contraction that tlieie is but little room 
for further declim-, e\-,>ii should some 
of the unfavorabli- ikiilopnients now 
expected material iz..-. Decreased rail- 
road earnhigs and possibly decreased 
dividends have already be.-ii very large- 
ly discounted; so, also, have many of 
the troubles appearing from day to day 
as tile aftermatli of tho panic. This 
explains why the latest bank troubles 
luid no effect upon the market. U is 
rpiite possible In view of the recent 
rally that prices may sag off for a 
period, especially should unfavorable 
news transpire. We look, bowi.-ver, for 
110 decided r.victiou; but rather for fre- 
riueiit f liietiiations to and fro and a 
good triiiling market, Jluch depends on 
tlio outlook of the crops and the elec- 
tions. As soon as the nominations are 
decided upon some opinion can be formed 
as to the latter. Meanwhile, it will 
bi- ad\isablc to avoid beavv commit- 
nieuts on eithi-r shle of the market, but 
to avail of the wide fluctuations here- 
after wlilch will be frequent for both 
buying and selling. Otherwise buy

have 'lost men while In port, and have 
been obliged to pay the per capita tax 
of $500 for each deserter. The guard- 
ing of the yellow men falls upon the 
steamer, and, usually, there is a close 
watch kept on the Chinese. It seems 
that the Chinese stoicers and sailor- 
nien fraternize with tlie coal triuimers 
and with shore Chines.3 engaged on 
board while the steamer is bunkering, 
and sometimo,s an e.xtra man, begrimed 
with coal, vvltji a shovel ,ln;^hia.;hands, 
goes ashore, with tlje coriseqUehoiB-thaL 
the steamer is mulcted $500. 

A Ipcal shipmaster formerly engaged 
in the cooJle-oarrylng trade on the 
South China coast says that for quick- 
ness in a situation of this kind tlio 
Clilnese have no equals. He tells of 
an incident on board a steamer bound 
from Hongkong io Bangkok, carrying 
several hundred Chinese. One was 
taken ill with smallpox and was quar- 
antined in a small house on the top 
dock. The Chinese compradore wor- 
ried for two days about the delay that 
would take place in consequence of tho 
steamer being quarantined, and, then 
one morning ho came aft at -breakfast 
time and walked Into the cabin with a 
smile. 

"Velly solly, man slek fallo overboard 
las' night. No gottee fltond, allight." 

The ship's company had their sus- 
picions about tho falling overboard, 
but could dq nothing then. So they 
compounded with tlieir consciences 
and said nothing. There was regula- 
tion In force thtit the Chinese should 
be counted iind if the nunibci- Innded 
did not agree with that stated In the 
ship's papers trouble and delay would 
follow. 'I'he compradore w.'is able to 
get over this, though. It .seems lie ar- 
ranged with one of the Chinese, who, 
after being counted, quickly slipped 
overside, lifted himself along the out- 
side of the vessel, hanging to her rail, 
and, all unseen by the officiate, slipped 
back into the waiting line. Tho num- 
ber was, as a result, made to tally. 

Each oC the liners arriving here cm- 
ploy watchmen day and night to pre- 
vent the escape of Chinese

AND THE DERELICTS 



New Method of Communication 
Has Proved of Considerable 
Use to Shipping 



With the Introduction of metal in 
ship construction Instead of wood, and 
steam in lieu of the unboughtiWlnd as 
a motive power on the high seas,;ther8 
naturally came a radical evolution not 
ofcly in tlie per.sonhel, but also in the 
command of man over the adverse in- 
fluences in navlg-ation says Shipping- 
Illustrated. Wireless telegraphy has 
appjirently come to stay and will 
doubtless be improved; but it has al- 
ready helped to make life at sea saf- 
er than before it became an uceomp- 
lislied fact, and submarine sifjnaling is 
also well to the front. The Unlloil 
States hydrographic oll'lco lias ever held 
the lead in bringing- to the notice of 
mariners I lie gcogi-aphical position of 
shljis which have been abandoned by 
their despairing; crews in the North 
Atlantic, thougli the medium of the 
invaluable series of monthly pilot 
charts issued from Washington, D. C, 
and it was probably the first to lay 
down on (these charts the position of 
e\'ery wlrelesstelegraphy station along 
til'! coasts. Since then the English 
and German pilot charts have folloyed 
Ku it with' similar Information. Wood- 
en sailing ships not Infrequently cum- 
bered the surface of old ocean for (luito 
a -while, but tiie more modern vo.=;sel 
of Iron and steel, espiu-ially if a steam- 
er, soon finds the path of ciuieUest 
descent to the globigorina ooze or else 
is salved and towed into the nearest 
port. All the t'liited States naval wire- 
less tele.c;raph stations will receive 
data wilh respect to derelict 
dangers any day from passing vessels 
that arc fitted with tile necessary and 
sufficient gear, and the most sultalilc 
stations arc particularly mentioned on 
the face of cacli month's American 
Pilot C^hurt so that the navigator who 
runs may read. The naval wireless 
stations do not bury tlie information 
thus recf-ived, under ponderous tomes, 
but send It out broadcast every eight 
hours without a break. Consequently 
the largo liners carrying numbers of 
liassengers between the Old World and 
the New are made acquainted with the 
latitude and longitude In which a men- 
ace to safe navigation has. bepn re- 
cently sighted, and also the exact des- 
cription of the danger so far as is 
known. Derelict ships near our Atlan- 
tic coast have not been numerous of 
late, but the recent stormy weather is 
calculated to swell the total. Quite 
naturally the waters whicli divide, yet 
unite, the shores of North America 
niicl Europe, hold the unenviable rec- 
ord for drifting derelicts inasmuch 
as they form the groat ocean higliway 
of the nations. During the five years, 
1SS7 to 1S91, no fewer than 375 dere- 
licts were reported to the then Hy- 
drograplier, Capt. Ricliardson Clover, 
TJ. S. N., as ill evidence between the 
fifty-second meridian of west longi- 
tude and tlie American coast. OC this 
large number as many as 332 ve.Hsols 
were actually idcn i ifi^d ijy name, but 
the remaindi-r were either capsi/ed, 
submerged or battered out of recog- 
nition by the angry sea. The data 
then collected-showed that- twenty der- 
elict ships were Ins evidence over the 
North Atlantic at any lnstariti each of 
wliich had an average Jpnely. life ol 
one month. Much has happened since 
the publication of this "carefully com- 
plied summary, and these figures may 
have altered during the interval.. Der- 
elict information in this . country is 
a\-ailable by wireless telegrapliy un- 
der certain conditions, and it is given 
on the pilot chart and also on the 
weekly hydrographic bulletin which 
has recently come out in a new dress, 
Both the latter aids are freely distri- 
biUcd among mariners visiting the 
jirinclpal ports of our Atlantic atid Pa- 
cific coasts by the braneii hydrograph- 
ic offices. The British hoard of trade 
furnish slilpmasters with similar in- 
formation at United Kingdom ports, 
and the Deutsche Seewarto does the 
same for German ports. Derelict sliips 
vary very considerable in capacity to 
withstand the incessant attack of 
ivind and wave, and, a consetiuence, 
the better situated remain afloat for a 
long series o£ leaden-footed hours, 
while the weaker craft give up the 



.struggle ciuitc eiuly. Not infrequently 
a lumber la.den vessel is left to her fato 
to the eastward of Nrw York. She 
may drift .<iOuthward for some dis- 
tance on the surface of the relatively 
cold Labr.-ulor current whicli waslies 
our Atlantic coast as far towards the 
equator as Florida; off Cape Hatteras 
she somehow gets side traolced Into .the 
warmer gulf stream making for New- 
foundland outside the Labrador cur- 
rent, and she m»y eventually come 
ashore on the coast of Europe any- 
where between Cape St. Vincent and 
that florth Cope of Norway which the 
globe trotter knows when anxious to 
get a good view of the IWidnight Sun, 
Should she, however, happen to get 
Into the Sarga.^so sea, an area of light 
winds and variables in mid- Atlantic 
where good old Christopher Colum- 
bus is said to have foiind an inipene- 
Irable field of Gulf weed demanding 
the use of an axe to cut a way 
through for liis historic caravels, she 
will probably travel in n circle until 
resolved Into her elements. The Ital- 
ian barciue "Vincenzo Perrotta," aban' 
doncd 000 miles north of Bermuda in 
September 1SS7, drifted ashore al 
'W'atling Island, where Columbua prob- 
alilv made his first landfall," after cov- 
ering not loss than 3,000 'miles'- In 536 
days. A Norwegian barqtie. the "Tele- 
mach,'^ was abandoned a, month later 
than the Italian vessel, about 450 miles 
west of the Azores, and she disappear- 
ed some 600 miles nearer the American 
coast after a vacillating drift of 3,150 
miles in 550 days. In March, 1891, tlie 
American schooner "Wyer Cr. Sargent" 
was abandoned near Hatteras, and slio 
was last seen in midocean after having 
drifted 5,500 miles in G15 days, wltli a 
\-.-r.iiable cargo of mahogany. Iron 
derelicts are not unknown, although 
comparatively fe\\' in number. The 
handsome Iron barque "Annie ,Iohn- 
Kon," cjf .San I'rancisco, Cal., had a re- 
marlail)ie career as a derelict. Origi- 
nally the liritlsh sliip "Ada Ircdale," 
slie was abandoned in lS7fl, with her 
enn! ear;;x> burning fiercely, about 2,- 
noo miles east of the Marquesas in 
the South Pacific. Bhe was eventually 
l>icked up bv a l^reuch warship, after 
a westerly drift of 2,500 miles In eight 
months and was towed Into Tahiti, 
and later on the burnt out hull wa3 
repaired and brought Under the Amer- 
ican flog through the repairing clause 
then available. It Is occasionally as- 
serted that every attempt to patrol the 
seas for derelicts Is likely to be abor- 
tive, but this Is scarcely true. In 
1899, for example, the Nova Scotia 
sailer "Slddartha" was left near the 
Azore-.?, she drifted slowly to within 
400 miles of Queenstown, and there 
she crossed and recrossed the liners' 
tracks for several successive weeks. At 
the request of the White Star and 
Canard companies, the British Admir- 
alty brought her to an anchor in Ban- 
tr>- Bay. Sixty vessels reported this 
derelict to the hydrographic office, 
Washington, during her drift. A free 
use of wireless telegraphy and sub- 
marine signaling, however, is sure to 
lessen the risk to the large liners, and 
others indirectly, from derelict ships.

Montreal, Fob. 21.— One more was 
added to the Ions list of Italian mur- 
ders here this afternoon when Mlcoelo 
Viti an Ttaliati laborer, drove his stll- 
letto through the heart of a ■'■youth 
namoil Antonio De Tucca, killing lilm 
instantly. The two men were both 
quite young, and lived at a boarding 
house on . Cadieux street .vlth ft dozen 
other Italians. They had been Avrestling 
in the yard, and it is supposed that Viti 
lost his temper and naturally hilled his 
man. Although there was a'doaeh other 
Italians close by, only one Interfered, 
and nearly had his tbUmb bitten off. 
Viti then ran away, and so far has not 
been caught.

A disconnected gas tube whicli had 
led from a chandelier to a dropllght, 
so placed last night that Mrs. Burden 
might read wliile propped uji in bed, 
had permitted a flow of gas that lilled 
the room and, escaping into the liall, 
attracted tho attention of the ser- 
vants. Tho discovery of her death 
throw tlio household Into confusion, 
and when the facts became generally 
known, created a sensation In the so- 
cial set to which tho .Burdens belong. 

Mr. Burden had spent tho night In 
another ptirt of tho house, and learned 
of hi.-i wife's death from the servahtji, 
tsho liad entered her room at 10 
o'clock this morning. Entering the 
house at 11 o'clock last night, Mr. 
Burden liad noticed tliat u light was 
still burning in his wli:c's room, and 
passing the door, called out "good- 
iiiglit," Mrs. Bia-den responded 
Tgoodnlght" in a tone that indicated 
that slie was in lier usual health and 
spirits. Jlrs. Burden had been in the 
habit of reading after retiring, and 
tills practice recently led her to have 
a ffas reading lamp placed In her 
room. This stood em a stand conveni- 
ently near tiie licad of tlio hod. 

At 10 o'clock last night Mrs. Burden, 
leaving directions that she bO called at 
10 o'clock in tho morning, dismissed 
her maid and settled heraelf in bed 
with a book. Th^ greeting. to her hus- 
band an hour lat.er iii^as,.the last heard 
from her room. Passing through the 
hall on her way to Mrs. Burden's room 
on the second floor this morning, tho 
maid detected the odor of gas, and 
hastily entering; the chamber, found 
her mistress dead.

NE of my first experiences while 
h u n ting pn ■ ..^t? ancouyer Island, 
came hear emlihg 'fitally for a 
companion who was with me 
on that occasion, writes E. S. 
Shrapnel in Rod and Gun in 
Canada. The incident happen- 
ed about seventeen years ago, 
and I think is of interest on ac- 
count of the rareness of the oc- 
curence. . ^ . r,. 

We started • equipped for- several' weeks' 
, iiunting-, Avith a light tent and as few other ne- 
• icessarics as we could do with. 

Takuig the Esquimalt «S: Nanaimo railroad 
to Duncans wo hired a conveyance to the 
lower end of Cowichan Lake, which is about 
^l^wenty-two miles in length. This distance we 
managed easily the next morning with the 
help of an assistant who possessed an Indian 
canoe. On the journey we caught sOme half 
dozen trout averaging about three pounds 
each, and about midday we pitched our tent in 
the wilderness. 

After a good .srfaare meal, consisting of 
fried trout and bacon, we were successful in 
• • bagging several brace of blue grouse, which 
were very humerous in that locality. 
i Early next morning our guide left us, re- 
■' ' turning to the lower end of the lakej' where he 
owned a rather primitive homestead, 

After breakfast we arranged our packs, di- 
viding our provisions, ammunition, blankets 
and tent so as to equalize the weight as much 
as possible, and boldly commenced our first 
vtramp. .We proposed-, malcing our way to the 
trail that ran between Nahainfi'o and Alberni, of 
course by short stages and hunung occasion- 
ally, when our. camp" , was in a likely locality. 
As our packs were very heavy we were well 
content to camp at noon, more especially as we 
had noticed elk tracks several times on our 
route, and as for traces of common deer they 
were so numerous that we hardly took any no- 
ij^ce of ■ them. 

soon found that travelling in the woods 
and mountains on Vancouver Island was far 
..robre difficult than either the wilds of Ontario 
.^br Quebec, or indeed any other country I had 
-formerly hunted in. 

The windfalls of huge firs, that one had to 
walk around or else climb over, the ferns in 
some of the valleys over six feet high, and the 
I'jthick ttndergrowth of salatt, which takes the 
llplay^e^of'g^ in;!C)htario, are ob- 

:|structions to the most robust, especially if he 
"Kias a ^ofty-fi^'e■ or fifty pound pack to carry 
besides his gun and ammunition. These diffi- 
culties are mostly in the valleys and some parts 
of the level country. As you ascend the moun- 
tains the timber becomes more stunted and 
scattered, being mostly spruce, hemlock and 
vsmall cedars, with here and there patches of 
■^I'rbutus. 

The highest ridges of some parts of the 
mpuritaitis are nearly bare of trees and covered 
with a sfine short grass, or in some areas a 
species of heather intermixed with boulders of 

granite. 

But to continue. We did not hurry our- 
selves or make any very long tramps, especially 
while our packs were heav}^ We soon found 
that we need not have taken more than half the 
provisions we had esitimated as necessary lot- 
our expedition, as grouse were very numerous 
and tame, and we started deer frequently, near- 
ly every day during our trip. It was useless 
shooting one as we had all v.'C wished to carry, 
at least during the first Week of our journey. 
Our course was generally in a northerly direc- 
tion, but we had to vary it frequently to get 
around the numerous obstructions. I wished, 
if possible, to secure an elk's head, but though 
;we saw their tracks occasional!;-' we never got 
'kight of one during our hunt. On the highest 
ridges of the mountains we found ptarmigan, 
some of which we easily secured. They are 
handsome little birds especially in their varie- 
gated plumage, and fairly good eating. After 
about two weeks had passed our bacon was 
nearly finished, so we shot a young buck, and 
fpund it a very satisfactory addition to our 
larder: It was killed close to our camp and 
that night we were serenaded by some half 
dozen timber wolves — the offal of the deer evi- 
dently attracted them. These pests destroy a 
great number of deer even in summer time, and 
on several occasions we happened on spots 
where it was evident that a deer had been 
])ulled down and devoured. Strips of hide, 
freshly picked bones and bunches of hair told 
the tale. 

Bear tracks in some places were plentiful 
and occasionally we noticed panther's foot- 
marks, also one night a hind quarter of venison 
was taken from a branch of a tree close to our 
tent, and from traces left evidently by a large 
bear. On the following night we placed some 
meat on the same branch an^ took turns 
fwatching, but bruin evidently had business 
lelsewhere on that partidular occasion for he did 
■not put in his appearance. 
t After about another week's hunting and 
■.shifting our terjt every second day in the direc- 
tion our course indicated we struck the trail, 
which was in those days decidedly not such a 
good stage road as it is at the present day. It 
was nearly dark when we reached it, so con- 
cluded to camp for the night. 

At daylight the next morning a couple of 
Si wash Indians with their ponies, halted at our 
camp and after asking for some tobacco in- 
formed us that Cameron Lake wa,s only a 
couple of miles away in the direction of Al- 
berni, and also that thev and half a dozen of 
their "'tillicunis," or friends had a fishing and 
hunting camp on the edge of it not a great dis- 
t'ance from the trail. They further added that 



several bears had ijcen geeu the day before 
feeding among the berry patches near the wa- 
ter by one of their party while fishing. They 
had. four miserable specimens of the, . cani^ie,. 
race with their outfit, the particular bre^d 'of 
either, neither of us could,v,-with any certainty, 
vouch for. h\\t their owners affirmed that they 
V/ere good for himting any species of game, es- 
pecially bears. 

This gave us the idea that if we hired them 
and their dogs for a day or so Ave might per- 
haps be lucky enough to secure a bear, or per- 
haps a panther, as these animals in most cases 
v\fhen pursued by a dog will take to a tree. 

So, for the consideration of five dollars per 
diem, we engaged the services of our native 
visitors. Immediately after breakfast, in which 
our new allies proved that the)'- had very sub- 
stantial appetites when invited to joui us at the 
nieal, our tent and packs were flung on the 



protruded over the bow. He was still more 
pleased when after the animal was skinned we 
were presented with a hind quarter, also with 
.-some half dozen fine trout. 

For a pecuniary consideration my friend 
procured the head, Avhich possessed as fine.^a- 
set of antlers as I have ever seen. 

After a good dinner it was arranged that all 
hands in camp would participate in a bear 
hunt, including all the yellow, black, white and 
mouse colored mongrels, who although gener- 
ally kicked and cuffed about by their dttsky 
owners always expressed the most evident and 
lively satisfaction when they noticed prepara- 
tions of a nature suggestive of a hunt. 

It was arranged that the whole j)arty 
should keep together along the edge of the 
lake until we reached the base of a small pen- 
insula running, a short distance out in the wa- 



timc giving tongue in a variety of yeli)S-,wiriiidt3L 
echoed far and wide along the lake. AsJ(lco(llc=3 
this was the shrill calls and wlioops of tk - Iii — 
dians; who as fast as they could loaxl ttncir - olcffl. 
muskets and. antiquated muzzle ioacacrs^, \yit\e^ 
lettihgvfly 'bptli: bttC^^ and romad biL lcls_ 
all of which seemed to strike the- \walc =i at^ 
varying distances from the objects aiincd al. 

My friend, having a Winchestcir riElc, ivis 
in the act ot taking aim when the liudiami iita 
the canoe suddenly rounded a li tllti p=alcSioS 
low bushes that extended a short distance iiilc=> 
'the Avater, jjaddling for all he was -worrtll; 

My companion called to'hini to take lllinmoi-o 
board to assist in the pursuit, Tfcie. Siw-waslsa 
immediately assented driving the catioe lb • llie 
shore at a furious rate. My friend scizs-cdi^a 
paddle and united his efforts AvitL "the Kuilivci; 
to such purpose that I could sec tlia-t tdtlicy— 
would very soon overtake the bears. On^-CoS 




cayuses and we started for the lake, which we 

reached in about half an hour. Then branch- 
ing off to the right on a very indistinct tr.iil 
for some three quarters of a mile Ave reached 
the Indian camp, Avhich proved nothing more 
than a few poles Avitli a couple of blankets 
stretclied over the top Avith cedar and hem- 
lock branches laced together forming the back 
and sides. In less than half an hour our tent 
Vv'as pitched and our belongings safely stowed 
therein, but Ave took care that it was at a safe 
distance from the native domicile, as we notic- 
ed that cleanliness Avas evidently not one of 
their attributes. 

A\'c expected .to start at once on a bear 
hunt, but wc Averc informed that a deer hunt 
Avould be first on the ])rogranimc that morn- 
ing as an Indian lad had been dispatched 
(prior to our arrival) Avith several dogs to start 
a deer, Avhich our guides affirmed would be al- 
most sure to head for the lake when hard 
pressed. The Indians had only one miserably 
small dugout canoe, really only capable of 
carrying one person, but the natives said tha* 
two men could use it with safety. 

My friend Avas stationed on a rnuAvay not 
far from the camp. J was posted about a mile 
off near the Avater's edge, Avhile the rest of the 
natives dis[i])i)carcd in the Avoods. 

In a vor}' short time, I could hear by the 
continuous yelping that a deer Avas on the 
mo\-e and gradually ai)i)roaching the Adcinity 
of the lake, but just Avlien I felt certain of get- 
ting a shot the animal changed its course, and 
the yelps of the native curs were almost lost in 
the distance. Then the distant report of a rifle 
echoed along the lake shore, by Avhich I in- 
ferred that the hunt was over, so I started back 
for camp Avhcrc [ found my friend Avho Avas 
anything but elated Avitli the result of our 
morning's exijerience. lIowcA'cr, he cheercil 
up, considerably when the Indian Avho had the 
canoe appeared, proudly paddling towards the 
landing with a large buck, the horhs of which 



tcr, as this was said to be the spot where the 

bears Avcre last observed. 

On ar'-iv'ug there after Avalking about a 
mile wc separated, keeping; about fifty j^ards 
apart, and then at a given signal advanced to- 
Avards the point, the dogs foIloAving their in- 
dividual OAvners. 

In less than five minutes scA'cral of the curs 
started their A'clps and immediately were join- 
ed by all the rest, making the Avoods ring with 
their discordant clamor. The whole pack 
raced away ahead of us, followed on the run 
by the excited Indians. 

My friend and myself scrambled along as 
best wc could, sometimes stumbling over fal- 
len trees or i)lunging knee deep through 
swamps and nnid holes. One of the natives 
had followed along the shore v/it!: the canoe in 
case any animal should take to the Avater. 

As Ave advanced the barking grew more 
savage and continuous and it Avas easy to guess 
that some beast had turned on its pursuers as 
there Avcre hoAvls denoting pain as avcII as sav- 
age ferocity. 

We hurried forward Avith intense excite- 
ment fearing to be late at witnessing the finale 
of the Avorrying uproar that was gradually 
nearing the Avater's edge. Suddenly a shot 
rang out along the lake — evidently fired from 
the canoe. Then a couple more shots, follow- 
ed by ear splitting Avhoops frorn different lo- 
calities along tlu; shore. 

W'c now reached comparatively open 
ground covered with loAV bushes and couUl 
get a rnore, extended view, besides being able 
to coA^er the ground on the run. In less than a 
minute Ave stood terribl)' out of breath at the 
Avater's edge and the whole performance Avas* 
before us. , , ; ^ _ 

vVbout one hundred and' fifty yards out in 
the lake a large she bear was swimming, fol- 
lowed by two well groAvn cubs, a short dis- 
tance behind them some half dozen dogs Averc 
doing their best to catch up with them, all the 



the cubs was evidently wounded, for it la^uail 
behind the others. The foremost tSiccdoft= 
were soon alongside and a desperate baittlfc= lie- — 
gan, on hearing Avhich the old she bear ;il crones 
ti.irncd and swam back to help hicr of i.spi—iiif . 
J^.efore slic could reach tlie spot the csiiiocz 
dashed u|.), my friend reserving Hi.s fir-c L_iiili71 
Avithin a fcAV yards of the infuriated aiiir iiiil . 
Being greatly excited his aim \\-as m-nsle; ad)' , 
the bullet merely passing throug:h the llc:;;,sli} 
part of the bear's neck, which only niaidc tlie 
brute more savage. 

. The impetus of the canoe carrie<lit alncDosa 
on top of the infuriated beast, wlxo, raie siiipar 
herself Avith a quick plunge grabl^ed the sidEcoS 
the dugout and in an instant ni>- f ricnd ai|rS 
the Indian Averc dinnpcd into llielakc- 'flics 
Indian, on reaching the surface sci;>:cd lioUdoirf 
the canoe and dodged behind it, but m>'lri:iciicll 
headed for the shore, as he was a gooc3s\^liii — 
nu}r. 

, lJnforlun;itcl y he attracted bruin'.s iio -ticc , 
who, Avild w'hh rage and the stiixgof the bill — 
let, innnediately gave chase, AJtiiGDiigBi sa 
strong and rapid SAvimmer I could sec ©llatr slier; 
Avould soon catch up to him, so called to lifa 
to that effect. He then made a. despe rales cf — • 
fort to increase his speed and for a mi iiiit--COi:r 
so seemed to hold his own, but it Avas. ap -par — 
cntly useless. The huge l^rute i>hii3.gec3 aiuoiif , 
gaining every instant, and uoav niy (rf iciic^ 
seemed to realize his danger for he si_idd& ciil>^ 
ceased his efforts to escape, turned about aiicn 
faced his enraged pursuer, Avho tjie iieixt tiiiiii— 
■ute with a. .snarling growl pluiigedl fonwiird -, 
lifting her huge body one-third out of rtlic Ha- 
ter as .she did so. The next nioiii cut they vi.A'Cre 
in collision, I saw my friend's a nn raise [taslie 
gave oiic desperate tliru.st with hts Minn itiii^' 
knife, and almost at the same time thecljoar't^ 
])avv descended upon his head and he di .sap - 
pieared from view. 

The enraged animal, after glancing- al-fl)Oiirt ' 
for a few seconds, headed for tb-e oppc— jsile 



shore of a sm^ll bay to the right oi the posi- ' 
tion I occupied. I had only with me a shot 
g'un, and she was too far away for buckshot to 
have any certain effect. I emptied both bar- 
rels on the chance of a stray pellet reaching 
her, but she swam on apparently untouched. .-, • 
I was greatly excited and horrified at my com-,;'*5 
jDan ion's sudden end, for I concluded the bear's 
blow had stunned him, and that he Avould be 
drowned before any help couldi reach him. I 
called to the Indian, who Avas rapidly making 
his Avay to the. shore, pushing the water logged 
.canoe before him, to move it towaitds, the spot 
where! rny friend had sunk, but in a' few mo- 
ments, greatly to my delight there Avas a great 
commotion in the Avater and my companion's 
head appeared. After glancing around he 
SAvam sloAvly tOAvards the approaching canoe. 
On reaching it he grabbed one side of it, 
which was almost level with the Avater, and 
commenced to assist the Indian to propel it f p- 
.wards shore. 

I eagerly inquired if he Avas rau'Ch'hurt, b'Ut 
he only replied by a stinng of cuss words re- 
ferring to bruin, who was now within a short 
distance from land. 

Seeing my friend Avas safe I hurried around 
the edge of the bay as fast as the nature of the 
ground and rocky boulders allowed me, follow- 
ed by a couple- of the dogs, which hid, not 
taken to the yater when the rest did and sooii 
came to the spot whiefe the bear had left -the 
water. She was evidently badly Avounded, as.- 
there Avas a continual stream of blood leading . 
towards the underbrush, Avhich fringed the • 
shore at that point. The dogs instantly com- 
menced A^elping and dashed aAvay in pursuit, 
but on entering the heavier AVOods that Avere 
not fifty yards away, their tongue changed to 
savage barkings -jvhich. at once informed me 
that the bear had tu'rhed on them and hoAvever 
badly Avounded was showing fight. ' r-'s 

I Avas not long in reaching the scene of ac- 
tion, guided as I Avas by die snorting growls 
of bruin and the conHhu6uS'-;aioise the dogs 
were making. 

The AVOunded animal Avas making desper- 
ate attempts to scramble up a steep rock, but ; 
.had not strength enpugh left to do so." I,, 
watched it make, several staggering rushes at ' ; 
the dogs, but they easily dodged out Of the 
way. As I Avas Avatching for a chance to end 
the combat tAvo of the Indians appeared at- 
tracted by the clamorous din and immediately 
opened fire at a close range. Poor bruin rolled 
over, dymg almost instantly, as one of the bul- 
lets had penetrated her brain. . . •, 
On examining the <^ier woundS; We\ found 
'©ur friend had given her a-Heep; wounddn: the 
-chest, besides which a ballHhrough. the flefehy'. ; 
part of the-neck" and sevef-al buckshot hatl • ^ 
penetrated her flank from shots fired by the- 
Indians prior to her taking to the water. 

It took all our combined strength to drag 
the carcass to the Avater's edge, Avhere the In- 
flians set about securing the hide, and cutting 
.the meat into portable quarters. ;: 
I now hurried back to the point on the 
shore where my friend had landed. I found 
him seated on a log wifli his heSd' bound up 
with a strip c<f his shirt, Avhich Avas saturated /■ [. 
with blood. He Avas looking a- ery pale and '•. '■■ 
complained of faintness. I luckily had a flask ■■• 
oi spirits Avith me, and after he had taken a . ., 
q-ood ])ull of it he seen»ed to revive greatly, 
and \N-ilh my help he managed to reach camp, 
where. I examined his wound, which though 
only a deep scratch, had ib^ed considerably. 

He mentioned that the blow the bear had 
Qiven him stunned him for a fcAV seconds, but '• 
that the cold Avater had revived him soon en-i 
ough for him to realize his desperate*"positionj; 
.so instead of rising to the surface at once he 
had made a dive that would take him som'e 
little distance from wK^re he had received the • 
blow. , 

The next morning we made a bargain with 
the Indians to pack our camp outfit, together 
with the bear's skin, to Alberni, as my friend 
expressed himself satisfied (for a while at 
least) Avith his hunting experiences on Van- 
couver Island, and he had cause, for it occu- 
pied several months before the ugly scalp 
wound he had received had completely healed. 

We Avere delayed several da3^s at Alberni 
waiting for one of the coasting steamers, 
which call at stated periods at the nfimerous 
Indian settlements and trading points along- 
the West Coast.

The farming possibilities of 'the district

Hundreds of farmers fleeing from the 
prairie provinces" in ^s^ali^^ more equable 
climate have visited the" Nanaimo distrieL, and 
as a result many of them are settlini;^' on the 
Island and many more aviII come. 

To conclude, Nanaimoites lay great : stress 
on their elimate. Nanaimo has ' an average 
rainfall of 33 inches, practically no snow, and 
little if any Avind. It is a climate eminently 
adapted for fruit groAving, and one that is iir 
every Avay congenial to health.

To listen with interest to other 
people's long stories, to enquire after other i)eoi)le's 
relations, to give full attention to what is being said, 
instead ot the wandering eye that show.s how little 
the listener cares to hear tlio remarks made to her. 
All these are old-fashioned qualities. Wiiy sliould 
these attributes bo lost among the many Improve- 
ments to which we have attained with the march of 
years? ih.stances crowd upon me with which to 
lllustrato the question on both sides, for far be It 
from mo to deny that good manners are extlnel. 
I heard the remark the other day made by a charm- 
ing' woman of tlie world that she was well awaro 
liow she became possessed of her enviable reputa- 
tion. "I'm not a bit clever," she said, 'but 1 know 
how to listen." There lies the secret. It is nut 
,t;iven to every one to be a good talker, to sparkle 
with wit and reptirtce. but it is possible to be a, 
good and appreciative listener, and in these days of 
hurry and haste rbat we live in now tliis is a most 
leposeful quality. Perhaps our bad manners are 
the result of tile great race against time. It is quite 
possible. Most people try to cTOWd the work of 
tljroe days into one! Brain exhaustion, fatigue 
ge»erally, and irritability, are the result of such 
great pr<?ssui-e followed by a whole train of attend- 
ant evils. How can any one he polite when they 
know that they aro ti sood liour late ail through 
the day?

Fashion's Fancies 



Early Spring Fashions. 
Constancy Is not usually accredited one of Fash- 
lon's proplhent characteristics, but there 4e ;it tiny 
rate one phrase of her attachments to which she 
has for a long time been very faithful, and from 
which she shows no sigh of swerving. It is the 
high waist; not the no waist at all of the nineteenth 
century, but the short one that was the vogue in 
the reign of William IV and for a very considerable 
period afterwards. Even the Directoire models that 
inspire so many handsome coats and picture frocks 
for late afternoon and evening wear now called 
tea dresses emphasize this prediction by the ar- 
rangement of tlie sash worn much above the natural 
waist line and fastened at one side beneath a 
rosette-like bow with hanging end.s. i^'or such coats 
velvet and cloth are used while the mo.st sumptuous 
of brocades are not too splendid for the manifesta- 
tion of the tea dress which comprises a Directoire 
jacket opened in fror', to t-how a, liounced petticoat 
and smart bodice to match, to which, is given a 
high transparency to a tall collar, and beneath that 
a "chocker" of net ending in pleated ruffles beneath 
the cliln. The sash is passed outside the bodice and 
coat, thus linking the two together, and is fringed 
with bullion. I have referreci to the early Vic- 
torian period a.s a source whence ideas are still 
being culled on behalf of matters sartorial. in 
another way much later years are serving ob- 
,iect lessons in dress, particularly as regards the 
lavisii use o£ braid as an ornament, and in the 
matter of nilllinerv.-. Every now and then the mil- 
liners make an effort to ploa.se those customers v.'ho 
insist that there is sueli a .state as middle age, and 
that it demands headgear iiecullarly adapted to its 
dignity. A capote that recalls the stringless bonnet 
of past days Is their latest off.spring, and though 
there Is little to distinguish it from ;i. toque, it i.s 
. called a bonnet to satisfy those who think their 
years should be dignified by such a po-ssesslon. Made 
of silver tissue, embroidered with sliver and edged 
with leafless pink roses, packed very closely to- 
gether, the ca])olo is cut up at the back to show 
the Iiair, and at the left side is raised by a bandeau, 
over which waAcs the inevitable "fantaise," as it 
is named. Witli respect to other millinery, every 
week that jiasscs rings ilie knell of the cloche model, 
\et the large bri-,iiniei.l hats remain very conspicuous- 
ly the mode, tliougli medium ones and caps are also 
in \'ogue and the milliners are introducing many 
novel ways of divei'slfying- their asp(;i.i. In some 
cases the edg(! of the brim curls upwards, unly very 
ligiitly, but lii-st willi sufficient intention to be notice- 
able. Tn another instance tlie beautil'ui upward 
sweep of the brim from the right to the left is} most 
graceful of form and eminently becoming 
to the woman with lovely tresses. Then again we 
have the brim slashed up In front and lifted boldly 
upwards to show the coiffure where, to draw to- 
gether the cleft edges, a handsonio ornament is 
Introduced. A placque of Toledo steel damascened 
Willi gold answers tlie purpose deeoratlvely, or a 
eanieo set in filigree. Tu the slight woman i)t' 
mefiima height tiie shortened walsl is extremely 
becoming, and especially when wedded to long folds 
or .straight i;leated draperies. A charming costume 
Is made of faintlj' striped cloth in a i>relty soft 
l)rown and contrasted by dark brown velvet with 
a. vest of oyster white cloth lightly embroidered with 
gold thread. The pleats are secured hy :i stitched 
band piped with velvet and tlie sleeves of comfort- 
able length are lini.shed by stilT bands ot velvet. The 
skirt is plain Ijut moderately long, and It is quite 
pos.siblc to make sucli a coat as I have described as 
a separate garment to reach almost to the edge of 
the skirt. A delightfully useful possession for a 
.iTlrl Is a gown of white union. A five-gored skirt is 
j)l*etty with a deep band at the hem of either silk or 
At.^lyet. Palo apple green or turquoise hlne always 
look well. The bodice should be of a simple draped 
kind and relieved by white satin levels to inatch 
the hem, and the waist should be encircled by a 
good satin ribbon. iMany of those gowns are mount- 
ed on a cashmere back satin, and this in cream 
color Ik one of tlie most econonileal investments 
whicli can bo made, for if washed in a good lather 
of "IjUx" it is possible to remove every stain iind 
mui-k, and when lined up freshly with book niuslln 
a fouiKlation of this description takes on a new 
lease of life. There is no doubt either that union 
lias come to sta.v and is the rescue of many a Hmall 
allowance in a very beneficial manner. It Is too 
excf^edlngly pretty and easy to handle, and certainly 
does not crush as many materials do. .For a middle- 
aged •woman a black evening dress made , in union 
of a good quality, and with a deep flounce of chan- 
tllly lace Is most becoming. The skirt should , bo 
cut with three widths of union and worn over a 
well cut fotnidation of soft tfolteta, veiled with an 



inexpensive chiffon. Tliis is a, caiillal idea for using 
up an old bodice and sltirt foundation, and as it has 
been put to practical test witlilu the last I'ew weeks, 
I can recommend it with safety. The bodice Is cov- 
ered with unlqn and the pelerine Is made of fllet not , 
bordered with satin, and this hangs with a long 
tabller effect down the front of the gown. A> cross- 
over, vest of lace to match, the flounce ancV small 
sleeves Of the same fabric are seen, and the great 
poliit I wish to emphasize Is that it Is quite possible 
to mix two kinds ot lace m a renovation with great 
success. Always supposing that the.v will liarmoninc 
ami not clash with each other. To introduce a toucli 
of color, a posy of violets or carnations and a bow of 
tlnsot ribbon may be a^ded. /

Whether the man or 
the woman takes tUe first steps is a matter aliout 
which there is an Infinite variety. Tou may say 
that a girl accepts a, man not because she loves 
hlni, or even liKes him, but because her mother bids 
her, or his bnnk book allures her, or the simple 
reason that ho is the only man. And all this is per- 
foctly true. What iiereentage of things in this 
world, whether they be iiui'viages or anything else, 
is ideal'" There are, of course, thousands upon 
thousands of marriiiges where the woniaii'.s righi ot 
rejection existed merely in thecu-y.

A Few Pudding Recipes 

A Useful Fruit. 

To my mind there is no time of year tliat the 
orange appeals to one so much as at the present 
time. 

Somehow the winter is the time when most people 
appreciate this fruit more than any other, and 
therefore I do not think it will be out of place for 
mo to give oi few recipes for some, appetizing ways 
in which It may be used. 

To the humble orange we townsfolk owe a vast 
debt of gratitude, for it comes at a time when plums 
and blackberries are getting over, and there is little 
left in the way of fruit for the anxious housewife 
to use for her pies and puddings except apples and 
pears. 

N.uts are seldom used in cookt.'ry, ami pears for 
the same unknown reason share the same banish- 
ment except when purchased from IVie confectionery 
store, as .stewed pears; so that during the whole 
of the winter season until rhubarb revives with the 
spring, the Jiousewlfe has perforce to fall back ujion 
the apple as her only cooking fruit, unless .-ho 
makes an occasional pie from botth.'il jilunis (U- 
gooselierries. which never taste the .same to me as 
the fresh fruit. 

It is the or.'inge that I desire to bring forward nad 
recommend as a welcome change from the apple, 
especially at this stage of the v^flnter months when 
it is Just right for cooking. 

■ Of course I am speaking of the cheap varieties, 
as one would not use the finer ones for anvthlng 
■but desert, for which tlie cheiip ones art; as ) et too 
sour. 

I am giving one or two recipes for sweets made 
from oranges, which are simple, inexpensive, and 
such as are suitable for the requirements of a 

family. 

The first in order is Orange Pie: 

Peel, taking care tn removf; the white i)itli, '-ight 
good-sized oranges and divide Into sections without 
breaking the skin, remove ail i)i|JS with a, small 
sharp knife. 

Lay the pieces of orange in a shallow i)ie dish, 
heaping them up in the centre, and vsweeten them 
well with castor uu.<;ar. 

Malte a good flaky paste and cover as for an 
apple pie, glaze the top of the crust and bake from 
twenty-flve minutes to half an hour In an evenly 
heated oven. 

Take care that the oven is well heated when the 
pie Is put In, and when the crust begins to color, cool 
it down. 

The quantities for the flaky paste are as follows: 
Six ounces of flour and a quarter of a pound of 
butter, a pinch ot ri-lt and half a teaspoonful of 

lemon juice. 

]'"or a larger fiimily cover the pie with a very light 
sliort crust, made with half a puond of line Hour 
and live ounces of butter and lard mixed. 

A dripoing juiste is not suitable for fruit pies, 
especiiiily for oranges, liut It docs very well for 
meat pies, especially it the drli)plnB has been well 
clarifiid. 

Here is a '.■al.)in(:;t pudding made With oranges; 
Butter a pudding basin liberally, and decorate with 
strliies of orange cfindleU peel and a little fresh 
orange peel finely chopped. „ , , „ 

Fill the basin three parts full with slices of sponge 
cake, .then make a custard with three eggs, one pint 
of mllK," the grated rind of throe oranges, three 
ounces of castor sugar and two ounces of butter. 

io ma,ke the custard, boil the milk and let It cool 
a little. Beat the butter and sugar to a, cream,, add 
the orange rind, and then beat in the egg, and by 
degrees pour in the hot milk. 

Pour over the sponge caicc and steam the pudding 
gently for an hour and a half. 

Turn it out and run round tlie base a sauce made 
by iioiling three ounces of loaf sugar with thrcH' tabh;- 
liiioonfuls of water until it coats the spoon. Ciire- 
fully scrape the white idth from the oranges which 
have been stripped of their rmd, split up Into sec- 
tions and removing the pli)S, .-iild them to the syru]). 

Heal It up well before using. ' ' „ ■ 

AnotloT jiuddlng can bo made by putting six 
ounces of breadcrunib.s Into a well-buttered pie dish, 
.•md ijouring u])oii tlieni a custard, made by boiling 
together the Juice of twelve oranges and the, grated 
rind of two, with three-quarters of a pound of i lQaf , 
sugar, ■„ ■ 

Beat in four eggs and thon add one pint of warm 
■water Into which lu'>s been melted two ounces of 
fresh butter. ' * 



Flavor it with half a, grated nutmeg and a dasli 
of powdered cinnamon. 

Bake in a mode.ratn oven half an hour. 

Belore sending to table, sift castor sugar over. 
. Place an edging of puff jiastry round the dish and 
serve very hot. 

■ - Another sltnple pudding with oranges is made by 
peeling ai>d dividing into sections six oi-anges and 
baking them in a pie dish, coverlrigf them, 'with , a light ' 
French batter. ' ' ; \, ^ , 

Tne oranges should bo laid at the foot of the pie 
dish and castor sugar strewn lightly ov,-, ihtm. 

Make the liatter thus: 

A riuarter of a poiuul of fine flour, two tablespoon - 
fuls of salad oil, quarter of a pint warm water and 
two eggs and a pinch ot salt. 

Sift the Hour and salt into a basin, make a well 
in the centre and add the yolks ot tlie eggs, and beat 
in a small portion of tlie flour. Then by degrees 
add the 1)11 and the water, boating the fl.pur to them 
gradually. 

AVhip U|, the whiles of tlic> eggs and add them 
lightly at the last Pour over the oranges and bake 
twenty minutes ln,.;a quick oven. 

This same batter may be used for orange frit- 
ters, but if oil ifii bbjected to, in Its place melt two 
ounces of fresh butter with the warm water. 

A plain pudding of orttnges is niaoe by peeling 
and dividing six of them, laying m a jho dish and 
coveflng with a thick syrur) of sugar und water. 

Mix one and a half ounces of cornstarcli, one i)int 
of milk, twelve lumps of sugar, vanilla llavormg and 
two eggs as for a bianc mange. I'mu- tliis over tlio 
fruit and bak(; for ten minutes, sift sugar over and 
serve. 

'I'hese few recipes are culled from priictical 
knowledge, lait they arc ;i very small proportion of 
the numerous ways In wliich the humble lint whole- 
some orange may be used, and made to do its duty 
a.s a valuable addition to the dietary of the house- 
hold. ^ ' 

' The House Beautiful 

On Color Schemes. 

l fear I often preach vehemently on my pet lople^ — 
the value of color. I have noticed many rooms In 
which the furniture was of the simplest and least 
expensive description, and where the color scheme 
was so attractive that one involuntarily exclaimed, 
"What a charming room!" Of necessity tliere is the 
reverse of tlie picture, and one's teeth are .set on 
edge by a medley of gorgeous hues, or one feels a 
sense of intense depression, combined witli irritatiim. 
In surrouiulliigs of drabs and faded greys, even though 
(he furniture, pictures and ornaments are veritable 
treasures. The cohir sciienies at present to be dis- 
cussed are principally those :Lpplicable to betlrooms, 
and can be carried out at very little expense, in the 
country more than in towns one often comes across 
a house in wlilch there Is a large number of small 
bedrconis, and I have a vlvJd recollection of a 
rambling old dwelling which contained eight bed- 
roomy on one lloor, those being called the "south 
, room, the "room next to the south room," tin; "rooin 
, ' at the top of the stairs," and so on in a nnumer which 
was utterly bewildering to a stranger, b(.; sln^ guest 
or maid. It would have been so much simpler to 
have given the guests' rooms color names ami the 
effect of. prettv color schemes would always liave been 
attractive.' Taking one of the most awkward jirob- 
lems first, I will Imagine a small, dark room witli an 
east aspect, which is to be used as a girl's room In a 
countrv house, the owners of whicii have no money 
to spare, albeit Ihev are most anxious to make the 
best of their home. The wallpaper has an exasper- 
ating pattern of green foliage on a white ground, and 
the woodwork has ail be'.'u painted green by the land- 
Icu'd, who refuses to alter what he calls a good, ser- 
vi<eal)le color. Anything more dreary In an- east 
room it would be hard to imagine, but a gold tone 
will bring in the sunshine: Therefore Ignon; the at- 
mosphere of green and Introduce plenty of yellow. 
' A bedstead with white enilmelled framir, a small 
white suite, the floor painted deep gold witii sundial 
enamel augmented by a. square of white matting in 
front of the dres.sing lalile and another by the side 
of the bed, anti a set of yellow toilet ware, will be 
the foundation on wlilch to build up the sclieme of 
the "yellow room." The bedstead will probably have 
to go' close (o the wall on one side. It can be kejit 
from injuring the landlord's w^allpapcr by having a 
valance of white spotted muslin about twenty-f-our 
Inches deep, \vith a beading at the top gathered on 
to tiglulv stretclied taoes top and bottom and fixed 
to the wall all along the side of the bed by tying 
the ends of the tapes to white hooks screwed into the 
wall. Behind the head of the bed there should be 
another valance of muslin, kept in place by large 
bows of yellow pongee silk tied at the corners of the 
head rail. The window cifrtalns (to the sill only) 
should be of yellow cassia cloth, and I should like 
bedspread of the same, eltlier embroidered with a 
white thread or trimmed v.'ith coarse while laci.'. If 
:i small table could be put into any nook or corner 
of the room it should have a yellcv." cassia cloth 
cf)ver and a blott'n- and stationery case covered with 
the .'<anie. One of the features of a house in which 
the liedrnoms are all named by colors is that the 
hot water cm and the .-andlestick are enamelled the 
tvpieal lint of the room — In tills ease yellow — and 
hen- tin. hot-water cosy is made of white blankettlng, 
Ijound with yellow braid and worked with a design 
of an orange bow. The green iiaint will not be no- 
ticeable on the window frame ov skirting board, but 
it must be hidden on the door, and this <:an be done 
liy a portiere. A clever worker will embroider a de- 
sign of yellow hollyhocks on a white linen ground, 
hul where this Is not possible a printed Bolton sheet- 
ing which lias a design of yellow flowers on a white 
ground will be ciuit,' eiTectlve. 

But to rever:-e tlu; i)i( liire. Suppose a room with 
a smith as;ieel has a \-i'llo\v paper. 1 should ;ulvise 
mauve as a princiital color. 'I'lie niauvc cassia cloth 
ivoold be avail.-ible again for <;uiiains, be>dspread and 
table cover, but the cai-i)i'l ou.uht to lie a (lei>p sliaile 
of ,'<iinrf lirown and the candlestick and water can 
musi bc' enamelled v.iilt./. But the bows on the bed- 
Mteaci, the blofer ;in(l iilncushlon and all the small 
exlr;i;'s call c.'isilv be carried out in mauvG. 

A chlutx paper seems to suggest a "red room," 
and if the lone of red in the flowers resomhles scar- 
let more than crimson this can be curried out very 
inexpensively with turkey twill. It does not sound 
an attractive material, but it can be mtide so if a 
good deiil of patience and trouble Ir, expended on 11, 
The bedspread Is tlie HrsI eonsldi'r.atiou, and for this 
the turkey twill will have a boM design worked In 
each corner and in the cenlre willi white llourisliing 
thread. A cloth for flu; writing table can be decor- 
ated in similar style, and it will bi; an easy matter 
to buv all the equipment for the ^vritlng table In 
red leather. The window cnrlains must be of cream 
IHoltoii shei'l in.'.;, wl'ih iMJSsUiiy a border of cross- 
sltch worked with red threads. 'i'lils scheme can 
onlv look well in a room wliero the • furniture Is 
ena'melled white and the toilet wall Is also white. 
The can-cosies can bo made of scarlet blankettlng.' 
\ blue room, a green room and a pink room can all 
be arranged with floral wallpapers if very pale tints 
are adopted. A light blue room is especially pretty 
In a country house where one is not afraid of the 
dainty draperies becoming quickly soiled. If tliere 
are cretonne curtains, rather the worse for wear, tml 
still quite in harmony with the wallpaper, they c'an 
be rejuvenated by lining them with the cassia cloth 
and edging them with a wasliinj': gimp. A bed- 
spread coul dbo made of coarse, white linen or crash, 
embroidered in blue thread. Bedrooms such as these 
make no pretensions, and are not costly. But they 
are simple, artistic and ptetty and generally lovable.

The way in which men have been able to change 
desert land into fruitful iioids is one of the must 
wonderful ihings that human skill and thought has 
siaqcoinpUshed! In Colorado, ■WashluKtoa and Cali- 
sf<Jt-hta;vtHere;\are- great tracts of dry land that have 
'■beon watered either by drawing the water from the 
rivers and streams or by sinking deep wells. 

In the .interior of 'this province there are' many 
tliousands of acres of land where so llt-tle rain falls 
in su)nmer that nothing- will grow. The govern- 
ment want to Irrigate this land, and for some time 
iVlr. Carpenter, a gentleman who has studied this 
.subject in Cf)lorado, has bei:n examining thi^ dry belt, 
lie thinks i't can be watered and that, when it is. 
splendid crop.s of fruit and grain and vogotables can 
bo raised there. iC we can raise food enough in 
our own province for the muiers, the lumbermen, 
llshermen and those w)io live In the cities, it will 
add greatly to Brtlah Columbia's wecltli. We know 
already that: It will be possible to send a great de.al 
of frtilt Jo other countries and still have encnigh for 
our, ovsfri use. The news that this can be done does 
not caUse so much exeitement as the finding' oi; a 
sola field; but the farms will continue to yield 
when the gold - fields are exhausted. 

Canada is like a number of lamilies who agree tn 
rent a large house. The govorjiaient at Ottawa col- 
lects money to pay for 'the liouso and those tilings 
■whlcli everyone uses. Thn provin are the ])eoi)le 
■\vho occupy Hats, and. each one keeps its own jiart 
of the house in order and pay.s U.s own expenses. The 
outside entrances in this liouse would open into the 
a-partmenta of one of the families. \W\\o has the 
right to say who shall come into the house, tlie 
manager of the house or the Ottawa government, 
or the govfsrrilfientis of British Columbia, Nova Sco- 
tia, New Brunaiwiclt or Quebec, which own the rooms 
through which people must come In? The govern- 
ment of British Columbia has just declared that 
Asiatics must' not come In through tho door of Vic- 
toria of Vancouver, and the government at Ottawa 
Kays: "We don't know wiietlier you have a riglit to 
shut the door in -the faces of tlicae people, and we 
intend to bring tho matter before the courts." It 
will then bo decided wludlier our government had 
a lawful right to pass the Natal Act or not.

It may be tl"iat the other powers will 
interfere to prevent war. Russia lias not yet recov- 
ered from her struggle with Japan. People cannot 
help remembering the days oi Xaa Crimean war. It 
iis'oet'tain-that If Russia and Turkey fight, other 
European nations will 'join in the battle. 

Tliero was last week a riot in the city of Bom - 
Ijay, in wliicli u number of Atahonnnedans were 
liilled and the soldiers were called out to maintain 
order. From the despatch It would seem that .the 
Mahommedans- Quarrelled arnoug themselves. 

There is trouble among 'tlio miners at Fairbanl.:s, 
Alasl^a. Tills mining camp is in United .States ter- 
ritory. It appears that the ininers in the camp will 
not work for the wages offered' and will not aUow 
others to come In, if they can help It. 

There'- i.s notliing more terrifying tlian a great 
wlhtl storm, and they are not uncommon un tho 
prairies. In jMiaslsaippi and Te.\;us such a storm 
swept through the country, destroying houses and 
breaKinir telegraph poles like . plpestetns- Several 
lives Were lost. 

At many places on the Ohio river there have 
been lloo/is. The melting ice caiiaed the river 'to 
Ljverfiovv its banks. At Pittsburg and many other 
Ijlaces the houses near tho river's bank are filled 
with water and the homeless people are being re- 
lieved by kind-hearted neighbors. 

Another na\no has been added lo tlie list of tl-.c 
vvorld'.s heroes. This time it is a New York fireman, 
I 'li.'irlos W. ICruger, who ru.shed into a burning build- 
ing to prevent the iire from si)r(^ading. Ho lost his 
life, but everyone who reads of his braveri' will feel 
that it v,-as not thrown away. Tlie quietest, most 
un]iretemling men arc often -the bravest. No b».Jy 
I'f men are oftener called upon to face a terrible 
deatli than the firemen. 

'I"he terrible accident which br(.i\iglit tho i)oor 
sailor to his death in our own streets was anolher 
L'.vau'n'ile of til!' danger of learning lo drink. 'I'ho 
worst of this haliit is that it so (jften ruins the 
bravest and tho most generous men. No one can 
I ell until ho tries it whether he will be strong 
enough to stop short of being a drunkard, and the 
t-isk Is -too great to take. 

Tile .\mei-ie.-in liattlcoliip.s have .-irrived at A'al- 
)araiso, iii Ciiill. They huve proved tliat tliey aro 
lyell manned and well officered, and that in time of 
war the fighting m^n would not be hindered by bad 
sailors. It Is worth much to bo sure of this. 

At A<lrian, Michigan, a boiler exploded lif^ ten- 
l oomod school. The floor of the rooms was, torn iip 
vnd a teacher and sixty little ones fell Into the bage- 
neht. The big boys in tiie school jumped into the

For a long tinio the people of tho United States 
did not interfere in tlio affairs of the world across 
the ocean.

WILLIAM WORDSWORTH 

Cumberland, in the North of England, is one of 

the most beautiful places in the world. A range of 
mountains runs through the county and nestling 
among the hills are a number of lovely lakes. As In 
other i)ai-ts of England, there aro here grand man- 
sions and fine parks belonging to noblemen, tine id' 
these in the latter part of the ISth ceidury lielonged 
to the Earl of Lonsdale, and a visitor to tlie park 
mi.gbt often have noticed two beautiful eliildrcu 
gathering liowers in the hedgerov.'s or l-.steniiig tn 
tlie lark caroiling far overliead. 'flicy were William 
and iJorothy Wordsworth, tiie c-hildren of the Jiari's 
iigent, or man (jf business. Tliere were two other 
sons, but these two were the playmates In childhood 
and constant companions and frienaa during the 
years of a long lifetime. 

A very pleasant life these children lived In their 
peaceful country home, surrounded with the beauty 
which they had eyes to sec and hearts to love. Long 
after, pictures of the sights and sounds of his child- 
hood came back to the jioet, and in slmid(. verse Ik; 
jiainfed tluan for tlie delight of eilier cliildreii ever.\ - 
whore. The pet lain!) tal<ln.g his supliir from lio^ 
hand of his little mistriss, i^ucy dray lost in the 
storm, the kitten pkiying with llie dead !i!aves, tlio 
little girl wlm could not si.'e why she slaiuld not 
count "among lier bi-othei-s ;ind sisters the two who 
were in ileaveii as well as those who dwelt at i.'on- 
ivay, the primroses, vielets ami daffinlils \vliich la; 
and llorothy used to gather — all tlicse and hundreds 
of other things as simple, formed subjects for liia 
poems. 

When only a boy, iiio i)oet described in beauti- 
ful lines the sunset, and all his life he loved to tell 
of the beauties of tho evening sky and the quiet of 
tho twilight hour. 

Tho poet's mother died while he was very young, 
and tho boy went away lo school, and afterwards to 
college, always returning with deliglit to his homo 
among the mountains,. W'lien his college' days wero 
cTVer, Wordsworth went to i.,oiuion and eagerly 
rushed from idace to iilace, seeing all the sights of 
that W(mderful city. Hut in aiiether city he was lo 
behold mure terrible siglils. Tlio people of i''ranco 
could Ud longer beiii- the ci-uel treatmeld, of the Icing 
and nobles, who luulo'd iipou tlie farmers and woi-k- 
iiig people as only niailf' tu eaiii money for them to 
spend in grand houses, line dresses and amu.senients. 
Books wore written about tlie right of the people to 
make their own laws. Many of. the wisest English- 
men believed they were rlghtt .and . "Wordsworth be- 
came so excited that lie could no longer stay at home. 
He went to Paris and listened to the o,ieeches of 
those who preached that all men should be free and 
equal. 

But soon cruel and bloody deeds were committed 
in the namo of liberty. Not only tho king and/ 
(iiieen and the noble.'i, but tliousands of the, b<!st and 
bravest of I'Yimchmen as well as innocent women, 
werr^ jiut ti) death by thi> maddened people. Words- 
worth, dlsaiipointed ,-iik1 siclc at hi'art, tied from the 
clt^-, where b.-dred and revenge had taken possession 
of men and women alike., and maile them mcu'e lioi-co 
ami bloodthirsty than wilil be.-ists. in afti/r years 
the poet came t<i believe that changes in government 
must be made slowly. 

Not long after this a friend left "Wordsworth a , 
siiiali fortune, and from that time till his death ho 
could study and write as he pleased,, untroubled by , 
tho want of money. In this respect he differed, frbm ' 
moat authora of thiit time. 

In 17!).> "Wordsworth went to Bristol, in the .south - 
west of I'inglnnd. There v.-ere living In thai city 
then two remai'kabUt men, Coleridge and Koutliey, 
vyho, wifh sovernl other.% among whom -was Cliarles 
Lamb, spent a very htyipy time. They all wrote and 



from his lieloved lake country. He married and sel- 
tlod down in his beautiful home of Grassniere, and 
his own little children roamed as he and Uiirotliy 
had done, over tlio hills and by the side of tho lake. 
Here came his friends to visit liini, and many a 
night his wife and sister sijent In waiting on 
Coleridge, who, though a great poet, vwas not able 
to - withstand the temptation . of 'tislng^ opium to 
soothe his disordered nerves. 

All hl.s life long Wordsworth 
loved nature. Wiierever lie went 
lie .^aw beauty and wrote of it. 
IIo lived to be an old man and to 
see his friends fall around him. 
Sometimes this made him very 
sad, but on liie whole, ills life was 
a happy one. 

Ue died at Rydal Mount, in tlie 
year 1850, at the age of eighty. 
Few men have lived more blame- 
less lives. His poems are as clear 
and pure, as the -waters of his own 
mountain ' Streams which refresh 
and strengthen the weary trav- 
eler.

Close at the panther's 
heels lumbered the wailing moth- 
er bear, and when the panther, 
which evidently know the bear 
was afraid of him, put tho cub on 
the gnnmd as if to i^et a better 
hold, the bear gained coura!.;e. 
Ijlunged at the pantbor. and 
cau.glit It around the body lust 
In front of its hind leg.«. 

Quick as thought, the |)antlier 
Hung tiic cull hi the air. tore him- 
self loose and jiitchcd ;iito tiio 
bear. At tlie I'.rst stroke tho bear 
knocked the panthei; (o one side, 
and a second strok;e send him-fiy- 
ing into the bushes. 

But at this stage of the fight 
tho cub squealed onco more, and 
tho mother bear, seeming to for- 
get everything but her young oiio. 
rusheil to its rescue. She had not taki.'n throe steps 
when tho panther sprang at her and .settled his claws 
in her shoulder and his teeth in her neck, The bear 
struggled hard to .shalce off the g-reat vnt, but she 
couldn't do it.

Take a cat's whiskers, I'or Instance, which may 
seem to vou to lie merely ornamental. They 'are or- 
gans of touch, attached to a bed of fine glands under 
the skin, and ..-aeh of these long hairs is connected 
Willi the nerves of the lip. The slightest contact of 
these wliiskers with anv surrounding object is -.thus 
felt most distinctly by the animal, although the .hftirs ; 
themselves are Insensible. 

Thev staiui out on cat-h side of the lion atf well as 
tlie coinmon cat. I'^rom point to point they are equal 
to the width of tile animal's body.- If we itnagine, 
therefore, a lion stealing through a covert of wood 
in an imperfect light, we shall at once pee the use 
of these long liairs. 

On.' tiling I noticed, us more common in Christi- 
,-iiiia than in any other city I have seen, was the 
pi-ovislim for the birds. From scores of windows 
and from many of the trees of tlie parks are hung 
in winter little sheaves of oats or other grain, to 
which the birds may help themselves at their pleas- 
ure, and they were not slow to improve their op-, 
portunlty, as I noticed.— Rev. Francis E. Clark.

They thought it 
was partly boast and partly bird, and, to bo on the 
safe side, called it a cumel-ldrd. Leo Afrlcanus, the 
tiuveler, blamed it for want of memory.

"they prowle up and down the deserts for their 
food, and before their feathers be growne they are so 
swift-that a man shall hardly overtake them. Tho 
ostrich is a silly and deafe crea- 
ture, feeding upon anything which 
it llndest, lie it as hard and indi- 
gestible a.s yron." The old notion 
was that tlio bird lived on iron 
and, indeed, ratlier preferred it to 
other food which might seem 
sweeter and more nourishing. It 
fed on "hard yron," to; .keep its 
health: probably soft, iron would 
have made it siek and feeble^ IS.ut 
these writers siferlbusly beljeyed all 
this, for t<i thorn the bU'd wasltho 
"IroH-eaUng... ostrich.?...' ';.«.V.i:

Every one knows wnat Greenlana iooks nke upun 
the map — a vast 'body of land, triangular In shape, 
lying ii<it\vtiiri America and Euro>)e, but much nearer 
the former than the latter. Geologically it is a pa,rt 
of Europe, by which is meant that the channel 
separatlngr It from Canada' is much more ancient 
than the 'ijroader expanse of water separating it 
from Norway. There wa.s a land connection between 
Greenland and llie last named country, as is shown 
by the fact that what little animal lil'o there la upon 
tha former is similar to that of the latter, whereas 
it is different from that of Northern Canada. AVo 
are accustomed to thltik of Greenland as a region 
of fhe farthe.st north, but in point oi: fact its south- 
ern termination is slightly below the 60th parallel. 
That is to say, it is a little south of the northern 
lioundary of British Columbia. The lower third of 
Greenland's area corresponds in latitude with the 
Vukoii territory. It may be interesting to follow 
this tiOtli parallel around the world. So startint; at 
Cape Farewell, at the south of the region herein 
considered, wo tind that north of it everything is 
siibstantially a desolate waste. In tho eastern .side 
of the Atlantic it passes just south of the Shetland 
Island.s which arc tho home of industrious com- 
munities. Nearly all the Kingdom 'of Norway lies 
north of it, and the parallel passes through Chris- 
tlania, the capital. Three-quarters of Sweden lie 
north of it, arid all Finland- St. Petcr.sburg is on 
the parallel and a large and valuable part of Eur- 
opean Russia is iiprth of it, as also is more than 
half Siberia. In America nearly all Alaska, all of 
the Yukon, tho greater part of tho Mackenzie basin 
and of the Barren Lands are all norili of latitui.'e t'O 
These facts show; that nothing in latitude alone ren- 
gpsra Greenland a region oi d<^solatioh. There are 
other confributory causes. Capt. Symmes, who 
amused and interested the world about eighty years 
ago with his theory that the earth is a hollow 
sphere, advanced what is a .more useful suggestion 
to the effect that there is a zone of irregular shape 
■' surrounding tho globe towards the north and within 
which there Is the lowest average temperature. This 
!one embraces Greenland and parts ot Labrador, .sklrt.s 
tjie northern coast of America descends to the south 
, BO-a^ to take In the northern half of- Siberia, swings 
'* n'i)rt1l''a'galn-'so' as' to leave most of Europe outside 
of Us influence and thence passes across the north- 
prn prolongation of the Atlantic, thus completing its 
circuit of the earth. This zone he called "the verge," 
mea,ningr ;,thereby that .it was. the place, where the 
earth curved over towards the interior. The exist- 
ence ot such a zone of low average temperature i.s 
supported by abundant testimony, iind there is not 
much doubt that north of it the' average temperature 
Is higher tliaii ^Vltkiri ii, Greealand' ia' within this 
zone. But"it'i3 -t6 be reitierhbefed tliaf' th'e expression 
"cold" is relative onlv. The highest temperature 
ever recorded in. Greenland was S8 df>grees Fahren- 
heit, which \vould hardly be called very warm here, 
■ but In- Greenland ranything. above 50 degrees Is re- 
garded as uncomfortably 'so, while a temperature 
of 70 degrees is considered oppressive. The lowest 
temperature recorded was 60.5 degrees. The mean 
summer temperature at Upernavik is 38 Fahrenheit or 
bom'ew:htt <<«?>ler thaa^^^^ has toeen>. ex- 

perience during the last week. • Speaking gen- 
erally, the winters of Greenland are not exceedingly 
cold, but tho summers are arctic in their cliaracter. 
The observations of temperature have been confined 
: ,.tp,.tTitf,|!vjattj the higher elevations in 

the ihteribr would havn to tell is another matter. 

The cold summers explain the remarkable char- 
acter of Greenland- Les.s than two hundred thou.sand 
square miles of tho area consists of coast lino and 
.• Islands, which, though subject for the most part to a 
low mean temperature, ar« not ice-covered. Tho 
remainder of tho great island, or ,'i20,000 squ.-iro miles, 
is covered by a perennial ice-sheet. At a few miles 
from the coast this remarkable covering begins. It 
is' hard ice, of unknown age. In ithe winter it is 
covered with snow; in the summer the snow melts 
and forms small 'rivers, which flow into lakes and 
ponds formed In the depressions on tho ice, or thun- 
der down over precipices of ice into unfathom- 
able chasms. Once out of sight of tho sea, the whole 
land is one vast white mass, rising in a gradual 
slope to heiglits varying from 2,000 to 5,000 feet. , 
Tlie only known exception to this description is a 
mountain pealc which towers about 3,000 feet above 
the ice. Its great black cone presents a striliing 
contrast to the universal whiteness. Lieutenant Jen- 
sen, of the Daj^lsh navy, ascended it thirty years 
ago, and he reported that as 'far as the eye could 
reach there was nothing but an unbroken white 
covering. The opinion of tiio comparatively few ob- 
servers who have investigated the subject is that 
the ice-cap of Greenland is^ steadily growing. The 
pressure of the vast mass Jn the interior forces the 
edges of the cap out into the sea, whore it is broken 
off and forni.s icebergs, but i<,'entury after century 
snow has fallen over the interior in the winter and, 
the summer beat not being sulBcient to melt it, has 
by pressure been converted Into ice, and the incre- 
ment to the ice field is far greater than tho loss Ijy 
reason of the icebergs. At a few miles inland all 
animal life ceases, but there aro patclies of a low 
order of vegetable life here and there on the snow. 
Along the coast there Is considerable vegetation, but 
none of it is of mucli value. 

European knowledge of Greenland extends Vjack to 
A. D. 986, v/hen Red Erik, who was banished from 
Iceland, settled there. The country seems at that 
time to have been more adapted for settlement than 
it is now, for there arc accounts of a very consider- 
able trade having been carried on botli witli 
the aboriginal inhabitants of America and the people 
A northern' Europe. For nearly three hundred years 
the colonies were very prosperous and lived content 
under a republican form "f governnuMit, but near 
the close of the tliirteeutli century tlic?y acknowl- 
edged the suzerainty of Norway. After that thorn 
cauro a, , decline in prosperity. The black death 
scourged tho communities; pirates robbed them, and 
the Eskimos developed unexpected hostility and came 
down from the north in great force and killed many 
of the settlers. A. long period of low temperature 
followed and ir is said that for two. centuries Green- 
land was practically lost to tho world. Nevcrthcles.s, 
Ko great is tho ability of mankind to withstand the 
most unfavorable conditional, u remnant of the col- 
onists survived all the calamities. In tlie eighteenth 
century penal settloments were established there by 
Norway and Denmark, and the unwilling additionn 
to the population did what they could to make the 
best of a bad bargain; but in 1733 a dreadful visita- 
tion of smallpox carried a'.vay the great n)ajority of 
tlio people. Since then the population has been 
dwindling and it Is only bccau.so of llm fostering 
oarO 'Of ; the .Danish. ,.g9veniment that any are left 
alive, ' The whole. population of tho country does 'not 
exceed 10,000, of Whom more than y.OOO arc native 
ZSsklmoQ. { 



PAUL 

Few men have plavcd a more influential part in 
tho attairs or mankind than tho Apostle Paul. 'Wo 
have been so much accustomed t6 regard Biblical char, 
aoter's as acting under some mysteriouB influences, so 
given to regarding them as different from ordinary 
men, that we fall to comprehend their relative great- 
ness. Thus we lofio not only much ot tlie valuable 
lesson Jaught by tlieir lives, but much ot the benefit 
of their direct teachings. ,We forget that they were 
men of like passions with' ourselves, to quote the 
Apostle's own language. Christianity as we have it 
today is very largely duo :o Paul's inlluence. It it 
had not been tor him there is great doubt as to what 
the history of tho new religion would bavo been, vfe 
know that the other Apostles were strongly inclined 
to the belifef that tho mission of Christ was intended 
oxiiressly for the .lews, which was natural enough in 
view of the fact that they were men of little educa- 
tion and probably influenced by racial traditions and 
prejudices which were stronger among the Jews than 
among: most people. Tlic idea that a rcduomer would 
come was an ancient .fc\vi.sh belief. AVe do not know 
how it originated, but it was greatly strengthened by 
the events of the BtbylonlSlii Captivity. During tho 
years in which tho tribes of Judah and Benjamin 
were in captivity the anelont faith in a deliverer be- 
came very greatly slrpngthened and grtnv to bo a 
part of tho national life of the pooi>lo. In Jesus of 
Nazaratli a small circle of people believed they saw 
the promised Messiah who was to lake his place at 
the head of tho nation and restore all its vanished 
glories The cry "Hosaiina!. Blessed is ho wiio coni- 
eth in the name of the Lord" was not one of ro- 
joicing over tlie event of a spiritual savior, but of 
welcome to a coming prince and king. That theso 
aspirations were dashed to the ground toy tho Cru- 
cifixion, wo may easily understand, and we know that 
it was not until the famous gatiierliig at which tlio 
gift of tho Holy Spirit was imparted tliat the follow- 
ers of Jesus recovered their lost courage and began 
to realize that they were to be .the exponents of a 
siilrltual, not a temporal kingdom. But even then 
they were racial in their oxi>ectations. Though they 
were commissioned to preach tho gospel unto every 
creature, they were disposed to give their instructions 
a very limited construction. It remained for Paul to 
advance the idea that there was in the tekehlngs, tho 
life, deatli and resurrection of Je.sus, a power that was 
for the benefit of all mankind. It was at Antioch that 
tills broad conception was first proclaimed, and 
hence It is that city, which we must regard his- 
torically as the birthplace of what we knoW today as 
Christianity. Hero says tho writer of the Acts of tho 
Apostles "the disciples were first called Christians." 
They had cut themselves loose from Judaism, they 
had become people apart, no longer recognizing tho 
peculiar Jewish rule of circumcision a.s 'essential to the 
enjoyment of the heritage of redemption. From that 
time forward the progress of Christianity was rapid, 
and Paul was the greatest missionary. Moreover he 
was its greatest exponent, an^ to him more than any- 
one else are we Indebted for those explanations, 
theories and arguments which form in one sense tho 
basis of the Christian religion. In short what we have 
today is Christanity according to St. Paul.' Every- 
thing retetmg to his careea* therefore heetfmes a mat- 
ter of very much interest. % 

Paul or Saul as he was originally called is gen- 
eivilly understood to ha\-i. been born in Tarsus, but 
there is a tradition extant that his birth place was 
In Glsottla, a small walled town in Samaria^ iHeilater 
went by the name Paul, but just at what time and 
for what reason is uncertain. Some have suggested 
that he did so because lie was little of stature; on tho 
other hand it is thought that he may have had both 
names from bis infancy, and chose to be known by 
tho second after he had became a Christian. He was 
of the tribe ot Benjamin. He received a part of his 
oductijj^ion in '^ ^rsus, but waa taught chiefly at Jeru- 
.'lalem, his teacher being Gamaliel, who was the head 
of what might he tunned tho Progressive Jewisii 
party. He does not appear to have emblbed much of 
the moderation of his teacher for he took an exceed- 
ingly vl'^orous part in the pei'secution of the Di- 
sciples of Christ. It is a very notable thing tliat, 
although Paul must have been living in Jerusalem at 
the time Jesus was in that city and was crucified — 
unless there is a gap in the nan-atlve of hla life, ho 
never saw Jesus personally. The triumphant entry 
into Jerusalem, the stirring scenes around the temple 
and the crucifixion must so far as the story as told in 
the Acts warrants any conclusion on tho subject 
have taken place at a tlm^ when Paul was close at 
hand, and as he does not' appear to have paid any at- 
tention to them the conclusion is that to tho zealous 
young student they were mutters of supreme iiii- 
differenco. He seems to have lived in his youth a 
plticld, uneventful, sinless life, and It was not until 
after ho began to study the meaning of Jewish law 
that ho realized tho vast possihiliCies of .slii. To 
^vllat extent he yielded to tenuitutioiis we do not know 
aitliough wo may be justified in thinking from some of 
his own statements that he sowed his wild oats with 
an unsparing hand, but not for long, because he be- 
I'ame inspired Vvi ;h a frenzy for the maintenance of the 
Jewish faith and was ;i. leader aiuong the persecutors 
of tho followers of the Nazarine, who it may be men- 
tioned had formed themselves into a sect known as 
"Tho Way." He exhibited In this work tho same 
energy and resolution which charactnrlzed him in af- 
t(.'r life, and ho lecelvcd a commission from the Syn- 
agogue to go throughout tlio country and bring in 
prisoners to Jerusalem all followers of the new cult; 
It was on his way to Damascus that his conversion 
to Christianity toolc place. There are three accounts 
ot this incident in the Acts of the ^Spostles, which 
differ in details but agree in all important particu- 
lars. There seems to be no reason for <[ue.stioniiifr tliu 
accuracy of the story. There is no denying the fact 
that In a few hours thi.s forceful, educated and zeal- ■ 
ous youth became converterl froin a merciless perse- 
cutor of those who accepted Christ to a devoted fol- 
lower of lihn, and that to hi.s ilying day lie Insisted 
that while on his way to Damascus ho hud seen 
Christ although tln ei,' or lour years had elapsed since 
the Crucifixion. Verv shortly after this he returned 
to Jerusalem, vvhero he consulted with the Apostle.s, 
and then wont into Arabia, where he lived a soliturv 
life of contemplation lor .some tunc. Here he seem-s 
to have adjusted .bin Jplndito hla new view of things. 
Possibly it was 'here " that the great thought which 
inspired all his life came to him. In his Epistle lo 
the I'lpheslans he says: ' For this cause I, Paul, tho 
prisoner of Jesus Christ lor you Uentiles, It yc have 
heard of "ihe dispensation of the grace, of God which 
is given to me to ward, how by 'this revelation bo 
made known to me the mystery which in other ages 
\V!i.4 not inado known unto the sons of men, a« it i.s 
now revealed unto hit, hob .iposHes and prophots by 
the Spirit that the Gentiles should be followers and Of, ' 
the same body and partakers ot his promise In Christ 
by tho Gospel " This was the "Mystery of Christ" of 
which E'uul DoUevea himself to be in an especial man- l

SOCIAL AND MORAL REFORMERS 
THOMAS A KEMPIS 

(By N. de Bertrand Lugrln ) 

At the time of the Lollard movement in England, 
and while Huss was engaged in religious -work 
in Bohemia, that ended in his seizure and death at 
tho stake, there lived m the peaceful lowlands of 
Holland, a gentle-spokenv brown-eyed monk, Tlioma« 
a Kempls by name,.who, was lo accomplish nioro 
than aH the other religious loaders of his time by 
tlie loving appeal voiced In his little book, an appeal 
to man's best and purest Instincts. Ho was to 
establish no sudden and great moral reform; lils 
teachings were simple, direct and .eloquent. Labori- 
ous and plodding, he followed 'hls religious studies, 
copying psalms and singing them, gathering about 
him as ills chief friends tlie works of the great mas- 
ters, St. Bernard, St. Gregory Ihe Great, St. Am- 
brose, St. Thomas, Aristotle, Ovid, Seneca and Bante, 
and hy and bye, after dint of much thought and lov- 
ing, con.sclentious contemplation, producing that 
book, "The Imitation of Christ," ot which It Is said 
that it is tho west wid'.'ly-read work In the world 
with the exception of the Biole. 

Thomas a Kempls was born in Kempln, a rustic 
village in Prussia. John and Gertrude Hamniorken 
\vere his parents. 'I'hpy were humble people, tho 
nuher a worker in nielal, hence his name, and thoy 
brought Thomas uj) carefully, schooling him In vir- 
tue, .patience and poverty., until at the age of thirteen 
ho was sent away, According to the custom ot that 
time, to try his way to tho religious life. The lowly 
people of those days were distingniishcd by the Jio.s"- 
pitality they were always ready to extend to the 
"poor scholars," and as Thomas took up his long 
Journey to the Zuyder Zee, ho was tho rcciiiient of 
many kindnesses and gracious, liclpful words. H,j 
was to meet his brotlier John a I Dcventon. John 
liad already made the name a Kempis disllnguishcd 
among the "Brothers of tho Common Life," a mon- 
astic Instltut'lon; but when Thomas arrived there ho 
found his brother gone to AVindes;-hiein,. many miles 
further along, and nothing daunted, the lUtlc boy 
resumed his journey. Arriving finally at his destin- 
ation, the lad was taken under the wis., direction 
of Florentlus, and sent to the public school of which 
John Belionie was tho rector. 

John a Kempis was made prior of the new con- 
vent, or monastry, of ,St. Agnes, and thither, after 
few year.s, went Thomas to prepare for tlie life of a 
monk. "Tho Bt others of the Common Lifo" were 
famous book-makers. Priceless manuscrlpta that 
havu come down to us show the perfection of their 
art, with the brush and tho pen. Tho little Thomas, 
whoso hands had learned their cunning at the hum- 
ble smithy in his boyhood days, was an apt pupil of 
the monks, and soon '-became an expert feallgratfher. 
He was Invested wlth^'fii'd habit of the order and ad- 
mitted to the priesthood at the age of thirty-four. 
It took Thomas three years to write his first ml.ssal. 
"They did not do things in a hurry," writes Malonc, 
"those foreg;oers of pur father ICnlckefbocker." 
Thomas began the "Imitation" shortly before ' or 
shortly after his initiation into tho priesthood. It 
took him ten years to coni;)]eLc. 

, There aro no great events recorded In connection 
With the lifo of Thomas a Kempls. His time was all 
spent In study, in writing and in the labor involved 
in the followii,y> of liis vocation. He v,-as under the 
loving guidance of liis brother until tlic latter died, 
when Thomas was appointed sub-prior. Ho lived to 
the good old age of ninety years, all of his faculties 
intact until the last, even his eyesight so keen that 
be wrote in his beautiful, line pemnanship without 
glasses until liis deatli. 

There is nothing more to tell of the history of 
Thomas a Kempls. Perhaps some of us may tliink 
that as far as his life is concerned, it is hardly 
worth recording. Ho was the hero of no stirring ad- 
ventures, no hairbreadth escapes, no thrllUng experi- 
ences. He lived the quiet, uneventful lifo of 
earnest monk. In clo.se coniiminion with Nature, 
kindly, gracious Nature that to those who caro 
.seek shows wherein lies the limitless, eternal lovo 
of God, and Thomas a Kempls having this perfect 
knowledge h:is tried in his little book to toa'^h us 
the groat irutlis that lie iiiiiisolf loarni'd. 

There is a portrait extant of. this gre.-it man tiiat 
shows him sitting on a rocky ledge in the midst of 
a Dutch landscape, a book in his hand and another 
at his feet. He is represented as being- a brnnd- 
browed man of mediuiu si/.c, his fc-atures nf ;i l.'leiii- 
ish cast, and his eyes dark and lustrous and full 
of happy dreams. Underneath tho picture Is the in- 
llttlo nook with a little book. '

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Famine's Ravages 





ROM time to time the feelings of the 
civilized world arc harrowed Avith 
tales of famine and pestilence pre- 
vailing in India. Every few years 
the rain fails in Central India, and 
death stalks through a territory one- 
fiftll the area of .the United States and, from a 
population 25 per cent, greater, reaps a harvest 
of millions. Famine, with , its train of dis- 
eases, is oince again threatening an area in the 
heart of England's great dependency equal to 
that of all the New England States, New York, 
New Jersey, Pennsylvania, Delaware, Mary- 
land, the District of Columbia, Virginia, West 
Virginia, the Carol inas, Georgia, Florida, 
Ohio, Indiana and Illinois combined, v/iLh a 
population two and one-half times greater than 
that of; this section of the United. States. . This 
a?ea' hks lain baking upder a burnished sun 
until the heat rolls up from the dust-laden 
earth iu waves, and llic mind almost gives way 
under the strain of tlie monotonous round of 
rismg sun, with its assurance of another day of 
ovcnlikc hca!, and setting sun, with its pitiless 
i.'romise (^f a repetition when it shall reappear 
in the course of a few hours. 

"AH human hope is iaow taken awa}' that 
a dire famine can be averted," says Benjamin 
Aitken, who has wide experience with famine 
in India, writing in the current number of The 
Contemporary Review. 

One of the most disheartening things in the 
world , is to endeavor to give great gifts to peo- 
ple who do not appreciate them. Only far- 
Seeing men, with great stores of optimism, can 
/'keep on trying to help persons who would ra- 
ther not have what is best for them. Helping 
rthe Hindu when famine forces him forth from 
" his barren home in search of food has its cfis- 
. couraging sid/a, according to Mr, Aitkeh. Ap- 
pafrently there are times when he is more try- 
ing 1:han a peevish, unreasoning child. 

The Indian government is always on the 
alert for the symptoms of an approaching fam- 
ine. Relief takes the form of public ^vorks, 
grain is shipped to the stricken districts by 
tliLQ train-load, an4.;rsli.?f camps are proyided 
fdr the distribution oi food. , 

"As the season adyatJces," Mj-. Aitken sajrs 
"and the famine grows more severe, it 
becomes necessary to tipdn Mtchens for the 
gratuitous distribution of food to the thous- 
ands of starving persons who arc too weak to 
work. This would be unnecessary if the peo- 
ple luu! sense and could see that it was better 
to anticipate an emergency than to wait for it 
to overwhelm them. But rather than go away 
to a r^li^f work ds. soon as it is opened, 
tens of thoitsands linger in idleness 
on their homesteads until they become paup- 
ers. They reduce their daily alloAvance of food 
and eke it out with leaves and seeds which 
they collect in the woods; they sell their im- 
plements of industry for a fraction of their 
value, and their axes and any vessels and cheap 
personal (jrnanients they possess, and also the 
doors and rafters of their huts; and many of 
them take to robbery. • 

"By nature, and habit they are not steady 
workers. Therefore, many leave the works 
and wander about' the country on the chance 
of subsisting on what they can pick up. They 
are only half clad, even according to thclndian 
standard, and many of them are scarcely clad 
at all. If they have ciiildren with them, they 
desert them one by one, leaving them to puh- 
lic charily if they enter a town and to jackals 
and AvoU'cs if tlicy are in the country. 'JMicy 
grow weaker from day to day, taking shorter 
walks and longer rests, till they sink down to 
rise no more." 

"Now, as I write, I have tlie appalling 
prospect before me that, on the sole condition 
of rny living, I shall see all this once more dur- 
ing next March, April and Alay. For nothing 
that love and money can do will prevent a mil- 
lion or more of people from perishing in this 
way. 

"The extraordinary and continuous mor- 
tality of the pauper camp is attributable to 
two clearly defined causes. One of these is 
the perversity of the paujiers themselves. 
European paupers are neither reasonable nor 
easily manageable, but they are as different as 
they can be from paupers here. Indian*paup- 
ers look upon death as a less evil than discom- 
fort and inconvenience. And discomfort docs 
not mean to them being without clothes, lying 
on the ground, living on dry crusts or having 
nothing to do. It means having to make an 
exertion, being put out of their usual way, or 
being deprived of tobacco and s[)ices. They 
are scldoin happier than when they can sit for 
hours doing nothing. Strangest of all, they do 
not use violence, as a rule. A number of 
tlu in may be famishing, with plenty of food 
13'ing exposed before them; yet one native 
l)eon suffices to keep the crowd off. In ac- 
cordance 'with this indifference to life, they will 
leave the camji and \vander away, seemingly 
out of mere rest lessncss, and turn up at an- 
other camp ^viUl ;i lying storj', ov come back to 
the camp thc}'- have left in such a state of em- 
aciation that their death within a few daj's is 
certain. Energetic efforts v/erc nnule in the 
.Madras famine to detain thc ])aupers by force, 
-but in thffilast two famines only- persuasion . 
'and threats were resorted to. However, peo- 
ple can laugh at threats, who prefer , death io 
restraint and starvation to inconvenience, 

"The brutality of the perishing people is 
equal to their perversity. They do not know 
the feeling of gratitude, although they are pro- 
fuse in ex|.iressions of it when the^-- desire to 
allay su,spicion. They practice deceit with 
amazing cunning and audacity. They are un- 



in the land wearing out their lives to save 
them, or by the sight of lakhs of rupees being 
lavished for their benefit, or by the sight _ of 
dozens of their own countrymen struggling 
with the impossible task of feeding them. 
They will not do a hand's turn to relieve these, 
or to help the hundreds who are famishing 
and sinking and dying around them. On, .the 
'contrary, they do everything they can to pro- 
mote the suffering of thc sufferers and in- 
crease the cares of those who are helping 
them. They break or lose the dishes in Avhich 
they get 'their food after every meal. They 
pollute the precious water suppl3^ They tear 
down their sheds and use the materials for 
fuel. They insolently disobey the simplest 
sanitary rules with a flagrancy which cannot 
be described. If blankets or clothes'be given 
to them, as is sometimes done by the thousand, 
they go off with them and sell them, live on 
the money for a day or two, starve for a day 
or two more, and then come back to the camp 
in a dying state. ]\Iore than once — possibly 
more than a hundred times — .1 systematic 
trade in blankets has been found to be going 
on between the paupers and a dealer in thc 
bazaar, who pai(l a trifle for the blankets as of- 
ten as 'they were brought to him, and then sold 
them again at full price to the camp authori- 
ties. The camp servants connive at this trade, 
and sometimes one of them is himself thfe 
dealer. 

"All this is not the worst that the paupers 
do. They rob the dying of food and blankets; 
they throw away food given to them if they 
see something better given to the sick. Moth- 
ers snatch away milk which is being given "to 
their infants, or they take away all their chil- 
dren and' give them to the jackals unless they 
are allowed to eat with them and share their 
special food." 

Other instances of this callousness are re- 
cited by I\Ir. Aitken. On one occasion he was 
visiting a certain camp. "The mortality of 
adults at tliat camp," he writes, "was from 
thirty to forty daily, and I saw nineteen bod- 
ies burned on one pyre. We went into thc 
hospital shed, where some two hundred men 
dnd women were living; nearly all of 'whoiji 
were to die within seven days. Swarms of 
flies were crawling over their faces. Some of 
the poor sufferers raised a hand now and then 
to drive off the flies, others could only move 
their heads uneasily, other.s again, with fixed 
eyes and open mouths, could do nothing; they 
were nearly dead. Tv/o men whose duty it 
was to attend on tlie sick v.'crc ab.sent. There 
were several servants idling about, but ft 
would not have been etiquette to ask them to 
do other men's work. As for any of them, or 
an_v. of the hundreds of idle paupers, volun- 
teering to keep the flies from tormenting the 
patients, on their death beds, only a simpleton 
would imaginc/Such a thing."

DIETING AND ELECTRICITY 1 

N thc current issue of the Medical 
('<|if| Times Dr. Sanuiel G. Tracy de- 
scribes a_ method by which, he 
sa\\^, old age can be retarded. He 
uses electric currents to Ics.sen blood 
pressure, thus modifying thc results 
of arteriosclerosis, or hardening of the arteries, 
which is characteristic of advancing age. 
Dr. Tracy says in part: 

"A celebrated French clinician claims that 
a man is as ohJ as liis arteries. In other words, 
beginning arteriosclerosis is the starting point 
of senescence irrespective of the number of 
years the ])aticnt may have lived. A man or 
a woman. may be young in years, but old in his 
or her arteries, hence jthe importance of avoid- 
ing conditions and habits of life which are like- 
ly to produce a high blood pressure witli< hard- 
ening of tlie arteries. 

"Senilit}' is a natural process, and it should 
come on gradually and painlessly; however, 
owing to inheritance or predisposition, as well 
as the strenuous life -we 'i\'e in our struggle 
for existence, senescence creeps on us before 
we are aware oi il. This is the time lor thc 
])hysiciap. to exercise his functions and protect 
his patient before he is actually senile. 

"When a man begins to get old much can 
be accomplinhed by proper medical advice and 
treatment to retard the symptoms which are 
an accompaniment of thc inevitable decline in 
years. 

"It is ruhnitted by many of our profession 
that arteriosclerosis (with loss of elasticity in 
the walls of the arteries) is really the beginning 
of old age. The changes in the wall of the 
blood vessel are said to be due to hypcrtention 
and to vitiated blood. The condition of the 
blood is due to auto-infection, and the floating 
in thc blood stream of waste materials. 
Danger, in Over-Eating 

"The waste mafevial found in the blood is 
due to o\-cr-cating, excessive drinking of alcti- 
hi)l, and aulo-intoxication. In the latter case 
the chemistry of thc system is uid)alanccd, 
there is faulty metabolism, and waste and re- 
pair do not take place ccpially. There is mcye 
waste than rei)air, and the organs which pre- 
side over elimination of waste material being 
overtaxed, are unable to efficiently take care 
of the .Qxcess, and consequently some waste 
material floats in the blood stream, acting as 
a poi.sonous substance, vitiating thc "rivers of 
life," and degenerating the "river beds." 

"Degeneration in old age takes place by 
two methods, fatty degeneration and calcare- 
ous degeneration. Fatty degeneration is the 
increased production of linhealth}^ fat, due^to 



defective nutrition, and when thc, fatty degen- 
eration affects the liver, kidneys or heart we 
have serious pathological conditions. ^ 

.; "iGalcareous degenj^raliOn is,^, an. unnatural 
increase (if lime deposit ins'the„'vissues. ! These 
products are ofteUifoiind: as true incrustations. 
When calcareous degeneration ■ takes place iu 
the walls of an artery the vessel becomes hard- 
ened, loses its elasticity, and its calibre be- 
comes smaller. At this time the resting pow- 
ers of the system arc lessened and a long train 
of symptoms, particularly those pertaining to 
the circulatory system, arc in evidence, and fa- 
tal results from apoplexy, heart or kidney dis- 
eases are likely:. to. follow. ' 

"When arterio-sclerosis has manifested it- 
self by hypcrtention in the blood vessels, 
strong emotions, excessive mental excitement 
or physical strain is likely to endanger life by 
a sudden rupture of a small vessel in the brain. 

"An artery of the body can be compared 
with a flexible rubber tube used for a drop 
hght, and filled with illiuninati'ng gas. Con- 
tinual over-pressiif^ pigas within the tube will 
affect the walls of the ftlbe and diminish its 
elasticity. If thc tube is slightly damaged or 
obstructed, increased pressure of gas may cause 
a fissure in the inner wall of the tube. To 
make the tube to do good practical work it is 
absolutely necessary to modcfatc thc pressure 
of the gas. So it is with our arteries. When 
arteriosclerosis first makes its appearance we 
must reduce the pressure in the blood vessel. 

"While did age cannot be prevented, we 
have agencies at our disposal which will ma- 
terially assist in retarding it, and in making its 
symptoms more comfortable. These agencies 
are high frequency electric currtnts, diet and 
hygiene. The physiological effects of a high 
frequency current are due to the spark or con- 
denser effect which produces mechanical effect 
on the tissue, an increased heat in th^ body, 
and the formation of ozone and ultra violet 
light. The local action is accomplished by a 
general reaction, the blood pressure is lowered* 
and combustion through the lungs is increased. 
The eliminative processes are generally stimu- 
lated. 

Treatment by Electricity 

"Formerly I obtained high frequency cur- 
' rents by .the use of a transformer attached to a 
static niachine, but recently I have been using 
the Hyf rex coil. , . 

"Tfeatment by the Hyfrex" coil : A senes- 
cent patient with arteriosclerosis may be plac- 
ed in a solenoid and connected with the high 
frequency apparatus, or he may be placed on a 
condenser couch or chair. In the latter case he 
may lie or sit without removing his clothing, 
and be subjected to a bombardment of millions ' 
of oscillations per second. In from twenty to 
thirty minutes his blood pressure v\^ill be re- 
duced from ten to fifteen millimeters, and his 
temperaturejraised one tq'one and one-third 
Tlegrees. .This seance may be i-epeated three or 
four times a week. While subjected to thc 
electric action, the system is <;nergized, the cir- 
culation of the blood equali/red, the blood pres- 
sure is reduced, the .general nutrition is im- 
proved, functional activity stimulated, the pro- 
per relationship between .waste and^. repair is 
better sustained, arid, ait, tfi?. same time the el- 
imination of poisonous pr.oducts takes place 
more rapidly.- After repeated applications na- 
ture assumes her normal functions, or as near 
normal as thc case will permit, and , performs 
her own work without the electrical stimulus. 

"At this point I wish to say that I do not 
depend entirely upon high fre(|ucncy currents 
in the treatment of arteriosclerosis or senility, 
for diet and hygiene play an important part. As 
one grows older he requires less food. An old 
man requires one-fifth lesg than an adult. ^ In a 
general \va.y most peoplcicat too^ muth, espe- 
cially in our large cities, and they take too lit- 
tle exercise. 

"As one writer on this subject has well said> 
there are few of us who are nniscnlarly and 
cercbrally well balanced. We live too much, in 
the brain and too little in the body. 

"The old man or woman should eat little at 
a time, often as necessary, and chew much. A 
large rich meal should never be taken, par- 
ticularly in the evening, because under the in- 
fluence of the digestion the circulation of the 
blood becomes more active aind the blood 
pressure increases. Tea, coffee, and alcoholic 
beverages should not as a rule be taken; how- 
ever, habit has much to do with this. 'My ad- 
vice on thc subject, generally sjjcakin.g, where 
arteriosclerosis exists in the aged with the ac- 
compan_vin.g full pulse, distilled and fermented 
drinks should be given up entirely. However, 
in the old man of tbi' opposite type, who has a 
weak pulse and is easily exhausted, wine and 
even whiskey or brandv may be taken in small 
doses, preferably at meal time. I have no 
doubt in many cases of the aged with hardened 
arteries, that alcoholic beverages are respons- 
ible for attacks of'apo])lcx\', angina pectoris, 
and acute bladder and kidney di.seascs. 

"'.L'he old man with cold skin should have 
plenty of fresh air, l.)ut the surface of his body 
.should be well protected with suitable cloth- 
ing. He should wear light but warm clothing, 
with frequent massage of the body. For those 
who are approaching old age, or are actually 
senile, ;noderate but not violent exercise is 
very important."

. There wa's sorrow as well as excitement 
when the bugler blew the departure call; tears 
and thc kisses that clin.g, sobs and intertwined 
fingers ; then the wrench, the cries of farewell, 
the churn of thc water. Majestically the Pots- 
dam .glided from Rotterdam on her ten days' 
pouncl to New York-. 

Thc fluttering handkerchiefs grew dimmer, 
were lost to sight. I forget Rotterdam, forget 
thc huddled faces of the five hundred steerage 
passengers penned like animals behind their 
barrier, forget everything in the sensation of 
moving down the mighty Maas River. From 
the steps leading to the captain's bridge I peer- 
ed at the' minute but tempestuous life of the 
waterway — the darting tugs, tlic tacking lu.g- 
gers, the cargo boats, the strings of barges, all 
the varied Lilliputian [jaiiorama. The shores 
recedcff ; we .gazed liii.gerin.gly on green fields 
and tall trees; then the great river opened, the 
low-lying Hook of Hoi land, curving out like a 
beak against 'the sky, dvcw near, and in the 
fairway was a^ wreck, her poOr masts starting 
up frbnv the waves. Two hours had passed, j 
we faced the open' sea ; aiicjther hour and" vfil 
were out of sight of land, but yonder , beyond 
the haze was England. 

I went below; there was a scratching pen at 
every- desk in the writing-room, for about mid- 
night we should anchor outside Boulogne to 
embark more passengers.. I was glad that we 
were drawing nearer to Boulogne, for already 
that eerie feelin.g of confinement, of the prison- 
house, of the impossibility of escape that, in a 
week's- time, was to become at times almost 
unbearable, was beginning to trouble me. I 
envied the white birds that followed in ' the 
ship's wake, flying here, flying there — free. 

We watched the sun', to which we steered, 
slipping down in a blaze of gold. One adven- 
turous fishin.g smack we passed and just before 
ni.ghtfall a line of wild duck swept in a straight 
path across the sky, winging their Avay by un- 
fathomable instinct to warmth.- Then dark- 
ness, and all around in the unseen was the 
moan of' the waves. Yet there was life out 
there in: tlie void— triangular lights of a pass- 
ing vessel dipping and falling like balls of fire 
tossed up by the waves, and the giant revolv- 
ing light on Ca]3e Grisnez, sweeping round the 
darkness — re.gular, inevitable, cold as space. I 
went forward, heard thc ship's bell strike the 
hour, and the voice of thc sailor, cramped in 
the crow's-nest, high aloft, cry out, "AFIes wel." 
Suddenly three of the crew rushed past me and 
stopped. A whistle ble-^v; each man put a light 
to the Bengal candle he held, two white and 
one green, and for a minute the ship -was 
.ablaze with pantomime fire; then the whistle 
sounded again, the lights were dropped into thc 
sea) and far- away landward we saw thc 
ahsw.ering sigfial. 

On wc -steamed through the blackness, and 
all I know of the mariner's compass and the 
stars could not persuade me that this luoving 
mass, with its population of a thousand souls, 
its baths, its pianos, and its barber's shop, 
could find her way through thc night to an- 
chorage off Boulogne. Perhaps she could not 
ha,ye done .^q unaided,. do not' know... At an^ 
rate, two hours before midnight I saw a lan^ 
tern swinging from the level of the water a 
quarter of a mile ahead ; we slowed down; a 
rowboat nosed into sight ; then a rope was 
thrown, and a bluff man clambered up the 
ship's side by a swin.ging rope ladder — the pi- 
lot. He walked silently and quickly aloft to 
the Captain's brid.ge. 'J'hen silence— I dozed, 
to Ijc awakened at 1.1 o'clock by the slopping 
of the engine-j. We waited, watching the 
lights of a steamer rolling out from Boulogne. 
We saw the faces of our friends. They came 
aboard, cold and uncomfortable— they and 
their innximerable baggage. Just before mid- 
night the "Potsdam" began to vibrate a.gain, 
and thc waves to lash out as her prow cut thc 
water. vShe settled to her work, gained speed, 
not to stop until nine days hence we steamed 
luU) New York Bay. 

At I a.m. I went forward (my bunk did not 
invite me). Two bells sounded, and from 
above came those reassuring words, "Alles 
well." 

AVe are six (Ia}'s out. For iiincly-six hours 
(it seems a month) we ha\'e had no sight of 
human things save the white birds following in 
our wake. The sun splashes the ocean with 
ever-shifting light; we follow the orb; it dips, 
then there is nothin,g but thc menace of the 
ni.ght and thc angry swirl of the waves illum- 
ined by spots of phosphorescence. Oh, the tc- 
(limis, bewildering ni.ghts I The most wclcornc 
sound is the bugle calling in the day; the most 
ominous is the recurrin.g blast of the siren pro- 
claiming that we are wrapped in fog and mov- 
ing slowly through the dan.ger. 

The noises of the travail of the ship never 
ceases, they change only ; and sometimes the 
'groaning and £he muttering is so clamorous 
that one wonders how she can, bear the intol- 
erable strain. Wc eat, dance, play, try to read 
and sleep, pursue our foolish avocations inces- 
santly, and all t1ie while through;shine a,n(ii fog 
and temp(\st, the vessel ploughs forwardi^: 'with 
one idea only — to reach lijl^r journey's end. 
J-Iigh above, out of sight, are the officers on 



watch, ever peering, ever alert; deep belo\V, 

somewhere in the fever heat of the vast engine- 
room, is the chief engineer. Our safety de-'' 
])cnds upon their skill and vigilance, but we 
have no fears. Trust has become a habit. 
Sometimes I ascend to the upper deck and peer 
down into the engine room. 1 cannot look long 
on account of the blasts of hot air that ascend, 
but long enough to shudder at'the'<sight,o£ that;; 
clean, orderly, polished, and vihratiiig^'hell."- 

But the wonder of these days of the week 
that have no name arc the parallel wires 
stretched from, mast to mast, with two slack 
wires danglivg from them and piercing thc 
roof of a cubby-house, rising like a white wart 
from the upper deck. Ttiere lives that magi- 
cian — the Marconi operator. He fixes two 
druriif '^to his ears and talks with iiriseesj ves- 
sels. ■ Wefawake in the morniiiig to learh tliat 
we may converse with the steamship Minne- 
haha, steaming homeward, far belovv thc hori- 
zon; wc ascend from dinner to be told that 
communication is "now established" with Cape 
Race, 250 miles away ; we stand above a 
sea that is [)eaceful as a pond, gazing out vvcst- 
ward upon the sun, a luminous fire gem, sink- 
ing into a- setting of violet haze, and - are l;old 
that a companion vessel has just emerged fr'oiin 
a hurricane with thc loss of two boats. 

At midnight, when eight bells has struck 
and the "Alles well" of the watching sailor has 
followed thc clang of thc last note, I stumble 
along the upper deck to the circle of light 
gleaming from the Marconi cubby-house. I 
look within at the magician bidding the ether 
serve his will. The drums are upon his- ears, 
an electric spark, twoi inches long, blades and 
cracks before his eyes^He is talking :; W^^ 
somebody, somewhere', out of -sight, out ■"'of 
hearing. 

I wonder wdiat those eyes of heaven, thc 
stars, in their eternal composure, think of 
man's latest victory ! 

Will l;ind never come in sight? Upon thc 
map it seems close, but the longing eyes meet 
only the waves. I go below, tired of the wind 
and the waste. Sudden shouts call \ me-to the 
deck, and 1 'see, riot'a hundred yards 'away, the 
Nantucket Lightship, warning seaway' t'raytJ.I-.'^ 
crs of a deadly shoai. We wave to the entires 
and they wave back. I watch t];ie f(3rlorn s^ot 
of life disappear, and once moret»ithe suhvgbes 
down upon a world of water. 

That night I slept — or, rather, I awoke with 
the feeling that for the first time in ten days I 
had been really sleeping. There.was 'tto nibve- 
nieirt ; the ship was still,, arid.thfoughlth 
hole I. saw the glimmer oli$^^i|ijg^I' j!: iM9: 
had passed Sandy Plook in^il^ie -bTght'iifl^ were 
anchored in the inner bay. 

All that followed is a blur of movement, 
spaces, skyscrapers, hoots and squeals of tow- 
ering, top-heavy ferryboats and the' great tlud- 
son River washing the packed shores of Man- 
hattan Island, upon which New York hustles 
skyward, tormenting the clear air by ceaseless 
jets of eddying steam. Trinity Church, ^ that 
was once a landjmark, is now dwarfed to insig- 
nificance^ . ■■'

bewildering but familiar NjeW'vWorld was my' 
own, and yet'not quite my own. — C. Lewis 
Hind, in the London Chronicle. 



IMPROVEMENTS IN RAILWAY CARS 

Engineering illustrates thc great improve- 
ments in railway cars, taking India as an ex- 
ample, which is specially interesting because 
of the difficult conditions prevailing. Coach- 
ing-traffic receipts on the broad and narrow- 
guage railways of India and Burma at present 
approximate £10,000,000 per annum, of which 
74 per cent is contributed by the third-class 
[lassenger, the average third-class fare per 
unit-mile being o.iS('3d. Journeys, continues 
Engineerin.g, viivy from i to 1,500 miles, and 
through carriages frequently run 200,000 miles 
between periods of annual shop repairs., T.enx- 
peratures range from 180 deg. Fahr. urideir th^ 
summer sun to 3 deg. of frost through wiriter 
snow. Humidity varies from 5 per cent in tlie 
Punjaub to 92 per cent in Bengal. Sandstorms 
and torrential rains may be encountered on a 
single run. From 1854 until about 1900 four-^ 
whe('led vehicles were, except on frontier lines; 
thc standard. From 1900 onwards increasing 
wci.ght .arid speeds of trains necessitated the 
introduction of bo.gie stock now becoming 
general. 'Speaking broadly, adds Engineering, J; 
the dead-load hauled per scat has in. sixty " 
years increased from 0.18 to 0,247 ton, or 37 
per cent, for four-wheeled, and to 0.31, or 72 
per cent, for bogie veh.icles, to which increase 
vaccum brakes, oil, gas and lavatory fittings, 
etc., have contributed approximately 12 per 
cent. The passenger-carrying capacity per 
foot length of train has, notwithstanding the 
floor area absorbed by lavatories, ren;ained 
practically constant at 1.63; the gross load 
carried per axle has more than doubled. The 
area of; the body cross-section has''mcreascd by 
36 per. cent, and the cubic feet of space per 
passenger by 62 per cent.

HOW TO MAKE A WATER-LILY POND 



OXDS built entirely ot" brick- 
work or concrete offer certain 
serious objections, says Henri 
Hus, in the Garden Magazine. 

In the first place, their banks 
cannot be plruited; moreover, 
^■!^|^ere the winters are very cold, 
projecting brick or concrete 
walls must be protected, and it 
I -i. only where the ponds form part of a formal 
p!a!i. that the gray masonry edges, projecting 
halt a foot or more above the ground, are ap- 
propriate. As a general rule, a combination of 
concrete and puddling is to be preferred. 

For a brick and cement pond, excavate to 
a depth of two and one-half feet. The sides 
are given a circular slope, which forms an an- 
gle of about fort3'-five degrees witli tlie per- 
pendicular. After the floor has been thor- 
oughly leveled, bricks are laid and cemented 
into place. Then the walls arc built in the 
same way. Thev must reach to within one 
foot from the bottom. When finished, the 
pond will ,be about two feet three inches deep. 
The whole is finally covered with a half-inch 
finishing coat of cement. 

The slope above the brick " »il must only 
be covered with puddled clay, thoroughly 
pounded into place, allowing the clay gener- 
ously to overlap the cement. It is not neccs- 
Faiy for the puddled clay to follow closely the 
outlines of the pond ; for this combination of 
Itrickword and clay permits a little planting of 
the erlges of the pond and as some plants de- 
mand more space than others, a few even must 
be allowed to grow out at will if they are to 
look acceptable. This is true for the majority 
of plants used in the water garden, one great 
chanu of v/hich lies in the unforced contour 
lines. 

A low fence, constructed of ])erforatcd 
Ijipes and connected with the water .system, 
may surround the pond. This will very ef- 
fectually flush the pond, hut is not necessary, 
since a single faucet (through which the water 
can be turned on from time to time) is ample 
to remove any scum that may accumulate on 
the surface of the pond. Of course an over- 
flow, connected with a drain or silt-pit, must 
be provided. This should be placed in position 
before the laying of the foundation is begun. 
A narrow drain pipe will be sufficient for all 
requirements. 

Poiuls entirely made of concrete are adapt- 
ed to formal gardens only. Their construction 
on a large scale had best be left to contractors 
who make a specialty of this sort of work. At 
the present time, granitoid would most prob- 
ably be the material selected, reinforced, in 
case of large ponds, with steel rods, 'l^hc cost 
of construction of a circular pond of this na- 
ture and about twenty feet in diameter, would 
be $200, This figure includes all labor, but 
makes no provision for a heating ari-angement 
which, according to its nature, would cost 
from .'^1 50 to $300. 

Should one wish to do all the work one- 
self, or perhaps engage unskilled labor, the fol- 
lowing style of pond can advantageously be 
adopted, Having decided upon tlie size aiul 
Ipcatioii, mark the outline and proceed with the 
excavation : an area of about two hundred and 
forty stjuare feet to a depth of three and one- 
half feet can be accomplished by one man in 
one day. Give the sides a slope of sixty de- 
grees. 

After the earth has been reinovod and the 
bottom leveled, bring in sufficient cinders to 
make a layer of sifted cinders about one inch 
't;liiclc.' 'Cinders are also banked against the 
isides to the height of eighteen inches. The.se 
cinders must be rammed and rolled till the 
surface is as smooth as possible. On top of 
this put a la3'^cr of granitoid fi-om thi-ee td<fbur 
inches thick. It may be prepared by mixing 
one part of Portland cement and three parts of 
finely crushed granite. This must be finished 
off as smoothly as. possiblf. The sides are to 



be formed with the aid of a wfooden mold. Af- 
terwards cover the whole with a' one-half inch 
finishing coat composed of equal parts of Port- 
land cement and granitoid siftings. The sides, 
where not covered by granitoid, are puddled 
with clay. 

A pond constructed in this manner is per- 
haps less costly than any other but a puddled 
pond. 

While puddled ponds arc the most economi- 
cal to con.struct they probably require most in 
the way of repairs. Besides, they are possible 
only where necessary material — a heavy clay 
— is ready at hand. The first steps of their 
construction arc the same as for all other 
ponds, but an artificial pond where no concrete 
lias been used, must be made \', ater-tight by 
special means. For such a purpose there is no 
better material than puddled clay — clay that 
has been made homogeneous and A'ery plastic. 
Unless you ab.solutely feel the need of exercis- 
ing your muscles, it is better to get some un- 
skilled labor to do this preiKtration. b'or, t(') 
reduce even a wdieelbarrow load of clay to an 
absolutely homogeneous mass by working it 
over and over is no sinecure. 

The Art of Puddling 
'^^riiis is the process : Clamp together several 
boards so as to make a platform, sa}- 6 x 10 ft. 
Spread the clay, a wheelbarrow load at a time, 
on the boardSj.and with a spade, chop it up 
thoroughly.: No lumps larger than a walnut 
should remain. Remove all 
sticks, stones, etc.; then, adding 
a little water, begin to pound, 
using a wooden maul, and do 
not stop poinding until a per- 
fectly homogeneous mass, of the 
consistency of putty, lias been 
obtained. , This puddled clay is 
spread evenly over the pond 
bottom and beaten down as 
laid. A layer fo'ir inches thick 
suffices, so that for a pond 
twenty feet in length, and with 
an average width of ten feet, 
seven to eight loads of puddled 
clay will be ample. 

The clay is fairly impervious 
to water and ii not injured by 
freezing. The margins, from 
mean water, level to a depth of 
twelve inches, may be lined -With 
stones pounded into the clay.. 
This prevents washing away by. 
ripi)!es or by moving ice. It is 
also ad\-isablc to cover the clay 
bottom with a few inches of sand 
so that the puddling may be pro- 
tected and the mud not so easily 
stirred up. If this process is 
carried out consistently, an '•b- 
solutely water-tight pond ^^ill 
result. The puddling is carried 
up to wdthin three inches of the 
rim. 

When an existing pond is to 
be converted for the growing of 
water-lilies, the two things to be 
provided are the outline, and a 
proper depth of vv-ater at all 
times. The outline depends 
largely on surrounding condi- 
tions and no hard and fast rules 
can be laid down. The water 
level should be two feet above 
the bottom of the pond. Ordin- 
arily this will necessitate the 
construction of a small dam, 
which is easily made of grass 
sods. First empty the pond and 
then excavate to a depth of four 
feet where the dam is to be. 
Then put in the sod. Make the 
dam four feet wide at the base 
and at least two and one-half feet wide at the 
top, and thoroughly cover the sides with pud- 
dled clay. 

The one great drawback to ])uddled ponds 
is the susceptibility to attacks of crawfish; 
they may become a source of great ainnrv-ance 
not only because they cut off the young leaves 
and even the buds, but also becruise they bore 
dec|) holes through the bottom of the [jond, 
practically turning it into a sieve. Here an 
oimce of prevention is worth a pound of cure. 
vSix or seven days before planting, nearly 
empty the pond. Thousands of crawfish, both 
young and old, will be seen. Sprinkle tobacco 
dust plentifully, which will kill all crawfish, 
and all other animal life, which later may ad- 
vantageously be )-eplaced 1)y a generous sup- 
ply of goldfish. In a couple of days flush the 
pond and empty it once more to clean it out 
and to repuddle wdicre necessary. If this op- 
eration is repeated each year, the crawfish 
never become a source of serious danger to the 
well-being of the water-garden. 

Eels have been knowii to push through the 
clay of a puddled pond, but this so seldom 
happens that it hardly needs ,to be taken into 
consideration. '' 

It is often desirable to drain a pond, in or- 
dei; to repair its walls, to clfean it oitt, or to re- 
plant or take in tender species for the winter. 
Provisioiii should be made for this. Both out- 
let and drain may be provided as follows: Lead 
a large (four or six inch) pipe fi-om the deepest 
part of the pond to some lower outlet— sewer 
or stream. In the pond attach an elbow joint 
so as to let the pi^e turn vertically upward. 
Screw into the joint a piece of pipe just \ot\q; 



enough to reach up to the desired water level. 
Now, when the tank is lull, any overflow may 
go down the pipe and out. To empty the pond, 
it is only necessary to unscrew the upright 
piece from the elbow. The outlet shot Id in 
any case be covci-ed with a wire net to prevent 
clogging of the drain, to retain fislt, and to 
keep floating ])Ianls from being lost. 

Should the regular outlet be over a water- 
fall or dam, a large pi])e may be laid in the 
lower part of this wall. A wooden plug (it its 
inner end will close it on ordinary occasions, 
and can be removed 'when the pond is to be 
emptied. From small ponds the water can be 
dipped or siphoned out. 

Where a natural pond is subject to a sud- 
den increase in water volume, a water gate 
connected with an open ditch or culvert of suf- 
ficient size to divert the additional column of 
water must be built to obviate, damage from 
floods. 

If more than one pound is projected, con- 
nect ihem with each other by drains, making 
each a little lower than the preceding. With 
suVh an arrangement, water can be supplied 
from a fcmntain in the first pond, wdiich may be 
entirely ornamental. The sun's rays heat the 
water (lrii|)s in falling and, since it is chiefly 
the surface water which is carried off, the wa- 
ter in the last pond will have the highest tem- 
perature. This pond can then be selected for 




pensive for the purpose. The peas may be 
planted close to the garden fence, and the 
vines trained over it. The fence would not only 
make a good support but would be a good pro- 
tection from cold wdnds. A very satisfactory 
support can be made by putting a post at each 
end of the row and running two or three 
strands of telephone wire from post to post on 
each side of the row. 

Things Worth Knowing 

Home-Made Kerosene Emulsion. — The 
amateur can make this very easily. Take of 
hard soap half a pound and dissolve in one gal- 
lon of boiling water; then add two gallons o! 
kerosene and churn thoroughly for ten min- 
utes. The efficiency of the preparation de- 
pends upon thorough mixing. This stock mix- 
ture is diluted four times for scale or up to 
twenty times lor lice. The stronger dilution 
will have one gallon of kerosene to six and a 
half of water. Where the water Is very hard, 
use one gallon of sour milk to two gallons of 
kerosene. 

A Valuable Climber. — The wistaria never 
flowers until it is seven to ten ycai's old; but 
makes u]) lor the waiting after that. If left 
entirely alone as regards pruning and given or- 
dinary garden conditions, it will surely flower. 
While it can be pruned to its advantage, the 
work must be done only by one 
who thqroughly understands the 
tree. Ordinary people should 
be content with supplying some- 
thing for the limbs to climb on. 

Value of Coal Ashes. — Coal 
ashes are not fertilizer in the 
sense that they enrich the soil. 
Only traces of potash and phos- 
phoric acid are jpresent in a sol- 
uble form; The ashes are very 
useful, however, for improving 
the physical condifion of the soil, 
especialh^ of heavy , clay soils. 
y\pplications of coal ashes And 
leaf mold have converted a 
heavy infertile garden soil into a 
light and exceedingly fertile one. 
The ashes should be sifte<:I, and 
the clinkers used as a foundation 
for walks and drives^ Coal ashes 
may also be used in cellars as an 
absorbent of moisture. The sep- 
aration of the fine ashes from the 
clinkers may be dusty work, but 
it will usually more than repay 
for the time and labor.

New White Primula 



The beautiful varieties of I'rinuila shicnsis may be sown in Jlareli, .April, May 
and ,June. Tlie earlier sown are, liowever, to be preferred for making line sirons' 
l)lants witli an abundance of bloom. Croat care must be taken to have a wcll-di-.-iined 
))iit or seed-pan lilled to witliin lialf an inch "f the top with sifted h'.if - ni'julil ; luuvo 
the sui'face rather rougli, and .sprinlde the seeds thinly upon it. Tlie most sn',:cessfnl 
ralserss do not cover with soil, but after sowing the seed press down the surface tol- 
erably flrm, and place a square 'of glass over the pot. Place In a good strong heat, 
.'Shaded from strong light, and water very gently when the soil becomes dry. The 
seeds will germinate in two or three weeks, after which remove the glass and Iteep in a 
shady position. Pot off into small pots when the young plants are about half an inch 
above ground, and place near tlie glass In the frame or greenhouse- ' In their after 
culture Primulas should be kept as near as convenient to the glass, have plenty of 
fresh air, and never be kept for a long period in a high temperature, or In a dry, 
heated atmosphere.

Plant Peas Now for Early Crops 

The main object of the enterprising kitchen 
gardener is to have a good supply of delicious 
vegetables during the early summer months 
— (grown in his, or her, own garden) — and, 
what is more enjoyable than a mess of early 
green peas? 

Good peas can he grown on almost any 
garden soil, but they prefer a cool, moist, fri- 
able loam, in wdiich the rfiots can iienetrate 
deei)ly. P'or the best re.-ruilts the land must bo 
tiioi-oughly prepared, the seed sown in the 
right way and at the right time and thorough 
cultivation given to the plants. To ])repare 
the land, a good quantity of barnyard niannre 
and commercial fertilizer should first be s])rcad 
over the ground. Then break 'the soil up deep- 
ly with a plough, or dig it up with a hoe or 
spade, making trenches six inches deep and 
three feet apart for early peas and from eight 
to ten inches deep and four feet apart i"or the 
later varieties. For every fifty feet of row, 
drill one pint of seed into the trenches and 
cover about two or three inches deep. As the 
plants grow, fill in with earth until the trench 
is level with the surface. The . soil should be 
given a gpod ploughing and hoeing eyery two. 
weeks so as to keep it lobse- M free ' from " 
wee4s. Cultivation is continued until good- 
sized pods have foMM oil the vines; further 
cultivation is unnecessary. 

Almost any kind of bush or brush will 
make a good support for the vines. Poultry 
netting may also be used, but is rather too ex- 



Phlox Drummondi 
All ihe varieties of this beau- 
tiful class of annuals are worthy 
of extensive cultivation, especial- 
ly those of the grand iilora class, 
which produce such a profusion 
and diversity of their large beau- 
tifully formed and brilliantly 
colored flowers. Those of the 
compacta section growing only 
about four to si.N: inches in height 
are also highly dcsiralde for 
massing or beds, or for edgings, 
producing an effect that can 
probably be obtained by no 
other plant. All the sorts ■con- 
tinue in bloom for a long season, 
and apart from their great use- 
fulness for bedding are valuable 
for pot culture in the green- 
house, where they will give a beautiful display. 

Cullivation. — Sow the seeds in I'ebruary, 
i\tarcli, or earl}' in A|)ril, in pans, or boxes of 
light, rich soil ; sow thinly, press down firmly, 
ciiver lightly, \\-ater, and place in a gentle heat. 
The young plants will be u|i in a few days, and 
soon as they can be fairly handled they should 
be pricked out about two inches apart in pans 
or boxes to strengthen, or potted singly into 
small pots ; keep close for a few days, and 
when they are established give abundance of 
air, jdaciiig close to the glass to induce a 
sturdy growth. Ala}' is soon enough for plant- 
ing Out, ami a rather dry and sunny position is 
to be preferred. The dwarf kinds should be 
planted alxnit eight inches apart; the .ctliers, 
which grow from nine inches to one foot in 
height, with a spreading habit, may be ^planted" 
one loot or iviore apart. 



I Sweet Peas 
These well-known, lieautiful hardy annual 
climbers may be reckoned amongst , the most 
delightful of our garden flowers;' they are ex- 
ceedingly useful for covering wire fences or 
trellises, and when in full bloom j^roduce the 
most loN'ely effect. No class of annuals has 
been so much improved of late years as these, 
the new varieties being especially fine and de- 
..sirable. For button-holes, specimen glasses, 
or bouquets, we know of no subjects more 
charming in appearance or deliciously: fragrant. v.. 
For early blooming sow under glass ih' jRriii- 
ary or early in February, and plant out in 
March in a warm, sheltered position. For 
succession, sow out of doors, at intervals, from 
March to the end of May, giving plenty of wa- 



ter in dry weather. If the green seed-pods are 
picked off as they make tiieir appearance, the 
plants will continue in bloom- for a much lon- 
ger time. 

Pansies and Violas 
These beautiful, free'ilowering, hardy 
plants are easily raised from seed, and 
will richly repay theu small cost and trouble re- 
quired to grow them to perfection. For bloom- 
ing in Summer and Autumn, sow in February, 
March, and April, in pans or boxes of light 
rich soil placed in a gentle heat, and as soon as 
the young plants are large enough, prick out;, 
about two inch.es apart on rich soil 7o 
strengthen, and finally plant out six or eight 
inches apart, in ground into which a good 
quantity of well-decayed manure has been 
worked. Pansies delight in a somewhat shady 
position, and plenty of moisture in dry weath- 
er. The finest blooms are produced the second 
year, and grand flowers may be had by sowing 
in July or August in the open ground, and 
planting out in the following Spring into good 
rich soil. 



Petunias 

Petunias in their many beautiful varieties 
form a highly interesting and desirable class of 
free-flowering plants for pot or garden culture ; 
those of the grandiflora section, both single 
and double-flowered, being especially valuable. 
The blooms of these are of immense size, beau- 
tifully formed, and of the most charming and 
delicate colors ; some of the flowers ' are ex- 
quisitely veined or pencilled, dtheifi^ /blotched 
or striped. The new "Fririg'ed"' varieties, b'bth' 
double and single, produce some chiarming 
flowers, the edges of the petals being, elegantly 
cut or fringed, whilst the colqi-S' are most lyar- 
.ied' and beautiful. , ' . '4 ;.v, .. w.;,.;^^; 

Petunias for indoor cultivation may be sown 
in January or early in February, but fiiose in- 
tended for bedding out do not require to be 
sown before i\Iarch. A soil composed of two 
parts leaf-mold and one part loam, with the ,ad- 
dition of a little sharp sand, forms an excellent 
compost for these, but the seeds being, very 
small require special care in sowing. Fill your 
pots or seed-pans to near the rim and press the 
soil down firmly and evenly, sow thinly, and 
cover the seeds very slightly with fine soil, 
sprinkle gently with a. fine rose water pot, and 
place in a gentle heat of sixty or sixty-five de- 
' grees, not higher, and keep nicely moist. As 
soon as the young plants can be handled, prick 
them out about one inch apart in pots to 
strengthen, and when sufficiently advanced in 
growth pot off singly into small pots, gradual- . 
ly harden off when estabhshed, and plant out ^ 
about the middle of May. or shift into large 
pots as required. In planting Petunias out oi 
doors, ground should be selected that has not 
been freshly manured, otherwdse a superabun- 
dant foliage will retard the flowering. 

Petunia Hybrida Gi-andiflora. — A fine and 
distinct class of beautiful, large-flowering vari- 
eties producing blooms of immense size, and of 
the most chatming colors; much superior to 
the old varieties of Petunia hybrida. The 
plants are robust in habit of growth, and ad- 
mirably suited as pot-plants for the greenhouse 
or conservatory.

Large-flowered Cannas 
These magnificent plants with their beauti- 
ful spikes of brilliantly colored Gladiolus-likc 
flowers and handsome foHage, have become 
highly populai: within the past year or two, for 
bedding out oh lawns,: ^riij' for greenhouse and 
conservatory decoration. They are as easily 
grown as most bedding plants, and are grandly 
effective in groups or centres of beds. Break 
up the ground and manure as for Dahlias, and ) 
plant out in May as soon as danger from frost 
is over. They will soon start into growth and 
bloom, and if mulched wdth short well-rotted 
manure and well watered should the w^eather 
be dry, they will give a splendid show of beau- 
tiful flowers till killed by the frost in Autumn. 
In October or Noveriiber they may be taken up, 
and after a short period of rest, chvided a.nd 
potted, when they will again start into grovvth 
and bloom in" the greenhouse; or the roots may; 
be kept dormant till Spring, when they should" 
be divided and potted up for turning out again 
in May. If grown for their beautiful foliage 
alone they are well worth growing, and with 
the additional charm of their gorgeous spikes 
of beautiful flowers they cannot be too highly 
recommended. 



Double-Flowered Begonis.s 
Double-flowered Ijegonias are specially 
r'jcommended for pot culture. The colors of 
the flowers vary from the darkest crimson and 
scarlet, all the most beautiful shades 

of'salm^ and yellow, to the purest 

white. They are. easily grown, and; withithcirj 
large massive bloomr. form strikingly hand-^ 
some objects for the greenhouse or conserva- 
tory. 
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WITH THE POULTRYMAN 

The* Dangers of Breeding From Diseased 
Fowls. 

HE best thing that can possibly 
liappen to a really sciously 
diseased fowl is a i)rc)iii[;t ex- 
ter.siou of the neck. It may 
require a little courage at the 
moment, but in the end it will 
save much trouljle and worry, 
and prove a decidedly reniuner- 
— ative proceeding; and if this 

course is promptly followed with the first case 
that appears in a poultry-breeder's' yard, an 
epidemic Avill probably l)e prevciiled, and llie 
great danger of brcediui:^' diseased offspring 
will be thu.s averted. With a sick mongrel it 
is quite likcl}^ that prompt execution may be 
practised without much liesitation ; but what 
happens in the case of the highly-bred exhibi- 
' tion or pure bred specimen, or in the case of 
the pedigree layer with a champion trap-nest 
record, plus possibly a prominent position in 
one of the laying competitions? Such a bird 
is in its owner's opinion far too valuable to be 
thus peremptorily disposed of just liecause it 
happens to have contracted roup or developed 
symptoms of liver disease or tuberculosis, or 
any of the many other hereditary diseases to 
•which poultry flesh is heir. So he coddles it 
lip, doctors it with various nostrums, some- 
times suitable, oftentimes quite the reverse, 
until in the end, after a vast amount of trouble, 
he is perhaps successful in so far ]mtching up 
the patient that the outward and visible signs 
ui the inward di.'^^^ase arc dispelled and the 
bird once again presents the appearance of a 
healthy specimen, but such appearances are in 
the majority of cases delusive. A fowl that 
has once been seriously affected is rarely, if 
ever, thoroughly and safely cured, and at any 
time it is liable tinder encouraging conditions 
sucli as unfavorable Avcather, to break down 
again. But all this is not considered; the pa- 
tient is "cured" (?). and if an exhibition sjieci- 
men it is again allowed to follow its show 
career, which further strains and weakens its 
already delicate constitution, and finally, whe- 
ther a show bird or a 'utility laying sprinter, it 
goes into the breeding pen, where it will pos- 
sibly more or less, according- to the disease, 
containinate the rest of the inmates, and al- 
most certainly reproduce in its offspring the 
same undesirable troubles from which it has 
itself been a sufferer. To the thus doctoring 
up of a show specimen, there is not much to be 
.'^aid. The troulde may be l'u I'uc results 
to the owner, but under no circumstances 
should such a bird be bred from, i'hc disease 
is not only liable to again crop up at all times 
and seasons \vlicn least expected, and thus up- 
set breeding arrangements, but will alsii most 
surely bring trouble a hundredfold in the suc- 
ceC'Ung generations, whilst if eggs for hatching 
arc sold from such specimens, they may prove 
the means of spreading the disease all over the 
country. .Ask a farmer if he would knowingly 
breed from a glandjered horse or a tuberculous 
cow, and yet such a breeding woidd only be on 
a par with breeding from a fowl of either sex 
that has been affected with any of the nu- 
merous contagious and hereditary diseases to 
^vhich poultry are liable, and, possibly more 
than any other animals, inclined tfj transmit 
to their young, and which, v.'hen ihcy do not 
api)ear in the next, frequently croj) out in 
succeeding generations years afterwards. 
Cures like that above referred to are usually 
superficial ; the taint of the disease in the ma- 
jority of cases remains in the blood — lurking 
within ready to Ivreak out again on slight 
provocation, or to be transmitted to ihe oft- 
.Spring. Th.e breeder of fowls who desires lo 
])roducc stroup". healthy, vigorous stock- shoidd 
exercise the greatest possible caie in exckuling 
from his breeding pen cvcvv animal that has 
at any time shown the slightest sign of disease. 
It may seem hard at the time to kill or ostra- 
cise otherwise valuable specimens, but it will 
pay many times o\'cr in the etid, and if greater 
care in this respect were generally ])ractiscd, 
we should hear nnnrh less of poultry epidemics 
and failures in pi lult ry keeping, the length of 
1he post-mortem columns of the \-arious poul- 
try organs ^vould be considerably reduced, and 
]ioultry-kccping of all phases would be much 
more remunerative. 'It is the delicate, un- 
healthy specimen that causes so much care 
and trbuble, and in the end picks the pocket 
of its breeder. — Midlander. 



Insect Pests and Diseases. 

In a series of health hints to the poultry- 
keeper Dr. Gary of the Albama college station 
says: 

Chicken mites are the most common posts 
in nests and houses. Cleanliness is the best 
means of preventing- their multiplication. 
'"'They develop best in filthy nests and in cracks 
and under boards in chicken houses. Clean 
the house (mo\'e it if portable) and then spray 
ilie house with kcroseric oil emulsioii. If pos- 
sible apply tar in cracks and under roosting 



boards and this will catch many which escape 
the spray. Clean and spray the infested house 
and coops once per week and dip the infested 
chicken in weak kerosene solution. Never dip 
chickens in a poorly mixed kerosene solution. 
It will blister the skin if the kerosene is not 
thoroughly emulsified. Copper sulphate so- 
lution, if applied hot (to roosts, walls,^ etc.), 
will kill mites. It shoiild not be applied on 
the chickens. 

The following directions arc given for the 
preparation of the kerosene emulsion and cop- 
per sulphate solution needed for the treatment 
recommended. 

Kerosene emulsion. — Dissolve one-half 
Ijound of hard soap in one gallon of hot water, 
add two gallons of kerosene and stir or churn 
until a milky mixture (or emulsion) is formed, 
now add eight to ten gallons of water, stir or 
mix with a spray inmqi, or keep the first emul- 
sion oi soap, water and kerosene and use as 
much of it as you desire after diluting with 
eight to ten parts of v^ater. 

Copper sulphate solution. — Dissolve four to 
six pounds of copper sulphate (bluestone) in 
twenty to fifty gallons of water. v'^pray this 
over dusted or cleaned floors, walls, nests, or 
other places. When dry or the next day, 
whitewash with s])ray or bru.sh. If applied 
hot this copper suli^hate solution will kill mites. 

Whitewash is used, to a large extent pi con- 
nection with poultry houses, and is an efficient 
means of filling small cracks and making 
smooth surfaces which can not harbor vermin. 
An excellent wash for this purpose is the sb- 
called government whitewash, which is pre- 
pared as follows : 

Half a bushel of unslacked lime, slacked 
with warm water. Cover it during the process 
to keep the steam. Strain the liquid through 
a fine sieve or strainer. Add a peck of salt 
previously well dissolved in warm water, three 
pounds of ground rice boiled to a thin paste, 
and stir in boiling hot a half pound of pow- 
dered Spanish whitening (plastc of Paris) and 
a pound of glue which has been jircviously dis- 
solved over a slow fire, and add five gallons 
of hot water to the mixture. Stir well and let 
stand for a few days. ^ Cover up from dirt. It 
should be put on hot! One pint of the mix- 
lure will cover a scpiare y^rd if •properly ap- 
plied. Small brushes are best. There is noth- 
ing that compares with it for putsid^.6t inside 
work, and it* retains its brilliancy foit' many 
)'cars. Coloring ma3r l)c put into it and made 
of any shade. Spanish brown, yellow or com- 
mon clay. To it may be added two pints of 
carbolic acid, which will make it a disinfectant. 

How to Succeed V/ith the Incubator 

The supreme advantage of an incubator is 
that it is ready for use at any time. i'roperly 
handled, it will hatch as strong and vigorous 
chicks as will the hen, and they can be hatched 
nnich cheaper, too. An incubator that will 
hold as many eggs as can be covered by ten to 
thirty hens, can be given all the necessary at- 
tention in from ten to fifteen mi.ntites a day, 
and a hatch may be run off with approximate- 
ly five gallons of oil. That number of hens 
wiiuld require several times as much care and 
attention, and their feed would cost much 
more than the oil. 

February is not too early to start a hatch 
of the larger breeds, and April or May will do 
very well for the Leghorns and similar breeds. 
Broilers will be high-priced when these early- 
hatched chicks are the proper size, and fresh 
eggs will also be high in price and in great de- 
mand when the ])ullets, if properly fed and 
handled, arc ready to lay. Do not wait until 
the chicks begin to hatch before looking lor 
a brooder, but get your brooder ready at the 
same time. 

There are both "hot air" and "hot water" 
machines, and excellent results have been se- 
cured from both, but personally I prefer the 
hot air machine liecause it has seemed to be 
more easily handled. The hot water machines 
will hold the heat longer, however, if the 
source of heat dies out. 

The best place to o])erate is in an incubator 
cellar, wdiich, if properly constructed, is par- 
tially underground, with non-conducting walls, 
an air space between roof and ceiling, darken- 
ed windows and a ventilating system for keep- 
ing the "kir pure. This, however, is usually 
beyond the means of the man with one or two 
incubators, whose nearest approach to this is 
an airy house cellar. The air nmst be pure to 
secure result's, and the temperature kept as 
even as jiossiblc. To say that an incubator is 
a dangerous thing to have around is an un- 
truth—there is really no more danger from a 
properly operated incubator than there is from 
an ordinary kerosene lamp, and not half so 
much as from some oil stoves. 

As no two machines are exactly alike, it 
would be folly to endeavor to give explicit di- 
rections which ^v()^ld answer the purpjose for 
one and all. Each manufacturer knows just 
how his machine is to be oncrated and furn- 
ishes the necessary instructions. One person 
only should have the erjtire care of the incuba- 
tor, and the manufacturer's directions ought to 
be closely followed. 

Above all things, don't "fuss" with your 
machine. After settTng it up and making sure 
that it stands perfectly level, light the lamp, 
and without any eggs, ascertain positively that 
it is working properly. I'se the best oil ob- 
tainable; gas, if it is available, will save much 
labor m filling and caring for the lamps. There 



change the regulator, as it will become normal 
in a few hours. After a couple of days, turn 

the eggs twice daily, cooling them fOr a few 
minutes during the latter part of the hatch. If 
light .shelled, test the eggs for fertility after 
five days in the machine; if dark shelled, after 
eight days. This nnist be done when i;hey are 
turned and airpd. Infertile eggs (which are to 
be removed) are perfectly clear, but in the 
others the chicks can be seen developing. Egg 
testers are furnished with some machines, but 
a small one suitable for all purposes may be 
purcha.sed for twenty-five cents. If you do not 
have this, a newspaper may be rolled into a 
lube, and with the egg at one end held toward 
a lamp, the testing may be done in a dark 
room, I have also tested many eggs with such 
a tube by looking through them toward the 
sun, ' 

Fresh laid eggs, of course, are the best for 
hatching, but if it is necessary to keep them 
any length of time, they should be stored in a 
cool place and turned frecpiently. Jn no case 
should duck and hen eggs be placed together, 
better results being usually obtained by plac- 
ing in the incubator eggs of only one breed. 
At the end of the nineteenth day, turn the eggs 
for the last time and close the machine until 
the hatch is completed. If the proper tempera- 
ture has been maintained, the>eggs will begin 
to pipp at the end of the twentieth day and the 
chicks should all be out' within twenty-four 
hours. Ducks will be a little slower in coming 
out on account of the toughiiess oi the shell. 

1 have said nothing -about the proper tetti- 
perature, because So much- depends' -upon the 
position of the thermoVneter. About 103 de- 
grees Fahrenheit is usually right, and although 
some machines require the use oi mofsturc 
during the hatch, directions to this effect will 
accompany the incubator. The tray with the 
shells and unhatchcd eggs is removed as soon 
as the hatch is conqjletecl, but the chicks may 
remain a day longer. They Avill require no 
feeding for twenty-four or thirty-six hours af- 
ter hatching. , 

■f How to Make Hens Lay 

'It is a mistaken idea to expect eggs if 
])roper care is not given the hens. Any jjcrson 
thinking he will gel eggs in winter by giving 
a .couple of corn feedings a day will be very 
tnuth disappointed. ' F^^^* only the best ma- 
teriails, avoid tainted m^'afand sloppy food, and 
always give plenty of grit, charcoal and oyster 
shells for the hens to pick at. 

Last spring, I hatched out fifty-three chicks, 
all pure bred. They were Single Comlj White 
Orpingtons, Barred Plymouth Rocks and Piuff 
Cochins. My pet choice was the Orpingtons, 
,so I disposed of the other breeds. These Orp- 
ingtons were hatched the 23rd day of April, 

1906, and the first one commenced to lay the 
first week in October. I sold all but eleven 
pullets, three cockerels, and one cock. I only 
let one cockerel or the cock run with them at 
once, keeping the others penned vp. I only 
commenced to keep a i"ecord since Januarv 1st, 

1907, but they averaged about the same during 
the previous month. During January, from 
the 1st to 31st, these pullets laid fourteen and 
one-half dozen eggs, which I think is very 
good. 

1 feed a hot mash in the morning consisting 
oi one-third bran, t\vo-thirds crushed corn and 
crushed oats. To this is added one-sixth part 
of clover. These ingredients are mixed thor- 
oughly together in a dry state, afterwards 
adding boiling water so as to make a l.)all, still 
keeping the food in a dry state so that when 
squeezed in the hand, it is not sticky but read- 
ily crumbles when dropped on the ground in 
the shed. 

Their midday meal consists of an even mix- 
ture of wheat, buckwheat, oats, sunflower 
seeds, barley, and Kaffir corn. This is thrown 
amongst short litter sweepings from the hay 
loft, and at night, before going to roost, tlicy 
are fed all the v.-hole corn they care to eat. I 
also feed them fresh meat scraps, ground 
through the mincer, every other day, at the 
same time grinding some stale bread crusts. 
After mincing a few handfuls of bran, using 
bran in proportion to meat, 1 find the bran acts 
as a separator for the meat and after thorough- 
h' mixing the meat will resemble inlls about as 
large as a string bean, i also sus])end two 
cabbage heads every \\'eek- for them to peck at. 
During N'cry se\-ere we.'ither the drinking wd- 
tcr is warmed. It is surprising how much wa- 
ter they will drink when the chill is taken off. 

The house is open to all weathers and oyer 
the door, which faces southeast, are two holes 
about six inches square for ventilation. These 
are neyer covered up even when, the tempera- 
ture is below zero. The house is 8 x 8 ft. and 
nine feet high in the front and se\-en in the 
back'. '!'l;e liens ha\^e a l;ii-g(} o|)eri shed facing 
southeast, in which to exercise, and in fair 
weather they have free range. — Chas. H. Rice.

Late.-hatched Chicks 

T am not a very strong- believer in the pro- 
fitableness of late-hatched chicks. My experi- 
ence inis been that, unless the season has been 
unusually late there is little profit in chicks 
that are hatched out after the middle of June. 
I make it an mvanable rule not to set any eggs 




after the first of this month, except a few in- 
tended to furnish late fries for home use. 

From now on, until after the completion of 
the molt the old lireeding birds will all be in a 
more or less debilitated, run-down conditipn, as 
a natural consequence, summer eggs seldom 
hatch well, nor are the chicks strong and vig- 
orous that do happen to hatch. Lice are most 
troublesome at this time of year, and they, to- 
gether with the excessively hot weather, make 
life anything but ])leasant and easy for the lit- 
tle fellows, Those chicks that are so fortunate 
as to escape being stunted by these two causes, 
have not a sufficient length of time in Which to 
nuiturc before the arrival of winter, and when 
cold weather sets in, an end is put to their de- 
^■elo]mlent and they ne\'er liecomc anything 
more than runts. 

When I first started with standard-bred 
poultry I was of course, desirous of making the 
start as cheaply as pos.sible, and so the offers 
of file various fanciers to furnish eggs from 
their best matings at half price after July 1st, 
were very attractive to me. I tried to get a 
good start with a fancy stock in this way, for 
two seasons, but finally had to give it uu as be- 
ing beyond niy powers. While I could nearly 
always succeed in raising a few chicks, cold 
weather always ^et in before they were any- 
where near matured, and put an end to their 
growth. However, just because they had 
"blood" behind them, I was so foolish as to 
carry over during the winter for two successive 
years, a greater or less number of badly under- 
sized ]Dullets, using them in my breeding ])ens. 
This soon began to have a disastrous et'fect up- 
on the size and stamina of the entire flock. 

In conclusion, no matter from what view- 
point' one looks at the matter, late-hatched 
chicks ai-e a losing proposition, unless one 
hatches out only just enough to supply his own 
family table during the fall and early winter 
with young fried chicken, and for this purpose 
a I;rood or two are very desirable. As a mat- 
ter of fact, I make it a point to have a few nice 
fries oil hand at all times of the year. 



AROUND THE FARM 

Feeding the Cow 

^^HIS subject is one about which a 
great deal has been written, yet 

there is much that is unsaid, as there 
is something being learned every day 
about the feeding of farm animals. 
Theories of a decade ago have been 
shattered and new ones built up from the 
fragments. A theory, to be of any value, must 
be built up on facts. It must work out in 
practice. That is where many a theory has 
met its doom. The latest scientific work of 
inetj who make a specialty of feeding have been 
the combination of science and practice. The 
result of such work has great value. The ex- 
l)erimfnts of Prof. Ilacckcr arc of value be- 
cause they arc carried on with a combination 
of scientific theory an.d practical work. How- 
ever. I think that the problem is far from being 
solved. The future holds for us the untangling 
of many mysteries which puzzle us now. 

There is one thing that we all should do. 
That is to theorize a little ourselves. We 
should never feed a cow without having some 
idea as to what will become of the feed; if. its 
((uality and quantity arc such that the best re- 
sults as to cce)noniy and yield arc obtained. 

It has been demonstrated by years of ex- 
jjcrience that a cow will use only a certain 
amount of feed for milk production. 

After you have given a cow enough food to 
maintain her body and manufacture her pro- 
ducts, the surplus is used to produce fat or is 
thrown off. Yet we see a farmer fill his cow's 
mangers full to overflowing with roughage, 
satisfied in himself that "the more feed, the 
more milk," This is a great mistake. Again we 
see a man give a cow, that does not yield much 
milk, more feed than the rest, "tr) get her upi in 
milk," he says. It is a good thing, a fine thing 
to feed our cows plenty. Too many are under-- 
fed. But I honestly think a man does not un- 
derfeed his cows through ignorance. It is 
through lack of feed. , 

But many a man wastes tons of feed each 
vear through ignorance of the laws of feeding. 
'Jdie first thing is to learn your herd.. Know 
which cow eats lots of hay and which eats 
less. Thus grain may be saved. Feed your 
cows about one pound to two, three of four 
pounds of milk, yielded according to the rich- 
ness of milk and condition of cow. Never feed 
A\-hoIe grain to a cow. Much is wasted and it 
is cheaper to grind feed by steam tliau by cow 
force. Always feed in a perfectt}' clean, sweet 
manger, wbicli should be shallow and easily 
swept. If a cow refuses her feed, remove it 
right away. Her roughage should be fed in a 
clean manger and no more than the cow will 
cat up clean, from two to six pounds per feed. 

I will say again : Study your cowfs. They 
will teach you more than lots of books. Riead 
dairy and stock papers and,books. Talk to 
scientific men and you? .mind will broadem 
You will find new interest in your cow. As a 
parting shot I will say, give her salt, warm 
water and kind words; feed her well and she 
will love you and be your best friend, showing 
it by substantial returns in the milk pail. — Ex- 
change.

The Care of Puppies. * 

Perhaps there is nothing tliat appeals so 
generally to all mankind, young or old, as a 
happy, healthy little pup. Plave you ever seen 
one go unnoticed on the street? Everyone 
from the child who is half afraid, to the old 
lady who is trying to keep the puppy's muddy 
feet off her gown— everyone .gives him an in- 
dtdgent smile and sometimes a pat or two. 
'f'herc is nothing more trustful, more '"happy- 
go-lucky," than a normal ]nq), but there is 
nothing so pathetic as a sick one. 

There arc a great many different ways of 
bringing- up a pup. Necessarily, a prospective 
show dog could not be let loose to roam the 
streets, neither should any puppy unless his 
home is on a comparatively quiet thorough- 
fare. Certain toy breeds, such as the black- 
and-tan, are too delicate to be kept outdoors 
except in the warmest weather. The foUov,'- 
ing suggestions, however, apply to the average 
canine — the terriers, fox, bull, Boston, Irish, 
Airedale; and other dogs like the St. Bernard, 
setter and cocker spaniel. 

The three things most essential to a pup's 
welfare are exercise, fresh drinking water and 
the right sort of food. By exercise I do not 
mean that a young dog should be taken on 
long walks, for he naturalh^ exercises himself 
to a great extent. But he should be kept on 
the go, if strong, straight legs are desired, not 
to mention the importance that air and sun- 
light have on the health. Give himian outaoor 
kennel — a box boarded on all sides— rand when 
the little fellow has played till he is. tired, he 
will seek this shelter. The box should be 
placed on a slightly elevated platform an3 
should face the south. It should have an open- 
ing a few inches from the floor, and a gener- 
ous bedding of straw, or pine shavings, if the 
fleas become troublesome. When the pup is 
large, care must be taken that his kennel is 
not too small. If this is the case he will get 
into the habit of crouching, which will give 
liim a pecular deformed lobk. If he be given 
a half hour's walk every day this is quite 
enough for regular exercise, and on the/hot 
summer days it is well to take him out very 
early, or after sundown. Of course, in the ex- 
tremely cold weather, Avheh the piq) seems 
more inclined to cuddle in his Iiox than pl3.y, 
it would be wise to take him out for a scamper 
as often as possible, and , if he. still seems to 
feel the cold he had better be removed to his 
night quarters. When driving or motoring he 
should wear a sweater. 

Do not forget that a dog needs fresh water 
and plenty of it. Water is one of nature's 
medicines and is absolutely necessary to a dog. 
Keep a clean basin filled with it so that at afl 
times the puppy can drink as much as he likes. 

Concerning the right kind of food for a 
young dog, there is a great divergence of opin- 
ion. Some advocate quite a bit of meat, others 
none at all. The happy medium is a very 
safe course to pursue. Take a puppy wh ^. he 
is, say, two months old. He will need four 
meals a day. One should be given the first 
thing in the morning, the next at noon, one 
during the afternoon, and the last late in the 
evening. The last meal is the most important, 
as it is necessary for a nnnnv t''- have a full 
stomach so that he will not become chilled 
through the night. This meal should also be 
the heartiest and consist of meat, stale brcad> 
vegetables, and enough soup to moisten it, but 
not to make it too mushy. If he appears bloat- 
ed after eating, he has cither had too much, or 
he is infested witli worms and is in need of a 
vermifuge. 

P'or the first meal in the morning, a little 
cereal, such as oatmeal, shredded wheat or rice, 
with some boiled milk, may be given. The 
noon fare may consist of dry dog biscuit, and 
the afternoon meal may be made of broth 
thickened with rice, cornbread, or any scraps. 
Avoid all sweets, starchy foods usually, and 
never give a puppy hot. greasy, rich, or highly 
seasoned food. 

If he seems deficient in bone, put an even' 
teaspoonful ot precipitated i)liospbate of lime 
in the food three times a day. 

When you go out in a storm, unless you 
intend to be gone a long time, do not liesitate 
to take the pup with jpu. On returning, how- 
ever, he shoidd be thoroughly dried and given 
something a little warm to drink. 

Young dogs are very liable to fits from 
worms, over-feeding and various other causes. 
Do not let a iiupiij^ in a fit run around; they 
cannot see where they arc going, and often 
bump into things, sustaining serious injuries. 

Perhaps distemper is the most dreaded dis- 
ease that may attack a dog. It usually is ush- 
ered in b}' all the symptoms of a head cold and 
requir^sjntelligent and unremitting care. Even 
wheri'it is apparently all oyer, the dog is some- 
times taken with some incurable disease sucli 
as St. Vitus's dance (called chorea), blindness, 
or paralysis. . 

Although in many cases, the same medi- 
cines are good for man and beast, this is not. aU:; 
ways a safe rule to follow. Some drugs which;: 
are quitc_harm1ess to people are deadly to dogs* 
while laudanum, for instance, so poisonous_to 
man, may be given in large quantities , to a 
very young puppy. * ,,

FICTION, industrioush' kept up by 
the press, is that King Edward is a 
first-class shot. He is, and always 
has been, a keen sportsman, and 
loves a good day's shooting, but he is 
not and never has been a really good 
shot. 

The Prince of Wales is beyond dispute a 
first-class all round game shot. But the King 
is not really even to be called a moderate shot 
in the first-class company with which he 

shoots. As in everything else where a king is 
concerned, there is a strict etiquette to be ob- 
served when he shoots. 

His host never shoots, but stands behind 
the Kin.g, and hcartil3' agrees with His ]\la- 
jest}', when, as is his custom, he turns around 
after droppins;- a birdj with a .genial smile and 
ilu' riMuark, "'Jdiat was a ,L';oo(.1 shot." A bird 
that the King has missed goes free; no one 
else may fire at it after it has escaped the royal 
cartridge and passed the royal sportsman. 
The number of such fortunate birds is great. 

Some years ago, when he was Prince of 
Wales,^the K^ing caused an intimation to he 
given to a certain nol)leinan that he proposed 
to honor him with a three days visit to shoot 
his pheasants. Several years in succession the 
big bags secured on this nobleman's shoots had 
attracted great attention. .It was unfortunate 
that the ,1'rince was late in lids particular, 

W'licn t!ie notification of his intended visit 
was received the coverts had been recently and 
thoroughly shot. But the noble owner had 
never had the honor of entertaining the Prince 
of Wales, and foolishly refused to let the op- 
portunity slip. Instead of saying that his 
birds were practically all shot and su,y-gcstin.g 
that llic Prince nught favor him next season, 
he bought up thousands of hand reared birds 
and turned them ijito the coverts, then trusted 
to luck. 

Fortune naturally would not favor so poor 
a sportsman. On arriving at the first stand be- 
fore e\'en the beaters had started the Prince ' 
was displeased. He has always liked comfort, 
but when he saw a large cork, rug with the 
Prince of Wales' feathers st/lnpAd thereon in 
gilt to keep his royal fcet dry he quickly order- 
ed' 'its removal.

So much has recent!}' been written, says 
Engineering, about the engineering feat ac-

As long ago as 1899 they undertook a similar 
con.tract for the repair of the steamship iViil- 
watikee. This vessel, then belonging to Messrs. 
Elder, Dernpster & Co., but now owned by 
the Canadian Pacific Railway Company, had 
an over-all length of nearly 500 ft. vShe ran on 
the rocks off tlie Abcrdcoii.-hire coast, and Was 
cut into two ])ortions amidsliips bv means of 
dynaniilc cartridges. The after portion was 
l.irought, partly under her own steam, stern 
first, and attended by steam tugs, to Wallsend- 
on-Tync. A new fore part was constructed in 
the builders' yard and duly launched. The old 
and the new portions were then towed into dry 
(lock and joined together. The whole repair 
was a success from first to last, and excited at 
the time the admiration of the engineering 
world. 




NEW MINING UNDERTAKING 

,HE activity which prevails within the 
Swedish industrial world is simply 
amazing; amalgamations, expansions 
and extensions on a large scale are 
the order of the day. The latest 
move in this connection is the ex- 
tension of the Lulea Iron Works and the ]nii'- 
chase by this concern of the Svappavaara iron- 
ore deposits in Lapland, It has been decided 
to erect a double briquette plant at Lulea, and 
to build an additional number of workmen's., 
dwellings, as the number of hands will have to 
be materialh' increased. The capital will also 
be increased !)}' the issue of 1440 new shares of 
a nominal value of 500 kr. each, but recently 
1250 kr. has been ]iaid per share, in \vliich case 
the increase of caj)ital ^vi!l amount to about 
1,800,000 kr. The present capital of the Lulea 
Iron Works is -2.280.000 kr.. and. according to 
its concessioia, the maximum capital m^y be 
6,000,000 kr. The Svappavaara Iron Ore De- 
posits Company, which has a capital of 4,000,- 
000 kr., has not so far paid any dividends, al- 
though the Svapp.avaara ore deposits are con- 
sidered some of the richest in vSwedcn. AVherc 
romu^.erati^^c working has not }'et been estab- 
lished, the reason is usually the difficult condi- 
tions of transport, but this difficult}' will be 
overcome by the construction of a railway from 
Svappavaara to the Gellivara-Riksgranscn 
Railway — by which the other large J..ap!and 
pre deposits .ship-their ore to either dbast. A: 
concession for the building of this railway was 
applied for some time ago, and it is understood 
that the concession w'll now be granted, in 
which case the railway in question will no 
doubt promptly be taken in hand. The exten- 
sion of the .Lulea iron Works points toward.s 
at least part of the S^'appavaara iron-ore bein.g 
handled wdthin tlic country. The Svappavaara 
mines have been taken over by the Lulea Iron 
Works at a price of 8,000,000 ly,, or twice the 
nominal.; v^lue of the . sljtare capital. — Engin-

The Air of Mines 

Tile air of mines, say.s a writer in 
Engineering^ may be vitiated and ren- 
liered dangerous to man In a variety 
of ways. Processes of oxidation are 
constantly going on in the soil which 
result in the impoverishment of the 
oxygen of the air in wells and mines, 
and the formation of carbonic ticid. 
Iron pyrites (Fe S2) is decomposed by 
moist "air. Fe S04 is formed, and sul- 
pliiir is oxidised into S02. The S02 
combines with water to form H2 SOS, 
and tills i). its iurii oxidises to H2 
S04. The sulphuric acid thus formed, 
coming in contact with carbonate of 
lime in the soil, evolves carbonic acid. 
Air impoverished by such oxidative 
lirocesses becomes insuflident to sup- 
jiort combustion when' the oxygon ten- 
sion falls from the normal 21 to 17.3 
per cent, of an atmosphere. The pres- 
ence of sucli impoverished air l.s shown 
by the extinction of a lamp or candle, 
l^ure choke, or "black damp," as such 
deoxygenated air Is called, contains 85 
tj 95 per cent, nitrogen, and 15 to 5 
per cent, carbonic acid. The amount 
of black damp formed In mines is 
enormous; 2,000 to 5,000 cubic feet 
per minute is a common r|uantily, and 
the oxidativi> process which produces 
it is the ct'':,.-i cause of heat in iiiliies. 
Choke-danip i-oines out from the soil 
Into mine or well, especially wlien the 
barometer Is falling. Firc-dairip, or 
methaiK% given off by the coal is fro- 
(luently present with choke-damp. It 
gives the well-known jiale cap-llame 
to the miners' lamps when present to 
the extent of more tiiun 2 per cent., 
and is explosive in jiercentage a))ove fi 
per cent, u has no poisonous action 
on man, except in so far as it dilutes 
the oxygen of the air. When the oxy- 
gen is reduced to 15 per cent.— that Is, 
less than sufficient to support a flame 
— sliglit dizziness and shortness of 
breath may occur . on exertion. When 
the tension of oxygen falls to ten per 
cent, the respirations of a man who is 
resting become deeper and more fre- 
quent, and the color of the face dusky; 
and when the tension reaches 7 per 
cent, the mind become.') confused, mus- 
cular power impaired, the face leaden 
111 color, the heart palpitate.i, and the 
respiration becomes panting. At 
slightly lower tensions than this, con- 
sciousness is lost and life is in immi- 
nent danger. The discomfort felt by 
the person expo.--ed to gradually de- 
creasing tensions of oxygen is often 
slight, and gives little or no warning 
c,f danger. Hence, the great risk of 
going into deoxygenated air without a 
breathing apparatus, and the neces- 
sity of ensuring that the oxygen sup- 
ply to the breathing-bug of such an 
apparatus .should not fall unbeknown 
to the wearer. It is absolutely essen- 
tial that tht! gauge of the oxygen sup- 
ply should hv. placed in a position vis- 
ible to the wearer. Ure<i,thiiig an ex- 
cess of oxygen up to one atmosphere 
of pure oxygen has no effect on the 
rate of the oxidative process of the 
human body. Such an excess (50 to 
70 per cent 02 in the Fieuss-Slebe- 
Gornian breaihing-bag) can be 
breathed in perfect safety tor many 
hours. It is not, however, safe to 
breathe an excessively oxygenated 
atmosphere for long periods, becausi.? 
oxygen In high concentrations iiro- 
duces (1) Inflammation of the lungs; 
(2) poisorsin.T of the nervous system, 
and convulsions. Exposure to three 
atmospheres of pure oxygen very rap- 
idly ii'auses convulsions In animals. 
lOugliieering describes some ^•<"ry sug- 
gestive experiments witli the self- 
breathing apparatus mad,, by Messrs. 
Siebe Gorman & <'o. for use in the 
case of mine explosions and fires.

STRANGE STORIES 
AOOUT LEAP YEAR 

Something of Way in Which 
Months of Calendar Have 
Beef) Juggled'' 



The way in which the monllis 
wliich form our year hpve been shak- 
en up and juggled around pared down 
here and padded out there, malces a 
mighty interesting story. 

The first European division of the 
year that we know anything tihout 
had only ten months and 304 days. 
This was the invention of Romulus, 
who must liave had a lovely time 
patching up tilings so as to come out 
even. 

They evidently did set into a pretty 
bad mess, for Numa Pomplllus, the 
second King of Rome, had to add 
tw.o whole months. Jaiauary and Feb- 
ruary. January, named after Janup, 
the god who presided .over the be- 
ginning, of the year, was made the first 
of the twelve months. 

February from a Latin word mean- 
ing to expiate, was clapped onto the 
cTid, that being conslddrod the ap- 
Iiropriato period for repentance. ' It 
stayed tlu^re for 200 years before it 
finally got itself promoted to second 
place. And it has somehow always 
been February which was taclded 
first if anybody wanted to do any- 
thing to tlie cahuidar. 

Even with Nuiua's twelve months 
the year had only 354 days. Tiie 
1 trouble was that the ancients had 
a very great regard for the moon and 
mere trying to make tlie months fol- 
low exactly the moon's revolutions. 
The result was that the year was 
eleven days too short and tlie sea- 
sons were climbing over tlieaiselves 
in the most confusing fashion. 

Something had to he done, and, 
of course, February W'as chosen as 
the month to be tinkered vvlth. The 
change was so clumsy that one won- 
ders how anybody could manage dates 
at all under such a systoju. 

Every alternate year a whole month 
was donated to the year, but for some 
reason, instead of putting It between 
two months, It was thrust squarely 
Into February, between the 24th and 
the 25th of that long sufferng 
month. The length of this interca- 
iarly month, as it was called, was It- 
self alternated every alternate year 
and so the length of the year was 
made pretty nearly correct. 

It was now one day too long, how- 
over, instead of being ten days too 
short, so that still another clumsy 
device had to he arranged for cor- 
recting this. The year was of dif- 
ferent lengths at different times, but 
once in twenty-four years it cani'e'' 
around to the riglit point and then 
started all over agaii. 

Shrewd Priests. 

That is, it would have come 
around all right If It had been' let 
alone. But the management of the 
calendar was in the hands of the 
priests, wlio could alter the length 
of the intercalary month— poor ireb- 
ruary again! — to suit tliem.selves. 
These shrewd gentlemen, therefore, 
used tu .spin out tlie month when 
they wanted to hang onto an i. f flee 
I'or themselves or friends, or would 
cut it short if they we're in a huri>'. 
for the annual elections. 

As may well be believed, the com- 
rioii peojde had 

of the right way of numing their 
complicated calendar. They didn't 
know whether the priests were doing 
the thing properly or not; so it was 
confusion worse confounded as timo

. The BrltlBh people thought they 
were being robbed of something when 
tlie change Wf-s made, and crowds of 
thorn paraded wltli the demand: "Give 
us bade 'our eleven days!" For by 
that time the difference had, increased 
another day. "~ 

Having corrected past errors Greg- 
ord decided to keep things straight 
in future, so he decreed that only 
those century years which are divisi- 
bly by 400 should be leap years. For 
instance, 160q ..and i2Q00 would be leap 
years, but 1700, '1800 .' and,' 1900 would 
not be. 

That makes things come out so ex- 
actly that now there will be a ditter- 
Guoe of only one day 3,900 years. It 
Is proposed, therefore, to make the 
year 4000, which would be . a leap 
year, a common year, and then we 
will he all right again tor another 4,- 
000 years. - , * 

Just why leap year received tnat 
name is not quite clear. That it dates 
back a long way Is certain foi It is 
found to have been in vogue in the 
Middle Ages. 

Some authorities say that it is be- 
cause the days followin;? I'eh. iJ leap 
a day beyond where they would have 
been had the year been an irdiimi.N 
one. For instance, if Marui 1 would 
have come on Tuesda>' leap \ear puts 
it on Wednesday mstead. 

Another reason is that in i'.ns ai.d 
formerly the 29th and :;stli •■•! .I'elj- 
rtiary v/ere one in the eve of the la\.-. 
The "28th, as the regular day, was 
considered lhal one; and the 29th, 
though civillv held as a day was not 
one legally. Ko that the legal year did 
leallv leal") that day. 

One n.anie for It Is bissextile year, 
a name which goes back to old Ro- 
man times for its origin. At that 
time the diiys were counted backward 
from the beginning of the next month. 
I'ebruarv 25 was the sixth day be- 
fore the' kalends of March— acxtus ad- 
Kalcndas Alartias. The additional 
duv that Caesar put in hetween the 
24th and 25ti) v/as called blssextum, 
and so the year came to be known as 
the bissextile year.

The Island of Celebes, nearly halt of

—is a crinii- peculiar to foreign coun- 
tries and unknown to free and happy 
Uritiiin. That. Iiowever, is where they 
make a mistal;e. 

There are all sorts of pains and pen- 
alties oil the statuti- book relative to 
lieculiar Britisli forms of lose majeste. 
Manv of them have fallen into oblivion 
or a'bevance owing to 0110 cause or an- 
other, but they could be still enforced 
if those in high plii-ces claimed all they 
are strictly entitled to no. 

It is, for instance, technically a pun- 
ishable offence to stick a penny stamp 
on a letter upside down. Doing so is to 
insult the king through his effigy, and 
a few centuries ago— supposing penny 
stamps to liave been in use then — miglit 
easily have landed the ofllender in pris- 
on a charge of seeking to bring rld- 
iculo on the Sovereign, or to express 
contempt for his authority by causing 
bis picture to stand on its head. 

Also it is a punish.able offence to cle- 
faeo a coin of the realm bearing the 
Iloyal image and then deliberately to 
put it into circulation again. 

Any private individual who audaci- 
ously hoisted the Royal standard over 
his ■dwelling v.-ould get into serious 
trouble. He would be peremptorily or- 
d'er.-id to take It down and abjectly ap- 
ologize, and if he escaped a heavy fine 
would have to thank His Majesty's for- 
bearance for his good luck. The Royal 
standard is the emblem of the King's 
regal authority, to be displayed only 
whore he is ))ersonalIy present, and 
for a subject to hoist it Is nomin.ally 
equivalent to high treason. Tho Union 
Jack, as tlie flag of tiiu nation, is a 
different thing altogether, and can bo 
displayed by anybody. 

It is popularly supposed that in this 
country a man can get up and say -what- 
ovcr he lilces about tlie Sovereign with 
impunity. This is true only within 
strictly defined limits. A .Socialist ora- 
tor can publicly denounce the theoretic- 
al evils of monarchical Institutions and 
announce a decided preference for a re- 
public, and nobody can touch him. 

But If he once began to speak insult- 
ingly or slightingly of the King per- 
sonally he would be at once "run in" 
or at least effectually suppressed by the 
nearest policeman. 

To strike the King would, according 
to tlie strict letter of the law, render 
tli3 assailant liable to Qm death penal- 
ty no matter how trifling the blow was 
In reality. 

I.ieui. i'ape, w-ho is usually reckoned 
among those who attempted tho life of 
tlie late Queen Victoria, could not have 
actually contemplated murder. Ho had 
no lethel Weapon In his possession at 
the time of the outrage, but he struclc 
Her Majesty across the face with bis 
walking stick. This was sufficient to 
bring him witliin the sliadow of the 
scaffold. He was condemned to death 
and would have been lianged had his 
sentence not been commuted. 

Apart from the direct methods of 
conimittin.g lese majeste in Kn.gland — ■ 
and the foregoing does not by any means 
exhaust the list — the unwary subject 
can be guilty of tlie offence in a more 
round-about way. 

It is lese majeste to bring the King's 
uniform into contempt. Members of 
theatrical companies who have appeared 
on the stage as comic characters .'ittired 
in discarded military or naval iiiiiforms 
have occasionally been unpleasantly re- 
r iinded of this fact. Careful stage man- 
agers put themselves on the safe side 
by seeing that no uniform, whether it 
be worn by the hero, villain or low 
eoiiiedian of the piece, is an ex.act copy 
of the real uniform of any branch of 
His Majesty's forces. — Pearson's Weekly.

It Is quite obvious that his experiments 
established the efficiency of the self- 
lireathlng apparatus provided by Messrs. 
iiiebe, Gorman & Co., and approved by 
the recent Uoyal ConiPiission 011 Mines. 
It was a surprise to niost people thxt 
this oommtssloa did not make a strong- 
er plea for swJh legislation as would en- 
sure the use of rescue appliances. Par- 
liament has long ulnce established pre- 
cisdents of inti;rference in relations be- 
tween employer and workman, and of- 
ten In Instances where tho danger la less 
and where prevention Involvew a. greater 
expenditure," so} that there van be no 
question of principle.

^Vllcthcr these prices will afford remun- 
eration to the company It Is dilficult to 
seeing tliat tlie greater part of the 
current will proliably be steam-pro- 
duced, and tliat tho concession is not a 
very long one. Besides this, the town 
lias" reserved the right to purohasB on 
the followln,g conditions; — The town is 
to receive an annual payment of 20 
francs per kilometve of inriliis laid, plus 
10 per cent, of llie gross receipts for 
tlie sale of current.

Mr. .Sinclair (Lilj., N.S.), In pre- 
senting die resolulion, eulogized the 
great lisliln;^ mdustrv of the Domin- 
ion. Canada, has at jiresent a virtual 
monopoly in tile lob.ster business of 
the world. Tlie iisliermen of this 
country, said Mr. Sinclair, were brave, 
strong, temperate men, but their earn- 
in.gs were very small, averaging less 
than 5;5'50 a year. He submitted that 
the government could do a great deal 
to eiicourago and develop the fishing 
industry. The British government 
luid greatly increased the Scotch fish- 
eries. In -some cases money had been 
loaned to tlie fisliernieii in order to 
enable them to get new boats and lo 
adopt more up-to-date methods. In- 
spection was also important. Scotch 
fish brought higher prices than Can- 
adian fish In tho New York 'markots 
because It was more systemattoally in- 
apected. 

He condemned tho present admlnis.- 
tratlon of the-Dominlon Fisheries 'D'e- 
partment. The departn-ieiit had • BOt.- 
ten into a rut and was doing little real 
good. : 
Mr. Cliksholm (Lib. Antlffonlsh): 
strongly favored the appointment of a 
comniittet! and as did ailso Mr. Hugheia 
(Lib., P. E. I.) . . ■ . . 

Improvement Badly Needed. ^ 

Mr. R. L. Borden spoko 0^ the need 
of some improvement In tlie conditions 
of the fishing Industry. Dealing with 
tho question of tho appointment of 
fishery officers, he remarked that In 
Nova Scotia tiiese appointments were 
not very satlsfactoiry. . ,','There come 
continually to me," said Mr.' Bordeti, 
"representations, especially from the 
soutii shore of Nova Scotia, of- reput- 
able men tolling me that the adminis- 
tration of these fishery officers Is 
largely for political purposes, and that 
men who are Conservatives are pro- 
ceeded against very strictly and that 
men who are strong Liberal partisan.^ 
are not dealt with very liarshly." 

Mr. Fielding — My information is the 
reverse. 

Mr. Borden thouglit that showed 
that there was need for a commission 
to enquire into these matters. He 
pointed out that the method under 
which men were appointed and re- 
munerated was not a very business- 
like one. Tliey were ajipolnted on 
very small salaries, and then were 
travelling around on their own horses 
and carriages and charged the liire 
up as expenses. These men should 
'ho appointed to carry out the law 
without fear of resentment from any 
political iiarty. ■ ■ - 

Mr. Borden read a communication 
from the Board of Trade at Halifax 
setting forth their views on the sub- 
ject of the depletion of fisheries, and' 
in this it was also set' forth that the 
officers of the department did not en- 
force the law. 

Farmed to Party Friends. 
Mr. Borden criticized the govern- 
ment's policy in regard to fi.5hing fran- 
chises In inland waters. These were 
farmed out to party friends, many of 
whom were not In the fishery business. 
He also urged that if a new commit- 
tee was to bo created, it should have 
charge of forest and mines, and, in- 
deed, of our natural resources gener- 
ally. 

Mr. Roche (Lib., Halifax) said that 
tho whole fishery business had been 
revolutionized by modern conditions. 
Fast transportation was now essential. 
In order to facilitate th.xt it liad been 
necessary to build many wharves in 
Nova Scotia. He i-egretted that the 
Government liad been suspected of 
building these wharves for political 
purposes. Mr. Roche complained 
tliat American factory owners were 
monopolii'.ing tho fish business on the 
coast of Nova .Scotia. 

Dr. Daniels (Conservative, St. .lohn, 
N. B.), In -supporting the motion, said 
that the fishery question was not an 
ISastorn question. It -wiis a matter of 
national interest. The business in 
British Columbia last year amounted 
to .?!t,.S50,000 and in Nova Scotia $8,- 
25!), OSS. The Maritime Board of 
Trade had recommended that a board 
be appointed something like the 
Scotcli Fishery Board. 

Should be Non- Partisan. 
Jlr. Daniels tliotig'nt that the Ad- 
ministration Khoiild be non-partls,an 
and that more effort should bo made 
to acquire scientific knowledge as to 
tho breeding, preservation and curing 
of fish. In the !3ay o<: -Fundy tho dog- 
fish were very destructive, and there 
were other enemies of tho edible fisli 
whicli were destroying many flsliing 
fields. 

Mr. Kennedy (Liberal, B. C.) -.^poke 
of the grfat Importance of the salmon 
industry. British- ('olumbla, contributed 
more money to the revenues of the 
country from her fisheries than all the 
otl-ier jirovlnces combined, yet less 
money was spent in that province to 
encourage the fisheries tha-,n was spent 
in Nova Scotia or- New Brunswick. 
He submitted "tliat- the^■Kl3he^les De- 
partment was suffcrlngvfrom too much 
red tape, and favored- the appointment 
of some officer on the Pacific coast 
with wide powers and dl.scretlon. 
Advantages of Committee. 
Mr. Lefurgey (Conservative, P. E. I.) 
gave figures to prove that the fishery 
business was on tho increase, yet there 
was general dl.ssatlsfaction with the 
worlc of the government. A good 
committee might bring presstu-e to 
bear on the Government. In some 
province.'! the fishery business was no 
less imiinrtant than agriculture. The 
oyster bcd.i of Prince JCdward Island 
would produce enormous returns If 
properly cultivated. Mr. Lefurgey in- 
sisted that his province was not fairly , ; 
treated In the; destrlbution of tho fish- 
ery awardi -and ; urged the Dominion ' 
and provincial a!uthorlties to get to- ' 
gothor. At present they overlapped ' 
and vvei'o fi-equently in disagreement. ; 

Mr. Turgeon (Liberal, N. li.) also :, 
supported the re.solution, and wiien he 
cIoKcd ut six o'clock, the hoiite ad- 
1 journed^.

Island last summer. 
" It. opens 'with a shorr, historical ac- 
count of the Queen Charlotte islands 
and deals with early explorations fol- 
lowed by a number ot observations 
dealing with the geological formation. 
The bulletin is provided with a map 
V Bhowing the various mineral locations 
, ■ to which reference i.s made.

Tlio description.' of the'.aevelopmeht 
work which follows Is taken' from the 
booklet. 

Skincuttio Inlet. 

The greater amount of pro.-<pectln{j 
that has been done on Moresby island 
is in the vicinity of Skincuttle inlet, 
which "was in 1862 the scone of early 
prospocting. The tjcnerai geological 
formation of almost aW Morseby island 
lias beon ijlaced as Trassle by .Ur. 
Dawson, with a possibility of some 
carboniferous measures. L/ithologic- 
ally, the formation was oi'lglnally 
composed of limestone, shales, etc., 
with lieavy deposits of volcanic mat- 
ter from some local point of issue. 

On the lower end of Moresby i.iland, 
as seen in the exposures in tlie vari- 
ous haibors bordering on Sltincuttle 
inlet, whatever may have been the or- 
iginal formation, it has been subse- 
quently subjected to such an upheaval, 
with the accompanying faulting and 
bending, and has been so cut up by in- 
numerable feidspathlo dykes that no 
sign of original formation was trace- 
able. The dyke intrusions are so num- 
j; '#oiis and extensive as to form the 
greater part of the rock mass, the sed- 
imentary rocks showing as patches, or 
Isolated masses, without any appar- 
ent relation to the next. 
The important part, however, is the 
.. existing mineral deposits rather than 
" the geological form,ation, and from the 
number of mineral locations seen it 
would appear as though the whole 
promontory between Iluston inlet and 
Carpenter bay was extensively miner- 
alised, the locations sf^ far made simp- 
ly serving as an index to its general 
character. The first locations in re- 
cent years were made on the shores of 
Harriot barbor, from which point 
prospecting extending to Ikoda bay 
and Huston inlet, and later to Colllson 
bay and Carpenter bay. 

The mineral claims examined In this 
vicinity during this trip were all With- 
in the area mentioned. Speaking gen- 
erally of these claims the • mineraliza- 
tion is always If eund In the ImmeVitate 
vicinity of, if not In. the actual contact 
ot, limestone, i^ltH one of the larger 
dykes and consists primarily, of mag- 
netite, with a greater or leas amount 
of cliaicopyrlte and occasionally con- 
siderable pyrrhotite. ' 

ll<oda Bay. < 
The Japanese firm of Awaya, Ikeda 
Sc Co., of Vancouver, originally inter- 
ested In the fi.shlng off the Queen 
Charlotte islands, has staked claims 
on all the hill.s surrounding Ikeda bay, 
and this company was found to be the 
only concern on the Island making any 
serlou.^ attemut at mining, employing 
over 100 men, mostly Japanese, In min- 
ing, mining construction and prospect- 
ing the claims already staked. 
•'\jAt the inner end of the bay the 
company has erected a largo and sub- 
stantJaUy- ' bu'lt wharf, capable of re- 
celvJntri-fhe largest of the coasting 
' steamships. Connecting _ the wharf 
and the mine worldng.s' a rtfi-inch 
grange tramwav lias been built, over 
which, c-n cars drawn by horses, the 
ore is brought down for shipment. 

While some devqlopmcnt work has 
been done on all the company's liold- 
ings in the vicinity, the greater am- 
ount and all actual mining has been 
focnssed on t)io I-ily grouj), which con- 
sists of eight claims, the Lily, Sweet 
Pea, vVpiile. C'arnatioii, Orchid, Lemon, 
Peach and Pansy. 'I"he tlovelopment 
work for tlie group has been perform- 
ed on the Ijily, upon wliich the most 
available outcrop appeared. This oiit- 
crop showed up in a small creek, l.iic 
■water of whicli had washed clear an 
outcroi)i)ing of magnotite earr\'ing 
clialcopyritc. Tliis outcrop occurs in 
places along the actual contact and 
elscv.-herG near the contact of lime- 
stone and an igneous rock, appear- 
ently a diorite, there being evidence of 
much movement and some faulting. 
The deporlt, as is the nature of such 
drijosli, does not assume the charac- 
teristics of a fissure vein, and Is not 
very clearly defined, nor Is It of tini- 
form width or tenure of copper. 

Tlie (ievelo!)ment consists of what is 
called i\'<). 1 tunnel, which is really an 
open cut in the creek bed along a con- 
tact of limestone and dlorlte, much al- 
tered, along which is a deposit ot 
magnetite with copper pyrites; this 
bus been exposed by the work done 
for some 30 or 40 feet, and has a width 
of from one to two feet It would be 
difficult to estimate the copper con- 
tents of the exposed ore body, as this 
mlperal Is far from uniformly dissem- 
inated tliroughout the lead, occurring 
Homctimes in bunches of fiuite rich 
ore, again scattered through the ore 
Ijody, while in places the magnetite is 
practically barren. 

Some -too feet f;irther down the 
creelr. is the No. 'Z Tunnel, and liei'o 
most of the de\(^lopment worl; has 
been done, and all the mining', some 
700 tons of coiiper ore lup. ing lieen 
been shipped from thi.s opening in 
in07, asoaylng about nine per cent cop- 
per, 2.!j ounces silver, and 0.2.^j o.mcos 
gold to tiie ton. Tliis tunnel had liocn 
driven in on the strike of and lollov,'- 
iilg the vein for some IGO feet in a 
S. 10 degrees K. direction. Kor the 
fir.'it fifty feet the; on; has been sloped 
out up to the surface, tlio hanging- 
wall, dipi)lug at an angle of about SO 
degrees, being supported by timbers, 
although in the tunnel proper no tim- 
ber la required. 'The tunnel is about 
ten feet wide, and In places the vein- 
matter occupied pretty well the whole 
face of the drift. 

In the latter part of August the face 
of . the drift was not in ore, the ^-ein 
Sfiaving been temporarily lost, hut 
'when the property was again visited 
about two weeks laler, it was found 
that a cross-cut had been driven to 
the jefi, towards th(t hanging wall. In 
v/hich the vein liad l.ieen again found 
and the main drift was ludng dcfliict- 
ed to pick it up. 

The ore from the tunnel is rtm out 
on cai.q and dumped on to ati incliiu', 
at the bottom of which is a picking 
'.^hod, where the ore is broken and 
Hand sorted, the sorted ore being sack- 



ed and run down to the dock on cars 
drawn by horses, a distance of little 
over a mile, in which distance there Is 
a drop of about 200 feet. On each car 
two, tons of ore; ar^.\carrled.. pi.rid pne 
horse Is required tip brlhgr. back tne 
empty car; a driver takes down two 
cars at a trip. 

All the work about the ;ihines is per- 
formed by Japanese. ■' The miners 
worlting "single handed"', are.v very ef- 
ficient and compare favorably with the 
average white miner at this class of 
work, but tlio tlmbermen work very 
slowly. 

Some 100 feet from ^^''o. 2 tunnel, and 
65 feet lower down. No. 3 tunnel has 
been st^'ted and has been laid out as 
the main working tunnel, the entrane«i 
being very heavily and solidly tim- 
bered where it runs through the gravel 
surface wash. This tunnel had, in 
August, only been driven through the 
wash to aolld formation In which no 
work had then been done. 

Chrysanthemum Group. 
Tlic same company has also staked 
out tlio Chrysanthemum 'group of eight 
claims, viz: Peonv, Chrysanthemum, 
Eose, Violet, Clicrrj-, Apricot, Bam- 
boo and Maple mineral claims. This 
group Is located on the southwest side 
of Ikeda bay, at an elevation of about 
400 feet above and about a half a mile 
back from the sea; the approach ta- 
Ing a gradual slant. On the Chrysan- 
themum mineral claim there Is a large 
exi^osuro of mineral, some 50 feet long 
by 20 feet wide and about 15 feet high, 
consisting of four feet of nearly aolld 
magnetite, v.-'M\ a small percentage of 
iron suli)hido, between defined walls 
of dio.-ite, and dipping nearly vortical, 
with strilce north and south. 

Lying adjacent to this, and to the 
east. Is a zone of from i foot to S feet 
wide of magnetite of a much finer 
grain, but not as pure, being consider- 
ably impregnated witli iron pyrites 
.Tnd some copper pyrites. The am- 
ount of sulphide in tliis latter zone is 
so high as to render it valueless us a 
commercial iron ore, whereas, as far 
as developed, the percentage of copper 
is too low to be profitably worked. 

On the Rose mineral claim, of the 
same group, there is naturally exposed 
in a, bluff a mass of magnetite which, 
on the surface, is some 20 feet higli 
and .'',0 feet long. This occurs along 
a diorite-limestone contact, the ore ly- 
ing nearly horizontal underneath the 
Hniestone. In the liniestone there is a 
cave, which was followed in, and up, 
for over 50 feet, formed by the leach- 
ing of a stream of subterraneous wat- 
er, and in this there la considerable 
hydrated iron oxide. 

At other points in the group, higher 
up the hill, there were seen a num- 
ber ot smaller exiiosures of magnetite, 
all ot which are quite undeveloped or 
even explored, so that it is quite im- 
possible to say whether the various 
outcrops and ..Nposures arc in any 
way re.lated t. connected. 

Speaking generally, the explorations 
made indicate that the group contain.? 
a great deal of mineralization, masses 
ot magnetite of undetermined sizes, 
all carrying an appreciable percentage 
of sulphides ot iron and copper, but 
in no Instance h^is copper in mar- 
ketiible .quantity been discovered. 

The Lotus group, consisting ot six 
mineral dalms and also owned by the 
Awaya-Ikida company, is located on 
the southeast aide of Ikeda bay, about 
half a mile back from the shore and at 
an elevation of 500 feet above the sea. 
The mineral here exposed is pyrrhotite 
trie magnetic sulphide Iron, of which 
a very large body h;is been exposed 
with comparatively little work. This 
exposure is about 20 feet wide and Is 
vioiblo for a height of 20 feet, while If. 
feet more depth ot mineral is reported 
as covered by the dumi) made in tlie 
work done. This mass of mineral is 
bounded on either side by diorite 
country rock, tlie contact iif wiiich 
Vi'ith tile pyrrhotite is not sharply do- 
fined, but a gradual replacement. In-

."^.nmplc made un of fragments broken 
from the various large pieces of min- 
eral on the dump assayed three quar- 
ters of one per cent of copper, with 
traces of gold and silver; while an 
average sample broke from the ex- 
posed face assayed: Copper, 0.1 per 
cent with traces of gold and diivcr. 
The work done on the group was also 
moro of an exploratory nature than 
development work, and while the great 
mass of mineral exposed has no pres- 
eent economic value, it strongly em- 
phasises the extensive mineralization 
of the vicinity and encourages furth- 
er exploration of the group and its 
surroundings. 

Collison Bay. 
Colllson bay lies next to Ikeda b;iy 
to the southeast and in sejiaratiMl 
therefrom by a range of mountains 
forming a narrow neck of land run- 
ning out into Skincuttle Inlet.

Harriot Harbor. 

Harriet harbor lies to the west ot 
Ikeda bay and to tlio east of Huston 
inlet, and Is separated from each by 
mountains which run out into the soa 
in narrow arms, not over a mile wide 
at the liead of the harbor, but two or 
tliroe miles long. 

The townsito of Jodway, with a 
wliarf, store, postoftlce, and several 
cabins, \vah been located on the south- 
west end ot Harriet liarbor, and here 
the oftice of the Deputy Mining Ke- 
corder of the dlytriet is situated. It 
was on the shorea of this bay that the 
first of the more recent mineral di 
coveries of the district were staked, by 
Watson and Tliompson, in 1905. These 
discoveries piay be considered the or 
igln of the present activity in Mores 
by island. 

Probably the best known claim on 
this harbor Is the Copper Queen, now 
held under bond by J. S. McMillan, of 
.Seattle. The claim is situated on the 
Kotithwest side of Harriet harbor, some 
fi.Oco feet from the water and 880 
feet above it. On. this claim, as 
inost of the claims in the district, the 
mineralization consists of magnetite 
carrying variable amounts of copper 
pyrites, and upon the percentage of 
ttiia latter mineral found depends the 
value of the deposits. When visited, 
the only development work done con 
sisted of 11 large open pit in a small 
draw, made to expose and develop an 
exposure of maguctlte found in a bluff 
on one side of the "draw." The 
work had succeeded in exposing a very 
consideralile body of magnetite in a 
country roclc, which appeared to bo a 
much altered diabase. In the side of 
the cut there was visibly exposed, dip- 
ping at an angle of 48 degress, a body 
of magnetite G feet thick, of wiilch the 
lower four feet six inches was almost 
solid magnetite, containing irregularly 
distributed bunches and stringers ol?' 
copper pyrites. The upper 1 foot 6 
inches of the ore body, although chief- 
ly magnetite, was more mixed with 
rock matter and appeared .to "the eye 
to carry a lower percetitage of copper. 
This face stood exposed for a 'height 
along Us slope of 25 feet, with indica- 
tions that It continued down under the 
dump and Into the hill for some farth- 
er distance; at its heighe.^t point the 
ore body came out practically to the 
surface. An average .sample ot the ex- 
posed face of clie ore body was cnre- 
fuHy chipped oft across the whole six 
feet exposed and at different places In 
its length; this .sample assayed, cop- 
per, 14 per cent with traces of gold 
and silver. Some 50 to 75 tons of min- 
eral was piled up on tlie dump, and 
this was roughly sampled, giving about 
1.5 per cent copper. 

Some little distance up the creek 
from the open cut, and also about 300 
feet to tlio east, are bodies of lime- 
stone, altliough none show in contact 
with the ore bodi'. 

On the opposite .side ot the draw, 
or gully, referred to, from the open 
cut, some little surface stripping has 
lieen done showing further bodies of 
magnetite, the connection of which

rock matter, but no considerable body 
ot ore has been exposed. A sample 
was taken of the exposed face ot the 
cut, which gave, upon assay, copper, 
2.7 per cent wet assay, with traces of 
gold and sliver. The face of the cut 
Is about AO feet long and 10 feet high, 
and was In at the bottom only 6 to 8 

The Reoo mineral claim, held by .T. 
S. McMillan, Is located nearer the bot- 
tom of the hill, only 200 feet above 
and a quarter of a mile from the wat- 
er. The country rock here Is a much 
altered diabase. In whih a deposit 
of magnetic iron, about three? feet 
thick. Is seen dipping into the hill ..it 
an angle of about 40 degrees ncconi- 
pattled by a black hornbiendic dyke 
and overlayed by a close grained sil- 
icious rock.

Huston Inlet. 

Huston inlet lies immediately to tlio 
west of Harriet harbor and is a fine 
body of navigable water. Some little 
prospecting has been done on its eas- 
tern shore, on the range of liills which 
separate.H it from Harriet harbor, but 
the locality must as yet )3c considered 
as unexplored. The few recorded 
cliiima are quite unprbspeoted and un- 
dbv doped, only a little surface scrat- 
ching having been attempted.

On the beach, between high and low 
water, there is exposed a contact of 
limestone and fine grained trap, along 
which stands, exposed by action of tho 
waters, a contact deposit of magnet- 
ite, from two to three feet wide, dip 
ping at an angle of 80 degrees to the 
y.'OSt. Tho magnetite carries som(> 
iron pyrites and a small percentage of 
copper pyrites. 

In a small gulch, a short distance to 
the west, there Is a light gray color- 
ed igneous dyke, fairly crystalline, 
and showing some horneblonde, having 
a width of four or five feet, containing 
some stringers of calcite and also 
some magnetite and 
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faults which interfered with its con 
tinuity. Some bunches of very pret- 
ty copper ore were visible, hwt they 
were small. As a prospect there is en- 
couragement to some further develop- 
ment, but nothing so far has any econ- 
omic values. An assay, showing con- 
siderable gold, was reported from the 
claim, but it has not been confirmed 
by any subseriuent samples and is re- 
garded as doubtful. 

The Gold Peak, an adjoining claim 
hold by Die same owners, was not vis- 
ited, but was reported by Frank Wat- 
son, one of tho owner.s, to be about the 
same as tlio Gold Cliff, but with even 
less development done. 

On the opposite aide of the valley of 
a small creek was the Surprise min- 
eral claim, staked by Frank Watson 
and sold to C. H. Parks. It lies at an 
elevation of about 500 feet, and is 
three-quarters of a mile from tho In- 
let, and Is undeveloped. The ore, 
from samples seen, * pyrrhotite, car- 
rying '.some copper pyrites. 

About a mile from the sea, and far- 
tlier up on Thunder mountain, on the 
north bank of the creek the Hercules, 
Ida and Dusky Maiden miner.al claims 
have been staked by i\lcMIllan, Mc- 
Eacheran and I'rank Watson, and on 
these one assessuient has beon record- 
ed. These claims were not visited, 
but are reported t*' contain a deposit 
ot magnetite carrying copper sulph- 
ides. 

Burnaby and Copper Islands. 

■The Red Raven mineral claim, on 
the south side of Copper island, a 
claim recently re-staked by Abe John- 
f;on and so named by him, is of inter- 
est as having been the spot upon 
which Francis Poole and his party 
did their v,-ork in ise2-a, and where, 
about five years ago, a prospector 
named Abe Heino, having re-located 
the projjcrty, did considerable work, 
the remains of v.'liich are still visllflo 
and excite In visitors much curiosity 
us to "what he was driving at." 

Geologically, the island is very sim- 
ilar to that portion ot Moresby island 
Immediately to tho south, and somit 
two or three miles distant. The sedi- 
mentary rocks are so cut up by later 
volcanic rocks as to give th.c appear- 
ance of tho limestones being the In- 
trusions and the volcanlcs the country 
rocks. 

In a littlo cove running into the Isl- 
and some ;iO or 40 feet, with nearly 
perpendicular walls and a rocky floor, 
submerged at high tide, a tunnel was 
driven from tlie level of the rock floor 
tor a distance ot 35 feet, and from this 
tunnel a cross-cut had been started 
off to the right, towards the water, for 
some 10 feet. The work had been done 
along a limestone diabase contact, 
along which was visible a little mag- 
netite carrying some copper pyrites, 
but {n no place was the mineralization 
sufficient to be of any importance. 
The present owner had done no work 
on the property, the work seen having 
been done years previously.

When the story of the slow regener-

The advance of a single line of rails 
across Northern A;!la, the littlo sec- 
tions of railway thrust Inland almost 
furtively from the coast, did Inlinltely 
more to arftusc slumbering China than 
either the march of the allies to Pe- 
kin In LSGO, or even tho thunder of Ad- 
miral Iio's guns ut the battle of tlie 
Yuhi, .-ays the London Times. The 
records aS railway enterprise in China 
are .•ilniost a romance, ,a little sordid 
perliaps, and pernieated with intrigue, 
but still a iiarrativi' full of attraction 
for tlie student of I'ar K.'isterii af- 
faii-.-^. I-',ut the successive stages are 
I exceedingly involved and Intricate. 
[Tho actual diltieultios of survey and 
iistruetiou form (|uito a subsidiary 
Interest cen- 
tres 1.11)1111 the ])lot!i and counter-jilots 
at Tien-tsin and Pricing, tho efforts to 
overcome tlic obstruction of astrolo 
ger.s and reactionaries, tho struggle 
between Minlster.s of foreign Power.' 
the contradictory decrees from tho 
Throne, the wWCl rush for concessions 
after tho flhlno-Japaiieso AV'ar, the in- 
terruptions caused by revolt and in- 
vasion, and the gradual determination 
of the Chinese to take a hand in the 
game themselves. It Is a tale of dip- 
lomatists and financiers and engineer.^ 
and mandarins and soldiers, all strug- 
gling In what seemed at the time a 
position ojC inextricable confusion. If 
Mr. Kent relates it a little stolidly, he 
nevertheless succeedg In unravelling 
the knots. His book is a plain, com- 
prehensive, accurate and painstaking 
record of the introduction of railways 
In China, down to the present day. It 
Is cHseiitial to a clear comprehension ot 
tho inodoni develoiunent of Clilna, and 
Is accompanied iiot ouiy by useful 
inapi, but also by a series of a.ppen- 
dlces in whicli all the salient agree- 
ments concorning . Chinese railways oi'e 
set forth. ■ ''

two or liiroo hundred miles of lino In 
North China., At tho /time Mr. Kent's 
book was written she/ had 3,639 miles 
constructed and In/ operation, 1,285 
mllos jndor construction, aiid 4,174 
miles "projected and stmctionod." Con- 
sidering thivt at the end of her first 
twenty years of railway development 
India poHSOssod only a total of 5,000 
miles opened for trafUc, the Chlnejio

record is, on tho whole, extremely 
creditable tor a country where those 
In authority h.istcn slowly. Tho real 
pionr'i-rs of railways in China were the 
merchants of Shanghai, wlio in 1SG3 
sought permission to build the line 
from that port to Su-cliau which has 
now lieeii built liy the British and 
('liiiir'.-o Coriior.atlon. They were re- 
fusrnl by LI Hung Chang; but imnie- 
diatelN- afterwards China -w.-is visited 
by Sir Macdonnkl Stephou.son, who 
t\v(;nty years earlier had projected the 
first railway in India, lli^ was in ad- 
vance of his time, and the gi'andiose 
scheme ho ijlanncd was soon shelved. 
The Shanghai mercliants, who, in spite 
of much criticism, have done a great 
deal in the past to help forward the 
advancement of China, were not to bo 
deterred. In 187B they made a road to 
Wu-sung, and in the followlrii? year 
they made a 2ft. 61n. railway, i .t tho 
Chinese Government acquired it, and 
the lino was torn up. In 1887 a pro- 
gressive Chinese Governor nf Formc^a 
began a lino on the Island which 
eventually reached a length of sixty 
miles; but It was allowed to deterior- 
ate, and was almost useless when the 
.lapancio at length acquiriMl it. Moan- 
whlle, liowever, 'J'ong King Sin, a 
clever Cantonese, who believed in rail- 
ways, had formed the Chinese Kngin- 
eering and Mining- Company in the 
north, with the support of LI Hung 
Clia.iig, and had opened up the Kaiping 
eoal-(ield, midway hetwoen Taku and 
.Sh.-inlial-kwau. Tie wantinl to build a 
line to convey the coal to the sea. 
Tlie Imperial authoi'ities objected, and 
the gcomaucers diMiionstratcd that the 
siilrits of innumerable ancestors would 
be disturbed. They compromised on a 
canal. Then a "tramway" was pro- 
jected, and Mr. (J. W. Klndei-, an able 
Engli.-ih engineer who had worked on 
.lapanesu rallwa>-s, was called in to 
make it. AVith singular prescience lie 
insisted that the tr;iniway should bo 
made to the English standard railway 
gauge. Tlion he made a locomotlvo 
out of the boiler of a portable winding 
engine, some wheels bought as old 
iron, and some metal borrowed from 
the headgear of a colliery shaft, lie 
christened this wierd contrivance "Tlie 
Rocket of China"; and before the end 
of 1881 China had a railway almost 
without knowing It. From that novel 
expedient sprang the Imperial railways 
Of Nprtli' China and aU-' bther projects 
which are now covering the land with 
a network of steel. 

Mr. Kent dlscussoi .ln turn, with 
much Insight and knowledge, all tho 
various :^chemes- either completed or 
under cohsldorMlpri. ' As to the inter- 
esting line' from Poking through tho 
plcturesqiio NankoWii ;Pass-:,ai?d thp 
Great Wall to Kalgahi .liow api^rotfch- 
Ing completion, ho says ', there Js no 
doubt about Its earning capacity; but 
he does not thi.nk it wilJ be continued 



across Mongolia l"or a iong time to 
c<jme. As the engineering diHieulties 
are few, this is to be regretted ; but 
when trans-continental trunk railways 
are more common In .-Vsia, the exten- 
.ilon will undoubtedly bi; made. It will 
give travellers from Europe a direct 
route from Lake Baikal to Peking, en- 
abling them to avoid tho immense 
loop through J.laiichni'i:i. Wo do not 
think i\Ir. Kent gives sufficient credit 
to the Itussian administration for their 
control of tlio Chinese Eastern Rail- 
way during the period before 'the war 
when tho whole of the line was In 
their charge. He remarks that the 
rates were prohibitive, that no serious 
attempt was made to study the pre- 
vailing condition of trade or trade 
routes In Manchuria, and that the- rail- 
way did nothing to foster trade. This 
Is not quite in accordance with the 
facts. The line was In the hands of 
tho construction staff until tho middle 
ot 1903, and was only handed over to 
the regular trallic department eight 
months before the war. It was bur- 
dened by ;in unfair apportionmciu of 
military charges, and yet was exjicct- 
ed to ^ihow .-i quick ])rolit. Ni!verlhe- 
less, the iMInistry of ]'-inaiico had 
Worked out a scheme for linaneing 
agriculturists which was being jiut 
into operalliui, and wei-e devising other 
schemes f.jr bringing irallic to the rail- 
way, when the onslaught ot the .Jap- 
anese torpedo lli;tlllas at Port - Arthur 
sliatter(.'(l lUissian dreams for ever. 
?.Tr. Kent Is not (|ult|. so pessimistic 
about (he future ot Dalny — now called 
Talrcui— ;'.s sonic of ils critics, .and be- 
li(n'es, ])robabl.\' corrcctl>-, that with 
the a.ld of llie railway it will have a 
considerable future before it, d(^.•^llile 
the strenuous rivalry of N.lu-cliwang. 
In tho winter montiis, at any ■• rate, 
when much of tho coast i.s frozen, it 
will share with Chlnwangtao, the new 
Chinese port, near the end of tho 
Great Wall, much of the trade of 
Central Manchuria. 

Ho is hopotiil about the future of 
the great bridge on the Peklng-Haix- 
K'o\v line, o\'er tho treacherous Yellow 
lihcr, to which, ho <loclares, "every- 
thing has been dune to ensure a suc- 
cessful Issue that engineering skill and 
liuuia,n lu.geiiuity can de\'ise." The 
Han-kow-(.'a.nton line, which ("lilna 
has recovered the right to bulhl for 
herself from American and Belgian 
hands, bring into view the questlim 
v.'hether China can finance and con- 
struct her own railways. Tho posi- 
tion of this scheme docs not encourage 
the belief. "Capital has been sub- 
scribed, shareholders' meetings have 
bean held, and, riots have ensued," is 
the terse surhniary of the situation. 
The real conclusion appears to be that, 
as China can obtain money cheaper 
aV^road than sho can at homo, It will 
bo wise economy to utilize foreign 
capital. ,

home little surface stripping had re- 
cently been done, with an Idea of trac- 
ing out the contact, which was found 
to contain some copper pyrites. 

On Skincuttle island was seen more 
of tho prospecting work done bv Poole 
in 1S63, for tho Queen Charlotte Min- 
ing company, of Victoria.

On Saturday, August SI, thanks to 
the eno.rtesy ot Mr. Ikeda, of the Ikeda 
Pay mines, the writer was loaned a 
gasoline motor boat with tv,-o juen, and 
a st.art was made for a group of claims 
sittlated on Klunkwoi bay, at the north 
end of Darwin sound and inside of 
Lyell island. The passage inside of 
Burnaby and Lyell islands were taken 
as being more protected from wind 
and sea. The inside passage is at all 
seasons suitable for a small boat, al- 
though the channel inside of Burnaby 
island ls''only one fathom deep at low 
water and is most tortuous and diffi- 
cult, to follow. The distance from 
Ikeda bay- to Klunkwoi bay is about 45 
miles, and the. run was made in less 
than eight hours. 

None of the cialms in this section of 
the island have been lone: staked, the 
first being the Swede grouj), staked in 
January, 1907, by Larson, Pearson and 
Rogers. The group consists of eight 
claims, the Bxcelsior, Pearson Larsen, 
Keystone, Bob, Anaconda, Seattle and 
Homestake mineral claims. The 
claims are do located as to cover a, 
small peninsula projecting Into Klun- 
kwoi bay and separating two smaller 
bays or fiords. This peninsula Is not 
over 2,500 feet across and rises to a 
height above tho water of about 1,000 
feet, tho average slope of the hillside 
being cbout 4G degrees, and this steep 
slope continues under the sea level, 
giving deep water at which any vessel 
can lie almost along tho shore line. 
Although the claims had only beon 
located for about six months, it was 
found that the owners liad done a very 
considerable amount of development 
work, which as far as it had pro- 
gressed, proved more than encourag- 
ing. Tills work consisted of a num- 
ber of open cuts running horizontally 
along the hillside at intervals from 
the sea-level to a height of 700 feet 
above. These cuts are on the Lareo 
claim, and may be .^aid to have pros- 
pected a strip of lilllsido about 250 feet 
wide, extending from the shore up to 
an elevation of 700 feet. Tho line of 
those cuts continued over the hill on 
to the south slope, has been further 
jirospected on the Anaconda claim, 
and found there to be similar in ail 
respects; therefore, it is to bo presum- 
ed that the mineralized zone Is con- 
tinuous over the peninsula along the 
lino prospected in a N. 03 degrees E. 
direction. 

A short distance to tlie \ve,~t of the 
^vorkings a fault plane has cut across 
tho peninsula, the line of its break 
showing clearly the mt)untaln side. To 
tho west of this break the prospectors 
claim not to have found mineral, but 
it is suspected their investigation has 
not been vory^thorough, as, the geo-' 
logical conditions are the. same on 
either side of the bteakc and it has 
not been a channel (if infiltration of 
mineral. The country rook right across 
tlie peninsula appears to be uniform 
and the same, a much altered diabase, 
cut by a few later trap dykes, which, 
however, do not • apDeari to i have; any 
effect upon' thb mlnerallzatidh. ' 

As far as disclosed in the cutsi the 
4 or 6 feet of the rock lying next thoi 
surface cojitaln very littlo mineral, 
but v/hen this doptlr Is reached the 
roclc is found to become impregnated 
with copper pyrites and occasionally 
bornite, and this impregnation in the 
deeper cuts appears to be growing 
greater with depth, as far ;is the work 
h.ad proceeded; this is at the greatest, 
a depth of some 15 foot. Sometimes 
tho eli.'ilcoijyriti; occurs in littlo 
granules, iieppered all through the 
roclv, anil again it occurs in little vine- 
lets, constituting an ore difficult to 
estima'.e tho copper contents of by 
tho eye. 

Samples were taken from the most 
extoiisive of tho open cuts, viz., tho 
one at an olov ^t'.on of about 75 feet 
above tho sea level; of those a gen- 
eral samiilo gadded off the face over 
a distance of 75 feet horizontally, and 
tor the heiglit of tho cut, except the 
upper "barren" six feet, gave upon lu- 
say better than two per cent copper,, 
with traces of gold and shvor. 

Another sample, taken by tho writer 
and which was Intended to represent 
ore as It would be roughly hand-pick- 
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ed, gave copper 5.7 per cent, silver 
0.2 ounces to ton and traces of gold, 
A third sample, taken on the south 
slope of tho peninsula ffom an. open 
cut oil the Anaconda- olalni;'i gave 2.? 
per cent copper, with traces of gold 
and silver. 

The occurrence oC tho mineral is 
such as to render hopeless any form of 
water concentration, and the ore would 
have to bo smelted direct, but for such 
treatment it is admirably suited, a-s 
the gange -matter is self-fluxing and 
very easily melted. , 

To summarise the situation, the 
claims have not as jfet been developed 
sufficiently; ..to •absbjutely prove their 
ultlniate iyaltie.\,<*rifey are itill- only 
prospects* ;but theSsuccesii attending 
the -idev.elophiOTtjjdoftei' commands atr 
tentlon. land gives ..promise of an ex- 
ceedingly largo, but low grade, deposit 
of copper ore. Tho location of tho 
properties is ideal for the cheapest 
kind ot mining, and the facilities for 
ciieap transportation by vessel could 
scarcely be improved upon. 

The grade of ore, as already not- 
ed, is low, probably not higher than 
two or throe iier cent copper, with lit- 
tlo or no gold and silver valties, but 
the fact is that the values have in- 
creased with depth, so far as develop- 
ment has iirocecded. Tho unknown 
factors are, how deep will this im- 
provement in values continue and how 
deep will the ore be found, which can 
only determined by development work. 
Last Chance Group, 
The La^t f^hance group of six 
chiims, the Last Chance, Goodenough, 
.lumbo. All Right, No Doubt and Star, 
owned by Messrs. AVIntermute, Mc- 
Eachern and Jones, lies to the sduth- 
west of and adjoining tlie Swede groupi' 
near the shore of the next bay to the 
south. These claims are more recent- 
ly located than tho Swede group and 
have not had the. same amount of de- 
velopment work done, but such as has 
been done a couple of large open cuts, 
discloses conditions almost identical 
with those found in the Swede group 
and, as the ore found is also in direct 
line with the mineralized zone on the 
Swede group, it is fair to suppose it 
to be a direct continuation of tho 
Swede group deposit. The most Im-' 
portant development ivork ha-i been 
done on the .Last :Chance claim, at a 
distance of .l;600 feettfrom the bay, at 
an elevation ot about' 200 feet,, and 
consists of an' open; cut In rock 45 feet 
long In a N. ahd.S.'.-directlon, across^, 
the ore body, and has a face: of six 
feet in depth. A- goneiral. sample, made 
up of small pieces broken off. the ore 
already mined, gave upon assay, cop- 
per 2.7 per cent, ..^llver 0.4 ounces to 
ton, and trace of gold. 

The country rock has been classed, 
after microscopic, examination, 
"Porphyritic diabase." 

As far as tho development has gone 
these claims have promised similar to 
the Swede group and the camp as a 
wiiole indicates the presence of very 
larvo quantities of low grade copper 
ore. Tile deposits are so admirably 
situated for cheap mining and trans- 
portation the character of gangue mat- 
ter is. such as to permit of very ciieap 
smelting, so it is estimated that .such 
ore is well within the commercial lim- 
it and can be treated at a profit, de- 
spite the fact that there is no ap- 
preciable quantity of gold, or 'silver 
present. ; 

The formation In which these de- 
posits occur would appear to extend 
for a considerable width east . and 
west, and is found again to the inorth> 
west of the shores of .Skidegate 
clianael, near the Narroms. copstitut- 
ing a large area of territory /.which 
may prove productive, and is at least 
well worth prospecting. 

The pa'st summer a .number of 
claims have been staked in the vicin- 
ity of the Swede gi'oup and farther up 
the coast, but, ut tho time no' work .of 
any sort had been done on tKem: and 
they were not visited. . V 

On September 2, the .trip northward 
was resumed Ih the gasoline Tauhch to 
Skidegate, a further dlstahde . of 45 
miles, a stop being made at the Oljd ; 
Shaft, some seven miles south of the • 
sand spit. - 

Old ijhaft. ■; 
The Old Shaft, judging by the size 
of trees growing on the old dump, was 
sunk some 40 to 50 years as*, jjjut'by 
whom It Is not known, noj: dofis there . 
seem to be any Indian tradition cei' 
gardlng It. The property has recently' 
been taken up again by Shelden 
Shabbard, who have bonded It to D. 
n. Young and associates, who were 
un watering it, oinproying one white 
man and two Indians. At that date 
tho shaft had been unwatered to about 
90 feet depth, and the foreman a-eport- 
ed ha\Mng sounded It for a further 
deiith of 45 feet. Some short dis- 
tance above tfjo 90-foot marlc, two 
cross cuts had been found, one to tho 
east and one to the west, extending 
about twenty-five feet from the shaft. 
I'lio shaft-'iiad not been cleaned out, 
so, of course, nothing was visible in 
It as to ore. 

The country rock in the vicinity, as 
exposed on the beach, is an agglome- 
rate, in which a fissure was seen a 
few inches wide, carrying cojiper py- 
rites in quarts. Selected samples ot 
clear mineral assayed 10 per cent 
copper and two ounces of silver to tho 
ton. This fissure led directl.v to the 
old ',9liatt, distant only a few feet, and 
it was evidently on this fissure that 
the shaft had been suiik; and, along' 
\v h I ch: " the t wd r cross;; icuts had ; ; heehi 
driven. The .Jtissure, as' ^eeri' oh the 
beach, , was too small to be of any Im- 
portance, .and tho old dump exhibited 
ho cpri'imerclal ore;! The owners claim 
to have discovered , a more extensive 
fissure, running north and south— that 
Is, at right angles to tho first, at a dis- 
tance of some 100 feet to the west of 
tho shaft and in tho woods — to whicli 
it Is proposed to drive a cross cut 
from the sliaft at some depth. The 
white man in charge did not Itnow 
wliere tho exposure of this north and 
south vein was, artd it was conse- 
quently not soon by the writer. 

John McLellan, a British Columbia 
assayer, lias been working during tlio 
past summer at Gold Harbor, a bay of 
Jloore channel, on the west coa.st of 
Moresby island, just south of Skido- .. 
gate channel. It was at litis point the 
Hudson B;iy company, in 1852 found 
anti mined. a deposit of gold bearing 
(piartK. Mr. McLeilan examined the 
old workings but conld find no con- 
tinuation of the values, though ho dis- 
covered in the vicinity another small 
quarts vein carrying gold In conalder- 
oMla proportions. Ho reports tlio vein 
us being rloh but very small; ho erect- 
ed last season an arrastra driven by 
water power and managed to extract a 
certain amount olf gold, bringing a 
small "brick" to Victoria,
